Soviet culture comes to town

Winchester High School seniors 
displayed some initial reticence dur¬ 
ing a U.S.-Soviet cultural exchange 
program last week, but after a while 
they loosened up and posed more 
penetrating questions about Soviet 
life to the two Soviet musicians who 
had come to visit. 

“How are students in Russia dif¬ 
ferent from students here?” 

“What do most teenagers do for 
fun on the weekends?” 

“Is AIDS as much of a scare in the 
Soviet Union as it is in the United 
States?” 


Soviet composer Igor Yegikov and 
his wife, Irina Varontsova, were 
among two of five Soviet performers, 
two translators, two local fdk singers, 
and one technical director to tour the 
Commonwealth this past month as 
part of the “Making Music Together” 
festival. 

The party of 10 visited Winchester 
High School on March 31 to give select 
groups of students an opportunity to 
exchange questions and answers with 
real Soviets, as well as to witness a 
display of Russian heritage in an 
hour-long performance of song, dance 
and illusion. 

The renowned composer Yegikov, 
his vibrant wife, Varontsova and 


translator John Bailyn were available 
to some 50 students and faculty 
members on Thursday morning for a 
brief question-and-answer period. 

The students opened the session 
with questions based on music and 
education. 

“I think we were all trying to be 
polite by asking questions about their 
field,” said Inna Kushnirsky, a WHS 
senior who emigrated from the Soviet 
Union six years ago. 

Yegikov, a pupil of Aram^ 
Khachaturian’s, creates music 
primarily for children and various 
special audiences. His wife signs all 
his songs. 

Many of the questions directed at 


the couple concerned musical train¬ 
ing: what age musicians start study¬ 
ing, and what, if any, types of schools 
specialize in music. 

In response, both stressed the im¬ 
portance of training student when 
they are very young. 

“You have to be young to develop 
any kind of talent, whether it is in 
music or in a foreign language,” 
Yegikov explained. 

As they answered later questions, 
the pair revealed that Soviets view 
American teenagers as “loose, 
casual, and relaxed,” in contrast to 
those at home, who wear uniforms 
and tend to be somewhat regimented

“kids have to be taught that they don’t 
open the door to strangers.” 

If either parents or children do 
suspect something is wrong, Per- 
ritano urged them to call the police. 

“Kids should be trained to call the 
police station and not to hesitate to 
call,” he said. They should also be 
taught where they live so they can 
provide police with their address, he 
added.

Finance committee tries 


to maintain free cash

The finance committee tentative¬ 
ly decided not to dip into the town’s 
free cash fund to balance the budget. 

At Monday night’s meeting, the 
committee opted to let Town Meeting 
decide whether or not to reduce the 
free cash account. Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer presented a 
balanced budget for fiscal year 1989 
that draws the fund down by $675,000. 

The committee, which must pre¬ 
sent its version of a balanced budget 
on the Town Meeting floor, is trying 
to develop a budget that won’t draw 
down free cash as heavily as 
Maurer’s proposal. 

“We have to worry about the level 
of free cash and the long term im¬ 


plications of removing money from 
free cash. A lot of people are worry¬ 
ing about the next few months and not 
next year. This is precisely the at¬ 
titude that got us into this situation in 
the first place,” said Vice Chairman 
Chester Haskell. 

According to Chairman Lorna 
Tseckares, the committee will “pre¬ 
sent Town Meeting with a budget that 
is not one we believe is necessarily 
good for the town, but a budget we 
have to arrive at because this is all 
the money we have. 

“We’ll make cuts that are not ir¬ 
responsible, cuts that we can live with 
for a year,” said Tseckares. 

If Town Meeting does not agree 
with the cuts the committee proposes. 


then it will be up to Town Meeting 
members to remove additional funds 
from free cash to “get the town 
budget back up,” said Tseckares. 

‘ ‘What we achieve by doing that is 
a Town Meeting that will be ex¬ 
cessively frustrated and very angry. 
But in the end, they will understand 
that this town has a revenue problem, 
they will be more educated than they 
were going in there,” she said. 

Tseckares anticipates this 
season’s Town Meeting to be 
“lengthy, painful and confusing at 
times.” The intent of the committee, 
she said, is to educate the Town 
Meeting members. 

“We have the opportunity and the 
responsibility to make it clear to 


Town Meeting and the town that this 
is a very serious situation and it is not 
going to go away,” said Haskell. 

The finance committee will meet 
tonight with hopes of arriving at an 
acceptable budget for spring Town 
Meeting. 

Maurer and Superintendant of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos will be 
present to work with the committee, 
said Tseckares. 

Tseckares, the committee’s self- 
proclaimed “fearless leader” urged 
members to “work our tails off bet¬ 
ween now and [Thursday night]. 
We’ll have a better idea of the cuts 
we’re going to make and we’re going 
to vote on the budgets until we get it 
done.” 


67 Town Meeting Members 


Voters choose

Each year Winchester elects one- 
third of the members of its represen¬ 
tative Town Meeting — the town’s 
legislative body. Here are the results 
of last week’s election, broken down 
by precinct. 

The three-year Town Meeting 
terms are staggered by rotated elec¬ 
tions. Each year eight new members 
are elected per precinct. Town 
Meeting has a total of 192 seats, 24 for 
each of the town’s eight precincts. 

Occasionally, more than eight 
seats may open in a precinct election. 
This occurs when members vacate 
'their positions before their term ex¬ 


pires. In these cases, precinct 
members may run for a two- or one- 
year term, depending on the nature 
of vacancies. 

With the elections, 67 new and in¬ 
cumbent Town Meeting members 
started three-year termk. 

Here is a tally of the elected 
representatives from each precinct, 
accompanied by the votes they 
received: 

In Precinct I the eight new 
members are: Richard Malcolm, 337; 
John Riccio, 320; Louise Calantropo, 
318; Chester Haskell, 316; Carolyn 
Thorne, 315; Terrence Malloy, 310; 
Virginia Hoefling, 309; and Robert 
Cammon, 286. 

Precinct 2 will be represented by: ■ 


Ann Smith, 224; Samuel McCarthy, 
217; Liduina Bosselaers, 215; 
Marylouise Jani, 211; Roseann 
Gallery, 207; Jo-Ann Thorpe, 201; 
Kenneth Mason, 200. Norman 
Doucette Jr. won the eighth position 
with six write-in votes. 

There are two positions open for 
one-year terms in Precinct 2. The two 
members will be elected at a precinct 
meeting on April 25. 

In Precinct 3, Deborah Holland 
was elected to a three-year term and 
a one-year term. She accepted the 
three-year term, creating a tie bet¬ 
ween Donna Curtis and Paul Kelly for 
the one-year seat. Precinct members 
will break the tie at an April 25 
precinct meeting.

Controversial church meets at McCall 

Superintendent’s office says group pays the bills and causes no trouble

The auditorium of McCall Junior 
High School has been the scene of 
countless plays, assemblies and con¬ 
certs, but rarely has it housed as 
dramatic a performance as the Bible 
study meeting now held each Wednes¬ 
day night by the Boston Church of 
Christ. 

A bouyant and cheerful crowd of 
about 150 members streams into the 
auditorium each week, illuminating 
the room with familiar chatting and 
friendly hugging and kissing. 


Children of all ages are abundant, yet 
quietly disappear into their own study 
groups after general announcements 
are made. An upbeat spiritual tune is 
sung, each member lielting it out 
straight from the heart, and so begins 
the meeting. 

The hour then belongs solely to the 
turning of Bible pages, the ardent 

f ireachings of Willie Floi es, the “zone 
eader” or minister, and a punc¬ 
tuating stream of “amens” from the 
zealous and attentive crowd. 

A seemingly harmless, typical 
scene of religious worship in a small 
community ensues, making it difficult 


to believe such a gathering is an in¬ 
tegral part of a group that has drawn 
heated attacks from religious leaders 
and critics lately. 

A Boston Globe article March 20 
cast some negative light on The 
Boston Church of Christ and its 
leaders, citing alleged cult practices 
used to bolster membei'ship. The ar¬ 
ticle also mentioned cases of “love¬ 
bombing” the lonely and vulnerable 
to gain members and “deprogramm¬ 
ing” undergone by former members. 

Worshipers of the group in Win¬ 
chester call tliese allegations merely 


a one-sided lixik at their church from 
an outsider’s point of view. 

Begun in the early ’70s in Florida, 
the church is an offshoot of the 
mainstream Church of Christ, yet it 
is not affiliated with tliat church or 
any other Congregational Church. 
The doctrine of The Boston Church of 
Christ is essentially outlined by a 
literal translation of the Bible. Its 
members strive to be prototypes of 
Christ, uphold his teachings and 
spread his word. 

Sunday services are held at the 
Boston Garden (provided the Celtics 
or Bruins don’t have an early game). 


and worshipers flock to hear the good 
word — 3,6(X) of them weekly. The 
congregation then splits up into 12 
zones, each headed by its own 
minister, to meet on Wednesdays for 
Bible study, according to church 
documentation. 

Church elder A1 Baird notes that 
Winchester was chosen as a base of 
worship because of its central loca¬ 
tion and the “rapidly growing” 
membership in the area. And since 
securing McCall Junior High School 
as a place of meeting in August of last 
year, the church has become a part

Alvan Smith of Kidgefield Road, 
who has “.serious problems” with his 
legs, wants some satisfaction on re¬ 
quests he has made for a handicap 
parking space in front of his home and 
others downtown. 

Smith first asked llie board of 
selectmen for a space next to his 
residence in November of 1984. The 
board agreed to arrange the space 
and post a handicap sign there, but 
nothing has been done to date. 

'I'he new board under the chair¬ 
manship of Robert Deering heard 
Smith’s renewed complaint Monday 
night, and again agreed to do 


something about it, but just what and 
when remains to be seen. 

No one conteslcfl the fact that 
.Smith is severely handicapped. In 
1984 medical evidence was accepted 
by the Ixiard and his condition has not 
improved since then. 

“I leak a pint to a quart of fluid 
under the ImkI if I don’t bind (my 
legs I,” Smith said Monday. “It’s 
painful to walk.” He says he is a “1(K) 
percent disabled veteran. 

Smith divided his complaint into 
two parts. F'irst, he asked for action 
on the space for his home. Then, he 
rexjuest^ that handicappexl spaces be 
scattered throughout the downtown 
area.

Mahoney and a group of students 
from KIDS Care visited Winchester 
High School last week in conjunction 
with .Sp(*aker’s Day, part of Drug and 
Alcohol Awareness Week. 

The program, in its twelfth year, 
is coordinated by social studies 
teachers Tom Walsh and Joe Can- 
tillon along with Peggy .Sullivan. 

According to Walsh, the the pro¬ 
gram focuses on sixth, eighth and 
tenth gradei-s. 

“Our goal in the sixth and eighth 
grades is not only to try to give them 
information, but to stress the fact that 
they can say no’ ’’ to drugs and 
alcohol, said Walsh. 

At the high school, activities in¬ 
clude a movie and discussion day, and 
a pre.sentation day by Walsh, Sullivan 
and Cantillon for tenth graders. 
Walsh .said that he and his two co¬ 
planners each discuss a topic of their 
choice, which included cocaine and 
peer pressure this year.

another highlight of the week, includ¬ 
ed talks by Brad Bailey, assistant 
district attorney for Middlesex Coun¬ 
ty, who discussed his role in pro- 
.secuting offenders; Lt. James Fierce 
and Lt. Daniel McGee of the Win¬ 
chester Police Department, who talk¬ 
ed about their department’s role; and 
Choate Hospital Psychologist John 
Guerrin, who spoke about addiction.

However, the highlight of 
Speaker’s Day were the students 
from KIDS Care. 

Mahoney and KIDS Care youth 
shared their personal stories of drug 
involvement, and the role in bringing 
them down, ultimately leading to 
their arrests. 

Introducing himself as a “recover¬ 


ing addict and dopc^ dealer,’’ Mahoney 
urged students not to get involved 
with drugs. 

“You can go out and have .some 
fun, but you don’t need to ruin 
yourself in the process.” he said. 
“There’s no such thing as recrea¬ 
tional drug u.se” 

KIDS Care is a Department of 
Youth Services detention center cur¬ 
rently involving 23 adolescents involv¬ 
ed in what Mahoney termed a 
“grassroots approach’’ to drug 
rehabilitation. Most face criminal 
charges. All are trying to kick a drug 
or alcohol addiction. 

Mahoney said that trying to turn 
other students off drugs is helpful to 
the students in the program. 

“If you help somebody, you’re 
helping yourself. We don’t look for 
rewards, but we get them,’’ he said. 
“We’ll do whatever we can" to keep 
kids from getting involved with drugs. 

The students in the program, said 
Mahoney “were lucky. They got ar-

rested. They gel another chance. ” 
Some never gel another chance, he 
said. 

Mahoney told students that 
everyone at the high school is respon¬ 
sible for drug and alcohol problems 
there “because you let it happen.”

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Kincaid pushes recycling

Once something is thrown out not 
many people know what happens to 
it. but Sally Kincaid probably knows 
more than she wants to. 

Kincaid is the town’s liaison to the 
Northeast Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC), a consortium of 23 com¬ 
munities that contracts with a huge, 
modern incineration and landfili 
operation in North Andover to dispose 
of the communities’ refuse. 

Kincaid went before the selectmen 
Monday night to give an update of the 
NESWC situation. She explained that 


the principal effort of the committee 
has been to stabilize the “tipping fee" 
charged to users by the facility. 

Because the committee has 
“realized certain savings,’’ Kincaid 
said, the stabilization fund balance 
now stands at around $3 million. The 
committee controls the investment of 
the fund and uses it to keep the fee 
"stable.” 

Right now the fee is $00 per ton. 
That figure may lx? reduced to $57 Ju¬ 
ly 1, Kincaid said. 

One important initiative the com¬ 
mittee will undertake soon it the set¬ 
ting up of guidelines for recycling, 
Kincaid said. At first, the committee 


was worried that recycling materials 
would lower the towns’ tonnage below 
contracted levels, but the facility 
operator can replace that tonnage 
easily from other towns not in 
NESWC. 

She also pushed the board to raise 
the transfer station fees in Win¬ 
chester. The fact that these fees are 
lower than surrounding towns en¬ 
courages “surreptitious dumping at 
our station,’’ she said. 

Schmitt also warned that a time 
will come when “people will be charg¬ 
ed by weight’’ for their trash and urg¬ 
ed “everyone out there to consider 
recycling.’’

of the Winchester community. 

But how can the church survive, 
let alone procure more members with 
such controversy crumbling its core 
of belief? Have the negative reports 
affected membership or the church’s 
acceptance as a legitimate religion*’ 

Baird acknowledges the negative 
feedback surrounding the church, yet 
feels that there has Ixjen no effect on 
the growth in membership. The bad 
press has, however, disgruntled the 
church leaders and caus(^ a measure 
of resentment toward the media. 

“Of course everybody likes to be 
liked,’’ notes Baird, “Our goal is to be 
like Jesus. Not everyone liked Jesus 
either.’’ 

But the church feels its presence 
ip Winchester has been advantageous 
to the community. “Christianity 
anywhere promotes more 
community-based feeling,’’ says 


Baird. 

And the management of McCall 
Junior High School has no complaints 
about their tenants. Assistant 
superintendent Bob Fitzgerald 
describes The Boston Church of 
Christ members as, “Easy-going 
tenants, they pay their bills on time. 
We’ve had no problems.’’ Fitzgerald 
also notes that the church’s presence 
at the school has drawn no criticism 
from the citizens of Winchester. 

Although Fitzgerald only recently 
became aware of the negative reports 
surrounding the group, the school 
makes no judgement on the basis of 
religious beliefs. The Boston Church 
of Clirist underwent the same screen¬ 
ing as any organization before receiv¬ 
ing approval to rent the auditorium. 

“They filled out a request, and we 
reviewed it. Since it was a long-term 
arrangement, it was approved by the 
school committee under our recom¬ 


mendations." .says Fitzgerald. 

One member — a resident of Win¬ 
chester — attributes the success of 
her marriage to The Boston Church 
of Christ, finding the teachings to be 
refre.shing and “not hypocritical.” So 
much so, she says, that she and her 
husband could not find a comparable 
religion in their home country of 
Australia and returned to the United 
States to be a part of The Boston 
Church of Christ. 

But, if religion is truly the opium 
of the masses, then the pervading 
feeling of euphoria and goodwill that 
exudes from the members of The 
Boston Church of Christ is well- 
explained. Denounced by its critics 
and former members, exalted by its 
leaders and followers, the church and 
the issues surrounding the it are not 
to be taken lightly. As one church 
member puts it: “If it (the church) is 
an act of God. it will survive.”

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


The best show in town 

In a very quiet action Monday night, the newly constituted board 
of selectmen signed the warrant for spring Town Meeting, but that 
may be the last peaceful moment the document is party to. 

Contained in its sober lines is enough controversy to keep the 
town arguing from April 25, the day Town Meeting convenes, un¬ 
til patroimen stop giving out parking tickets downtown. 

Article 1 will be fairly easy going. It only asks that members 
listen to town officers report. 

Articles 2 and 3 are financial warm-ups: a little borrowing in 
advance of receipts here, a little banking agreement there. 

The first big hurdle is Article 4, the budget. 

The good news is the budget and other financial matters can’t 
be handled, by Winchester’s bylaws, until the first Monday in May. 
This will serve to delay the maelstrom and keep people good 
neighbors for a few more days. 

The bad news is that the ensuing argument threatens to tear 
the community apart. Humor has it that a number of factions are 
preparing alternatives to the finance committee’s budget 

Such a strategy isn’t bad. One of the overwhelming reasons why 
members tend to pass the committee’s version is the prohibitive 
amount of labor needed to work up an alternate. If other viable 
budgets are ready, the members may have a choice. 

In the worst scenario. Town Meeting could haggle the entire 
budget, line by line. At any rate, Frank Sopper will want to take 
a close look at those tires and chains. And many others have their 
pet accounts. 

Then, if the members survive that discussion, there is Article 
5, which seeks higher and hopefully fair water and sewer rates. 
The seniors’ discount has not yet received the selectmen’s bless¬ 
ing, and an income-based break has been offered as an alternative. 
That parley should be lively. 

Article 6 looks impressive, but really collective bargaining 
results are a foregone conclusion. Whatever they are, they will get 
funded without much fight. 

Article 7 seeks funds for roads. That one could go either way. 
With some matching funds from the state, there is an incentive 
to pave. 

Article 8 provides money for the assessors. What a masochistic 
task, paying for someone to raise your tax rate, but every town 
gets its kicks somewhere. 

Article 9 deals with Skillings Field. The capital planning folks, 
school backers and hold-the-liners can tussle over that one. Ditto 
for Articles 10 and 11, the Ambrose and Lincoln special projects. 

Article 12 should provide good entertainment. The issue is water 
meters, and whether new, improved ones should be installed. 

At last a no-brainer! Article 13 seeks members’ approval to ac¬ 
cept a gift for the library. 

Article 14 promises to be a tragic drama. The library will ask 
for money outside the budget at a time when the town has heard 
too much of this story. 

Article 15 asks “to adjust certain fees’’ in the town clerk’s of¬ 
fice. We assume that “adjust’’ can be read “raise.” 

Article 16 is a zoning amendment. Mysteriously written, its 
sponsors, the planning board, will have to tell us who benefits by 
its passage and how. 

Article 17 rezones the Woburn Loop. Thank God most of that 
argument is behind us. Article 18 conveys the Loop. 

Articles 19 and 20 involve some mucking about with 
Massachusetts General Law. Somebody better be awake during 
that. 

Article 21 asks for approval for the famous Forest Street con¬ 
nection. Sopper can be expected to fire off one last salvo of this one. 

Article 22, impressively long, seeks to define and refine linkage 
requirements for developers. The anti-housing people should have 
a field day with it, if they can understand it. 

Article 23 affects somebody. Somebody else should find out 
whom. 

Article 24 requests the establishment of the Incentive Zoning 
Trust Fund, a pot in which all the money wrested from developers 
under Article 22 will be put, along with donations from private 
citizens. The discussion is not likely to be short. 

Article 25 appears frightening at first. Is the town being asked 
to spend $4,680,000 on repairs at Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School? No, if fact, Winchester’s piece of the action is 
a few thousand dollars. Does anybody know anybody who goes to 
Tech? 

Article 26 seeks to update the Home Rule Charter, making the 
reversal of Town Meeting decisions by referendum easier. What’s 
Mike up to? 

Article 27 asks to help the widow Anselmo. After what members 
are likely to do to each other, they will welcome a chance to act 
charitably. 

Article 28 is a request to study the low water-pressure problem 
on the north side. Good luck! We already know it’s bad. 

Article 29 is an attempt by Dewald to dismantle the Housing 
Partnership Board. The hall might get very windy during this 
discussion. 

Article 30 is administrative in nature, and provides a good mo¬ 
ment to call home or perform other necessaries. 

Article 31 asks the town to abide by Proposition 2*/2, a moot 
point. The town has no choice now. 

Article .32 asks the assessors to lower the tax levy by applying 
funds from available cash and other sources, a necessary step. 

If members survive all that, the town will totter on and they 
won’t have to do it again until next fall.

Times might be a-changin’

Are the election results an in¬ 
dication of ‘‘changing times” in 
Winchester? The selectmen’s 
race proved to be the most in¬ 
teresting last week, and certain¬ 
ly Mark Lombardi’s vote total 
indicated a turn in some 
direction. 

Perhaps the citizens have 
grown tired of self-serving antics 
during the selectmen’s weekly 
meetings (e.g., walking out of 
meetings ancTwhining about the 
choices of a chairman and vice 
chairman). 

And perhaps, in this period of 
town budget problems, the 
citizens want a group of select¬ 
men who can work together for 
the town’s benefit. Political dif¬ 
ferences will always be an issue 
on that board, but those dif¬ 
ferences can be handled with 
mature attitudes and com¬ 
promise. 


A good example of such 
cooperation is Tom Schmitt’s 
respect for Bob Deering’s deci¬ 
sion on the Prop 2'/2 override 
question.

Lombardi might have won 
another term on the board of 
selectmen had he been as 
gracious and respectful during 
the selectmen’s meetings in the 
last three years.

Last week’s Star was pep¬ 
pered with letters in response to 
Clarence Borggaard’s stand on 
the senior’s issues. 

Isn’t it too bad that the percep¬ 
tion is one of further division bet¬ 
ween the town’s seniors and the 
young people? A high school 
junior, Steven Poftak, wrote to 


appeal to town meeting members 
to consider the senior budget 
separately from the school 
budget. Two other letters prais¬ 
ed Mr. Borggaard and his efforts 
on behalf of the seniors. 

The important aspect was 
what each of those letters did not 
say — the underlying implication 
that one budget should supersede 
the other — that one group’s in¬ 
terest should take precedence 
over the other. This is divisive 
and certainly will not help the 
town in any way. Donald McLean 
praised Mr. Borggaard and his 
efforts, and Mr. Borggaard 
deserves that praise, but now 
let’s see Dr. McLean and Mr. 
Boggaard speak out in support of 
the school budget that Steven 
Poftak was defending. 

As with the selectmen and 
their methods of dealing with 
political differences, the young 
and the old in town should join 
forces to help each other — not to 


stand in each other’s way.

Taxpayers group 
finds fat 

in school budget 

TO TIIK EDITOH: 

Many members of the Winchester 
Taxpayers Association attended the 
Community Schools Association 
forum between parents and towm of¬ 
ficials March 24. We went to the

meeting with very pertinent informa¬ 
tion on where the school department 
budget could be cut without affecting 
direct student services, but were pur¬ 
posely not recognized by Elizabeth 
Wolfson, president of the CSA and 
chairwomen of the meeting. I per¬ 
sonally sat in the front row directly 
facing Mrs. Wolfson with my hand 
raised through the entire meeting, but 
along with many others, was conve¬ 
niently overlooked. In the interest of 
parents having all important informa¬ 
tion, we are writing this letter to the 
editor suggesting the following cuts 
from the school department budget: 

1. Belmont Springs Water: In 
FY87 the school department spent 
$1991.85 on Belmont Springs Water. In 
FY88 (through March 88 only] the 
School department has spent $2108.23 
on Belmont Springs Water. The bottl¬ 
ed water is located in the administra¬ 
tion center and in the offices of the 
individual schools. At the McCall 
Junior High School the Belmont 
Springs Water even has a sign on it 
stating “for teachers only.” Well, if 
Winchester water is good enough for 
the students and their parents, it is 
good enough for the teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators, too. 

2. Food and Catering: In FY87 the 
school dept spent $2119.16 on food and 
catering. In FY88 [through March 88 
onlyl the school dept has already 
spent $2353 on food and catering. The 
administration has regular catered 
meetings at considerable expense. If 
you look at the school dept budget for 
food and catering this year, they have 
only $500 budgeted. The balance can 
be found under a variety of accounts 
including no.399 Not Otherwise 
Classified and no.340 Professional 
Services. This is very interesting and 
misleading accounting. 

3. Golf Program: The golf pro¬ 
gram at the HS will cost $5265 this 
year. This program is very expensive 
and certainly not educationally 
necessary. It should be cut. 

4. After-School Programs: The 
budget this year for after-school pro¬ 
grams is $11,800. This does not include 
athletics. It does include the after¬ 
school puppet program and the 
microwave cooking class some 
elementary school students take after 
school. Though these programs are 
very nice for the students, again they 
are not educationally necessary and 
could be cut or continued on a user- 
fee basis. We recommend cutting this 
budget item in half, a savings of 
almost $6,000. 

5. Temporary Secretaries: In 
FY88 (through March 88 only] the 
school department has already spent 
$13,148.40 on temporary secretaries 
for the school and administration of¬ 
fices. The agencies used are very ex-

pensive. The Winchester Taxpayers 
Association recommends the school 
department establish a pool of tem¬ 
porary secretaries similar to 
substitute teachers. This could mean 
a savings of up to 50 percent. 

6. Auto Allowance: The school 
dept will spend $10,200 this year to pay 
teachers, specialists, nurses, custo¬ 
dians and administrators to travel 
from school to school within the town 
of Winchester. Next year the pro¬ 
jected cost will be $11,500. Although 
we recognize this is a result of con¬ 
tract negotiations, the Winchester 
Taxpayers Association feels that this 
necessary travel is part of their jobs 
and should not be compensable. 

7. Administration: Even under the 
restraints of Prop 2‘/ij, our schools 
have flourished. New jobs have 
regularly been added. Last year four 
instructional specialists were added 

^with salaries of approximately 
$120,000. Five years ago, administra¬ 
tion created the position of assistant 
superintendant of curriculum. His 
salary and support services cost 
$100,000 a year. This year specialists 
in discipline and teaching were also 
added, meaning more salaries. The 
schools have continued to add more 
and more positions even with a declin¬ 
ing student enrollment. There has not 
been an administration position cut in 
the school system in more that 15 
years. This is where additional cuts 
should be made, not direct student 
services. Note that two years ago 




when the administration offices were 
moved to the Lynch school, they spent 
$20(K) to put a new kitchen in their of¬ 
fices when the school cafateria was 
just downstairs. Need we say more? 

It is clear that the school department 
is not trying hard enough to cut the 
budget without affecting direct stu¬ 
dent services if the Winchester Tax¬ 
payers Association can find the above 
cuts without serious effort. 

During the meeting, after a ques¬ 
tion from the audience on possible 
savings from a bus lease/purchase, 
William Jervey, chairman of the 
school committee, stated that only 
$235,000 was spent on student 
transportation. In reality $274,000 is 
spent on student transportation, 
which would allow for considerable 
savings if buses were purchased in¬ 
stead of rented. If, as school commit¬ 
tee member Donna Brandt Landry 
stated in a recent letter to the editor, 
Mr. Jervey is so capable with 
finances and numbers, why is he 
again giving out inaccurate informa¬ 
tion? And if Dr. Mitsakos is “charg¬ 
ed with looking at the whole system” 
as he stated, why didn’t the school 
system decide to lease/purchase their 
buses two years ago when the rental 
contract was renewed instead of on¬ 
ly considering it now under pressure 
to be fiscally responsible? 

Winchester does not have to over¬ 
ride Prop 2^/z to have quality educa¬ 
tion. As Selecman Deering stated at 
the meeting, “when you have a $13.2 


million school budget, cutting $317,000 
does not have to be devastating.” 
Even with possible cuts, Winchester 
will still have a highly accredited high 
school and junior high school, a na¬ 
tionally acclaimed science program 
at the junior high, state champions in 
art, music, math and sports. National 
Merit Scholars and an award winning 
high school newspaper. 

The school system logo does not 
have to change from “A commitment 
to Excellence” to “A Commitment to 
Survival.” If it does, the school 
department should have accountants 
to handle their money, not educators. 
Prop 2^/2 is working. It has forced 
town officials to exercise dilligence to 
balance the municipal budget without 
seriously cutting town services. The 
school department should do the 
same. 

Finally, a thought on the Com¬ 
munity School Association. Clearly 
the CSA should register as a political 
Action Committee if they intend to 
continue such blatant political tactics 
such as this meeting being held five 
days before our local elections and 
Elizabeth Wolfson’s closing comment 
at the meeting, “Please leave here 
with a better understanding of the 
situation and the choices you have.” 
Fortunately for Winchester, the 
voters exercized good judgement 
when they went to the ballot booth.

Indians’ sacred spring still flows 


5tJ/J 
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'I’Ik' small brook cmorges from a 
crystal spring and bubbles and 
cascades down the hill over the land 
of Winchester Country C’lub in pic¬ 
turesque fashion Iwfore mingling with 
the waters of the Mystic Lakes, as it 
has done for hutidreds of years. 

This is our most enduring 
touchstone with Stjuaw Sachem and 
her tribe of Pawtuckets who posess- 
ed and loved the land alwut the lakes 
on which the [)resenl 'I'own of Win¬ 
chester stands. 

Legend has the great Chief 
Nanepashernet and wife the Squaw 
Sachem establishing a stockade home 
on Kock Hill in West Medford in 1(115, 
seeking belter protection from raids 
of more hostile northern tribes. 

According to (’hapman’s “History 
of Winchester." Nanepashernet was 
killed defending the Rock Hill 
stockade from another attack by the 
Tarranlines in 1611). His lands passed 
to his wife, the S(juaw Sachem and 
the role of tribal leader was passed to 
her as well, for their three sons were 
not yet of age. 

It is apparent that Squaw Sachem 
freely deeded great tracts of tribal 
land to the colonists, sometimes for 
gain - “twenty and one coates, nine¬ 
teen fathom of wampon, and three 
bushels of corn" - in the case of her 
hunting and fishing lands in the pre¬ 
sent area of Som(?rville — and a great 
tract iti (,’oncord was deeded to cer¬ 
tain colonists for a full suit of clothes 
for her second husband Webcowit. 
Webcowit was the trilxil medicine 
man, but in marriage did not gain fur¬ 
ther |K).sition. Indeed, Squaw Sachem 
seems, in historic retrospect, the 
prime exponent of the present 
women’s liberation movement. 

Her most cherished land, by tradi¬ 
tion, was that named in the deed 
found by Dr. William D. Barone as he 
researched tlie history of the Win¬ 
chester Country Club. 

According to Chapman, “The land 
in question stretched all along the 
western shore of the Mystic Lakes. Its 
northern boundary was a little south 
of the present line of Everett Avenue, 
in Winchester; on the south it was 
bounded by Suckei- Brook in Arlington 
(or Menotomy as it then was), just 
south of the present Summer Street 
in that town Already in 1636 one Cap¬ 
tain Cooke had built a gristmill on 
that stream, which Ls frequently 
referred to in the records of the time. 
At the Winchester end the Sachem’s 
land ran some half mile up the slopes 
of Myopia Hill to its summit. At the 
other end it narrowed to a few rods in 
width at the brook." 

The deed to .Jotham Gibbons of 
Boston, executed in 1636, makes plain 
that Squaw Sachem’s jxjrsonal lands 
are a gift freely made, to become the 
property of .Jotham (Jibiwns ujjon her 
death. 

The second deed signed by Gov. 
.John Winthrop, Increase Nowell and 
.Jonathan Wilson, is one of three which 
turned up in a law suit over the Gib¬ 
bons land and other territory in 1662. 

The Squaw Sachem died in 1650 
and her lands were conveyed as she 
wished, pending the later settlement 
of the later court case. 

This land eventually passed to the 
Swan family — the original 
homestead to the grant stands yet on 
Cambridge Street near Glen Road - 
and is reputed to be the oldest house 
now standing in Winchester. It was

originally built by the Gardner fami¬ 
ly and later purchased by .John Swan. 

The .Squaw Sachem spring and its 
brook weathered the changes and 
flows yet through the grounds of Win¬ 
chester Country Club near its 
clubhouse, which was the Stephen 
.Swan farm. 

It was related by Stephen Swan 
that his father John Swan could 
remember the annual visiUs to the 
brook by migrating bands of Indians 
who over long periods had maintain¬ 
ed plantings of herbs and medicinals 
on its banks. Indians, also, annually 
passed up the Mystic River into the 
lakes, and up to Horn Fond where 
they encamped during parts of the 
warm season. 

3’hese treks continued into the mid 
19th century — even to the extent that 
on occasion the roving bands spent 
many an evening encamped at the 
lock-house of the Middlesex Canal, 
said lock being just south of the pre¬ 
sent Everett Avenue. 

Always, the groups of Indians who 
passed through the area now Win¬ 
chester had a special reverence for 
the Squaw Sachem Brook and the 
spring. 

It is related that one of the en¬ 
campments for these seasonal migra¬ 
tions was on land at the present 
corner of Church and School Streets 
— precisely where Dr. Barone’s 
house now stands. 

The last tribal memtx*r to call 
Winchester “home" was the Squaw 
Hannah .Shiner who lived oftimes on 
the edge of Turkey Swamp near the 
present reservoirs — and at one point 
in a small hovel at the corner of 
Church and Bacon Streets. 

With the passing of Hannah 
.Shiner, who was blown off the Con¬ 
verse Bridge and drowned in 1820, the 
final chapter of the noble race 
originally inhabiting this area was 
complete.

The Animal 
Control people 
are at it again 

TO THE EDITOR; 

It’s back! Remember the 
“dangerous dog“ — Animal Control 
Commission bill, filed last Fall by 
Rep. Daniel Bosley (D. North Adams) 
for the M.S.P.C.A.? 

Although that bizarre bill “died” 
in the House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, thanks to so many letters, 
phone calls, and opposition from 
everyone we contacted, it has been 
refill for this year by Rep. Bosley at 
H.3596. 

The M.S.P.C.A. hasn’t given up on 
taking over on Animal Control (and 
with it, the control of the huge amount 
of taxpayers’ money in the County 
Dog Fund). 

This bill, which would cost tax¬ 
payers an estimated $250,000, just for 
starters (salaries, etc.), will be just 
like last year’s bill, according to the 
Committee on Counties, with the red 
collars for “dangerous” dogs, yellow 
collars for “potentially dangerous” 
dogs, signs on your lawn announcing 
your dog’s status, the $100,000 liabili¬ 
ty insurance, which is next to impossi¬ 
ble to get in most states now, the 
“special license” fee for such dogs, 
specially built escape-proof 
enclosures for your dog, a dog being 
caught off its owner’s property 
unleashed three times, being called a 
“potentially dangerous dog,” the tat¬ 
too on the inside of the upper lip, or 
left inner, rear leg for these dogs, plus 
the commission acting as a court for 
all dog law violations. In other words, 
a police state for pet owners. 

This isn’t just for “Pit Bulls” so- 
called. It is for all dogs. 

The Animal Control Commission 
would have total power over all 
animal laws, and home rule, the abili- 
tv of each town and city, to run its own 
dog officer, pound and animal control 
and the expenses involved, would be 
a thing of the past. 

The seven handpicked members of 
the commission would have state¬ 


wide powers to change or make new 
animal-related laws, as they .see fit. 

This dangerous new bureaucracy 
would amount to a police state for all 
pet owners, as I have said, and in fact, 
for everyone, since the average 
citizen would have nothing to say any 
more about animal laws. 

The tax-exempt, multi-million 
dollar M.S.P.C.A. is proposing a 
dangerous state-wide “solution” to a 
“problem" that either no longer ex¬ 
ists, or which is being wclI-handlcKl by 
local town or city officials and dog of¬ 
ficers. 

Places like Springfield, Lawrence. 
Lynn, Rockland, Whitman, Burl¬ 
ington, Cambridge, Haverhill, and 
possibly Winthrop, all have new laws 
in place addressing the “Pit Bulls” 
that have bitten someone, or that 
might bit someone, but the proposed 
commission would be able to make a 
whole new set of laws, that would in¬ 
clude all dogs, and cats as well. 

The M.S.P.C.A., worth more than 
$50,0(X),0(X) (yes, that’s million), is Uix- 
exempt, and with the sale of its Mar¬ 
tha’s Vineyard shelter, will have on¬ 
ly seven shelters, state-wide. 

They are not in any position to run 
“animal control” in hundreds of 
public — and publicly paid-for — 
pounds. 

H.3596 is an extremely dangerous 
bill — a power and money grab by a 
private, tax-exempt organization, 
which in 1973, started all of this off by 
quietly cutting the humane 10-day 
holding period for lost and stray dogs 
in our public pounds down to a cruel 
five days. 

It took my family and me two 
years of hard work at the State House, 
fighting the M.S.P.C.A. and Animal 
Rescue League all the way, to regain 
our rightful 10 days, paid for by dog- 
owners’ license fees (or dog owners 
who claim their dogs or people who 
adopt dogs at pounds). 

The 10 days would be tbe first 
thing to go, of coui-se, since they have 
filed bills ever since, to reduce the 
holding period, in spite of the fact that 
rabies symptoms don’t show up 
before 10 days.

system from which our four children 
have graduated; on our street of 6 
homes, 1988 will witness a maternity 
epidemic of four babies added to the 
two present toddlers which, if re¬ 
peated elsewhere, bodes ill for the 
overburdened school and tax sys¬ 
tems, and though I have an unequiv¬ 
ocal right to ever increasing income 
with a society-provided retirement, I 
see no reason why I should pay for 
other’s similar aspirations. As I said, 
I have successfully disassociated 
myself from these personal consider¬ 
ations in coming to agree with Mr. 
Borggaard’s persuasion. But what do 
we do about it? 


Well, Winchester has hundreds of 
years of democratic rule where in we 
have ceaselessly issued rules, regula¬ 
tions, ordinances, etc. pertaining to 
all aspects of town life. Therefore, we 
would certainly be adept at passing 
a simple regulation banning from 
residence in Winchester any and all 
those under 19 years of age — regard¬ 
less of race, creed, color, sex, or 
national origin. Just think about it! 
All the schools could be converted to 
old age housing staffed with geriatric 
specialists. With no schools and fac¬ 
ulty to support, millions of dollars 
could be cut from our tax burden or 
else used to expand the Jenks Center, 
eliminate real estate, water, and 
sewer taxes for those over age 62, or 
transform Manchester field into an 
elder garden project with gently 
graded seniors walking trails. School 
crossing guards could be eliminated 
so we could get out of town, or to the 
liquor store, faster. With the elimina¬ 
tion of teen age driving and drinking, 
drastic cuts could be made in the 
police department further reducing 
our burdensome taxes.

Your portrayal of the 
nurses at Winchester Hospital 
stimulated and excited by their pro¬ 
fession and the care of their patients 
does much credit to our staff. 

Nursing is indeed a profession and 
should be regarded as an excellent 
career choice for both men and 
women. 

I would like to clarify three 
statements made by your reporter in 
the article that appeared in the March 
24 edition. 

She attributed to me the statement 
that, “In fact, nursing is quickly 
becoming a profession independent of 
physicians.” 

Patient care will never find nurses 
acting independent of physicians. 
Physicians, nurses and other hospital 
support staff work as a team to bring 
quality care to our patients. It is this 
team work that enables each of us to 
help our patients, using the expertise 
and the technologies available to us 
in health care today. 

Inside the hospital, patients are 
sicker and require more complex 
care than in the past because of new 
medical technology, stepped-up 
review process for admissions, and 
shorter length of stay for patients. 

Thirdly, one of the real problems 
in facing the nursing shortage is the 
fact that nursing school enrollments 
are decreasing rapidly, and we must 
find a way to inform the nurses of the 
future about career opportunities that 
heretofore have not been available to 
the profession. 

Nurses are not leaving the profes¬ 
sion by the thousands as some would 
think. There are more nurses 
employed now than ever before. The 
problem is that the demand for nurses 
has outstripped the supply of nurses.

Several members of Winchester’s 
Grand Committee will be traveling to 
New York on April 7 in a van donated 
by Bonnell Ford. They will tour the 
Steinway factory. Later they will see 
and hear “Winchester’s Grand’’ per¬ 
sonally played and chosen by world- 
renowed pianist Emanuel Ax.

Most American composers do not 
begin to see their career mature un¬ 
til they near the age of 50. Most 
careers do not begin to unfold until the 
composer is nearing 40. Anyone 
younger is considered a mere youth. 
That is why the fledgling career of 
Winchester’s Peter Kelly is 
remarkable. 

Only 22, Kelly is preparing to have 
a second piece played in Boston’s 
Symphony Hall. His piece, “In¬ 
verness,” will have its world 
premiere on Monday, April 11 at 8 
p.m. as part of a concert presented 
jointly by Friends of Music and the 
SinfoNova Chamber Orchestra under 
the direction of Aram Gharabekian. 

The evening will include two other 
world premieres. In addition, the 
Boston debut of William Thomas 
McKinley’s “Piano Concerto No. 2 
(The O’Leary)’’ will be performed, as 
will Alan Hovhaness’ “Meditation on 
Orpheus.’’ SinfoNova will be joined by 
pianist David Buechner, the 
American champion at the 1986 
Tchaikovsky Competition in Moscow. 


It Is heady company for a young 
composer, although not un¬ 
precedented. A year ago, Kelly’s 
“Alden’s Retreat’’ was played at 
Symphony Hall in another Friends of 
Music concert. 

“Usually a career does not 
become visible to ^he public until the 
[the composer is in his) late twen¬ 
ties,’’ said McKinley, who is Kelly’s 
mentor. “In this case, he has the op¬ 
portunity to get experience at a high 
level early. What that will bring him 
is yet to come. It is a tremendous start 
that most composers don’t get. Peter 
is very gifted, that goes without say¬ 
ing and he is getting early experience 
way ahead of his contemptjraries.’’ 

McKinley, a resident of Reading, 
is qualified to make his judgements. 
He is considered one of the most 
gifted composers of his generation. 
His works have been performed by 
the Boston, Chicago and Pittsburgh 
Symphonies, the Los Angeles 
Chamber Orchestra, The Minnesota 
Orchestra and the Boston Pops. 

He has won numerous awards and 
commissions, including the Gug¬ 
genheim Fellowship and awards from 
the National Endowment for the Arts.

Although “Alden’s Retreat” did 
receive positive reviews in the print 
media, McKinley believes that the 
most important reviews for a young 
composer are the ones that come 
from the people who perform his 
music. 

“What is important to Peter is the 
approval of the performing musi¬ 
cians,” McKinley stated. “Those are 
the people that count. If you win their 
respect, they will look for a new piece 
[from him). Next to pleasing one’s 
self, pleasing the mu.sicians is the 
most important thing. 

“I know the meml)ers of the or¬ 
chestra [that played ‘Alden’s 


Retreat’],” he continued. “They were 
very positive toward Peter. It la very 
Important now that he hears his own 
development. He has to take pride In 
the opportunity of having back-to- 
back orchestra pieces played. 

“I have seen his new piece. It is 
definitely a step beyond what he did 
last year” 

Although his works are made to be 
played by an orchestra, Kelly’s in¬ 
fluences come from a wide variety df 
music, including the sounds of artists 
such as Pat Metheny, Ornette Col¬ 
eman and Keith Jarrett.

A 22-year-old Winchester man and 
two Arlington residents were Indicted 
last week by a Middlesex County 
Grand Jury for their part In a drug ring 
in three area towns. 

Anthony Rapallo of 24 Oneida St. 
was indicted on charges of trafficking 
cocaine in Winchester on Feb. 10 and 
distributing cocaine in Stoneham on 
Feb. 3. 

The Arlington residents, Elizabeth 
A. Wilfert, 21. and Robert K. Sharon 
Jr., 23. both of 9 Fairmont St., Arl¬ 
ington were indicted on charges of traf¬ 
ficking cocaine, conspiracy, and 
possession of oxycodone, diazapam 
and marijuana on Feb. 11. 

The Arlington residents were ar¬ 
rested at the East Arlington home 
shortly after 3a.m. on Feb. 10, through 
the work of Arlington, Winchester and 
Woburn police. 

An arraignment date for Wilfert, 
Sharon and Rapallo has not yet been 
set, said Tom Samoluk, a spokesman 
for the district attorney’s office. 

The three towns worked together to 
break-up what police described as a 
drug ring. 

At the time of the arrest, police said 
they found in the Arlington home ap¬ 


proximately $5,000 In cash and five 
ounces of cocaine. 

Police from the three towns used In¬ 
formation that first led to the arrest of 
Rapallo when he sold an undercover 
officer $3,(K)0 worth of cocaine, police 
said. 

After the arrest of the Winchester 
man, police were able to obtain a 
search warrant for Rappallo’s home, 
which ultimately led to officers to 
Wilfert and Sharon in Arlington.

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Soviet culture comes to town

“To the Soviets. American high 
school students seem to be more laid 
back, reminding them of a college 
student in the Soviet Union,” Kushnir- 
sky remarked. “Athletes are dif¬ 
ferent. in Russia because they are 
expected to have a profession other 
than sports. Here, the ideal athlete 
competes and not much else.” 

Yegikov implied that television 
here is far too varied and complex. 
“In the Soviet Union, we have only six 
or seven channels, with on major 
channel carrying ali news, important 
events, and excellent movies. 

“On a given night, you can be sure 
that 90 percent of the television 


viewers in Russia have watched the 
.same program. 

“Here, you could be missing 
something important and not even 
know it.” 

The question of drug and alcohol 
abuse among teenagers came up in 
the remaining time. Students were 
curious about the severity of the pro¬ 
blem, if any; whether a drinking age 
had been enacted, and the avaifibiTi- 
ty of drugs. 

To both musicians, it did seem that 
drugs were becoming increasingly 
popular, possibly because ofa new 
Soviet drinking age of 21. 

The pair said they were happy to

because of its significance to the ear¬ 
ly development of the U.S. They were 
very much impressed by the many 
old monuments and architectural 
displays throughout the state. 

After an informal meeting with 
Presidential candidate Michael 
Dukakis during the month, they had 
quite a few tilings to say about the 
polity and organization of 
Massachusetts. 

With unemployment a significant 
cause for concern in the Soviet Union 
these days, they expressed their ad¬ 
miration for the low unemployment 
rate in the Bay State. Also impressive 
to them were Supei- l\iesday and Gov. 
Dukakis’ ability to communicate well 


with the people. 

Later that afternoon, close to 600 
students, faculty members, and peo¬ 
ple from the community crowded in¬ 
to the auditorium at the Winchester 
High School to see the group’s last 
American concert before returning to 
the Soviet Union. 

Through both English and Rus¬ 
sian the audience was able to get a 
true sense of the goal of the program, 
as well as to be introduced to the per¬ 
formers, who readily displayed their 
Russian traditions through the arts. 

The actual concert began with a 
performance by American folk 
singers Lorraine Lee and Bennett 
Hammond, who presented a short col¬ 


lection of folk songs, accompanying 
themselves on Appalachian dulcimer 
and guitar. They will also perform in 
the Soviet Union. 

Illusionists Valery and Nadezhda 
Bystrokov were the first two Soviets 
to take the stage. They told a tradi¬ 
tional Russian story about a young 
peasant girl and magician through 
the magic of mime, scarves and 
money. “It was very typical and sim¬ 
ple, showing just what I envision as 
Russian heritage,” said Kushnirsky. 

The Russian-born WHS senior said 
of Larisa Satskoya, the next to per¬ 
form, that it made lier “think of 
Russia as it was six yeais ago . . . you 
can still find acts like that all over 


Russia.” 

Satskoya kicked her way through 
a quick Russian folk song, 
simultaneously twirling a baton and 
amazing the audience witli her flex¬ 
ibility and acrobatic technique. It was 
a cultural display uncommon to the 
eyes of an American. 

The final act was the long-awaited 
entertainment of Igor Yegikov and 
Irina Varontsova. Together, the two 
worked their way through many 
beautiful and original Russian songs 
conveying messages of war and 
death, as well as heroes and peace. 
Translator John Bailyn stepped in fre¬ 
quently to introduce insights about 
each song.

What to Do 


"Everyone (oves a garden

G ardening has become 
the nation s number 
one hobby. In April, 
the Grass Moon 
Month, you'll usually 
see amateur gardners raking up 
their leaves Irom last fall just to get 
a glimpse of the earth, especially 
after a heavy snowfall winter like 
this year. 

April is frequently a cold month, 
and yet we can rely on bulbous 
plants to flower—snowdrops and 
snow crocus have already bloomed. 
(There is no need to remove dead 
flowers from these bulbs.) Daffodil, 
jonquil, narcissi, most species of 
tulips and grape hyacinths are in 
bloom by the end of April with 
leaves already started for May¬ 
flowering tulips, wood hyacinths, 
alliums and Dutch irisfblooming in 
May and June). Gladiolus and lillies 
planted in April will be in bloom 
June through August. 

I trv to plant as many species of 
bulbs as possible so that by Mav. 


there is a vibrance of color in our 
curvilinear driveway garden and in 
my ground cover garden of myrtle 
and ivy and my cottage garden 
where perennials don't start to 
bloorn until late May. 

Soil and climate 

No matter how well-read or ex¬ 
perienced a gardner is. a garden is 
only as good as the soil. And as an 
organic gardner. I realized 5 years 
ago when I planted on virgin soil 
that the soil itself is the first ele¬ 
ment of gardening. A good soil is 
well-drained, dark, and isabundant 
with earthworms who irrigate your 
soil and fertilize it as well. Never 
disturb a worm working the soil in 
your garden. You know the soil is 
ready to work in the spring if you 
take a handful of soil, squeeze it in¬ 
to a ball, open your hand, and the 
soil that crumbles apart is ready. 
Soil that holds together in a ball is 
still too wet. 

I organically fertilize my soil 
with mulch—leaves. Although you 
must be careful of the matting of 
leaves, you can be sure if you dry 
and crumble them, along with grass 
clippings, making a one-inch layer 
over your soil, there will be a suffi¬ 
cient amount of nitrogen and some 
potassium essential to your soil. 
Also, cow and chicken manure take 
the place of synthetic chemical fer¬ 
tilizers. 

Some people mulch under trees 
and shrubs all year long. I mulch 
our azaela and hydrangea bushes 
until they begin to bloom. I also 
mulch our rose 'o sharon. 
pussywillow and japanese maple 
trees until summer. Save some 
leaves and grass clippings to mulch 
vegetables and perennials in the hot 
summer to help cool the soil and 
hold moisture. 

Besides soil, the elements of 
climate play an important part in 
the success of a garden. Climate in¬ 
cludes temperature (remember last 
spring when all those tulips died 
with an unexpected blast of cold 
air), humidity (too much can wilt 
vegetable plants and stunt future 
growth), rainfall (an absolute in the 
the spring for bulbs and for summer 
and fall plants and crops), snowfall 
(the more snow we have, the better 
my bulb collection in the spring), 
wind (for pollination), pollutants, 
and most importantly, daylight. 
(Have you noticed that we don't 
have as much sun in the daylight as 
even 5 years ago?) 


Purpose of 
a garden 

Once you've acquired good soil 
and adapted to the elements of 
climate, you have to realize your 
reason for growing a garden. Every 
garden has a purpose, whether for 
color or culinary tastes. 

When I first decided to have a 
cottage garden in the middle of a 
large green lawn with a large 
background of tall, green bushes, I 
wanted both visual beauty and an 
"edible landscape ". Looking at this 
view of green was like looking at a 
large green canvas and my job was 
to embroider a carpet of color 
within a certain space. 

As 1 began planting flowers and 
vegetables, however, the land 
became three-dimensional, as the 
garden looked different from each 
angle. Even though I chose primary 
colors for my first perennial plan¬ 
ting. I noticed daily that the sky’s 
light affected the colors and I had 
to put more white flowers for con¬ 
trast on cloudy days. I purposely 
‘planted the cottage garden at a 
close proximity to the 70-year old. 
cross-pollinated Bartlett/Anjou pear 
tree (that my grandfather had 
planted) because of its seasonal 
changes and beautifully-structured 
form. The garden is far enough 
away from the tree as not to shadow 
the crops, but close enough to com¬ 
plement each other as a total design 
form. A maple tree in front of the 
garden had to be trimmed bacause 
branches were giving shadows. 

A cottage garden needs every 
bit of daily sunlight. Mine consists 
primarily of perennials (a plant that 
lasts 2 or more seasons and flowers 
annually) such as gaillardia, phlox, 
astible, ajuga...biennials (any 
flowering plant that lives for only 2 
years and usually flowers in its se¬ 
cond year) such as all kinds of 
viola...and annuals (any plant that 
lives for only one season) such as 
ageratum, impatiens, petunias— 
flowers usually replacing spring 
bulbs. 

My favorite flower in the cottage 
garden is of the violet family. 
'Violacea', consisting of violas, 
which is actually a weed that will 
jump up anywhere in your garden, 
thus acquiring the name Johnny 
jump-ups. They grow well in the 
shade. Pansies, which I plant close 
to the violas because they look like 
violas only with larger faces, are 
called biennials, but mine have 
come up for over 3 years and 
qualify as perennials. Pansies don't 
-need deadfieadinq. The spent petals 


fall off on their own. For a longer 
blooming plant, however (last year 
I had pansies until October). I cut off 
spent flowers. They're already star¬ 
ting to shoot leaves again this 
spring. 

There are 3 processes to follow 
for production in your cottage 
garden: crop rotation, succession 
planting and interplanting. 

In crop rotation, don’t plant the 
same vegetables in the same place 
two years in a row—rotate annual¬ 
ly. By doing this, you improve your 
soil, increase crop yields, reduce 
disease and insect infestation. You 
don’t want to deplete nitrogen in 
your soil. Nitrogen is important for 
good growth in all parts of a plant. 
It also gives plants green color. 
Lack of nitrogen yellows leaves. 
Plants high in nitrogen are beans 
and peas. You would do well to 
plant these crops this year where 
you planted tomatoes and peppers 
last year. 

With succession planting, you 
are replacing a row of vegetables 
that have finished bearing with a 
new planting of another vegetable. 
For instance, follow leaf lettuce with 
carrots: follow carrots with 
spinach... 

Interplanting is directed to one 
area. In that area cofTibine different 
kinds of plants that grow well 
together. When one is ready for 
harvest early in the season, it leaves 
room for the other to expand. In- 
teiplant radishes with .squash, or let¬ 


tuce with tomatoes. The latter is my 
favorite because a crop of spring 
lettuce is blooming while my 
tomato plants are growing: and 
when my tomato plants are getting 
ready to harvest. I’ve already started 
another crop of lettuce in late 
summer. 

Herbs 

Freshly-picked and dried 
homegrown herbs have a much 
stronger flavor than store-bought 
herbs. You can grow herbs in your 
garden or on a sunny windowsill. 
Best herbs for indoor-kitchen grow¬ 
ing are low-growing herbs such as 
parsley and basil. (Pick some 
leaves, wash and throw them into a 
delicious homemade. Sunday 
spaghetti sauce using your 
homegrown tomatoes, of course— 
my choice are beefsteak and Better 
Boy. 

Outdoor-grown herbs like a fer¬ 
tile soil. Leave chopped leaves for 
moisture until plants start to grow. 
I grow herbs in most of my garden 
areas for color, fragrance, drying for 
floral arrangements, and jarring for 
winter culinary needs. My favorites 
are: 

Basil: Italian Basil can be 
harvested throughout the summer. 
To dry basil, harvest it before it 
blooms. Tie a bunch and hang up 
side down to dry in a dark place, out

New England Craft 
Festival draws 
artisans from 
around the country

T he New England Craft 
Festival, one of the larg¬ 
est events in Massachu¬ 
setts devoted exclusive¬ 
ly to handmade crafts, 
will feature more than 200 artisans 
from across the United States. 
Scheduled for April 8, 9, and 10 at 
the Northeast Trade Center in 
Woburn, the festival is open from 

noon to 8 p.m. on Apr. 8. 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. on Apr. 10. Admission is 
$4 for adults. Children under 12 are 
admitted free. 

The organizers of the festival 
are Florence Flynn and Jackie 
Ralston, the founders of Artisan 
Promotions, Inc. in 1982. Accord¬ 
ing to Ralston, the participating arti¬ 
sans will display, discuss, and In 
..’some cases, demonstrate their 
craft. In some instances, the arti¬ 
sans will recreate their own work 
studios. 

Items for sale will include quilts, 
enameled jewelry, hand-painted 
clothing, original photographs, 
hand-carved toys, leather belts and 
portfolios. According to Flynn, the 
festival offers customers the oppor¬ 
tunity to see and purchase unique 
goods from top artisans. 

Many of the participants come 
from the eastern Massachusetts 
area and four are profiled below. 
Not just a sideline, the crafts are the 
full-time occupation of each artisan. 

MAUREEN SLOAN 

"I've enjoyed making things 
from the time I was very young and 
through Bears and Company. I can 
be an entrepreneur while working 
from my home." says Maureen 
Sloan of Chelmsford who started 
her business in 1983. 

Her first creations were dolls 
and animals. In time, she began 
experimenting with a teddy bear 
ornament. Sales were brisk, and her 
designs evolved into the animals 
that she sells at craft shows and 


through wholesale distribution. In 
1986, her husband Bob left his job 
to work for Bears and Company. 

Sloan designs, sews, and 
dresses each bear herself. Geared to 
fit into the popular country look, 
each bear has its own personality, 
which Sloan highlights through a 
carefully crafted hat or bow. These 
bears are not baby toys, according 
to Sloan. 

Her bears fall into two catego¬ 
ries: one-piece character bears with 
wired arms to pose or hold flowers, 
a basket, or some other accessory, 
jointed bears with an appropriate 
hat, and a jointed fur bear. All of her 
animals are stuffed with dacron. 

The 7" character bears are con¬ 
structed of tan wool. According to 
Sloan, she features a beach bear, 
golfer bear, artist bear, sailor bear, 
and city bear. She said, "Once I 
design the bears, I base the cos¬ 
tume on an interesting fabric or 
trim that I might find in a shop. I 
don’t imagine the whole costume 
first." 


High quality hand-made goods, 
representing the New England craft 
market, may also be seen and pur¬ 
chased at the Cambridge Co-op at 
38A Brattle St. in Harvard Square. 
Set up as an art gallery with attrac¬ 
tive displays and ample space to 
view the merchandise, the co-op 
currently features the works of 40 
artisans from the New England 
states as well as Georgia and New 
York. Hours are Monday to Satur¬ 
day. 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., and Sun., 
noon to 5 p.m. 

The merchandise represents 
many media, including fiber, metal, 
clay, photography, calligraphy, 
graphics, glass. Specific goods 
include Raku pottery, kimono 
cards, small wieaths, mirrors, quilt 


Sloan also makes jointed bears 
in small (S'/z") and medium (5") 
sizes with a spring or winter hat. 
Additional creations include a 9" 
hanging goose with a wool shawl 
and a basket of eggs, and white 
hares with bonnets or a carrot. One 
of her most popular items. Sophis¬ 
ticated Hare, comes with speckled 
eggs in a basket. 

Sloan charges a "reasonable" 
amount for her merchandise. Prices 
range from $ 10 for a 3'/2" teddy to 
$ 13.50 for the goose. Metal stands 
for Sophisticated Hare and any of 
the character bears are available for 
$.85. 


Sloan’s only regret is not having 
enough design time. ’Td like to 
develop a cat and another goose," 
she said. “However. I'm very appre¬ 
ciative of being an entrepreneur in 
the United States. I d never take this 
opportunity for granted.” She 
added that “the most challenging 


wallhangings, ceramic animals, 
cathedral etched glass earrings and 
other jewelry, silk scarves, painted 
novelty clocks, cast paper masks, 
brightly colored collage bags, 
leather handbags, maple and 
almondwood T-squares, and 
sachets. While prices range from 
$1.50 to $550, many items cost 
between $20 and $50. 

A jury procedure meets every 
few months to review the work of 
interested artists, and people are 
accepted into the co-op based on 
the quality of their work. Market 
ability and similarity to existing 
work are two of the criteria.

BARR JOZWICKI 

Using a torch with a 5,000 
degree flame as brush. Barr 
Jozwicki of Brookline creates three- 
dimensional sculptures for his 
Metal Sculpture craft business. 

Jozwicki. a sculptor since 1971, 
has a background in psychology. 
His art work in painting and draw¬ 
ing began as a form of therapy. 
Today, he enjoys sculpting because 
it allows him to make his work 
"come alive." Creating that “ life ” is 
also the most challenging part of 
his business. 

A full-time, professional crafts¬ 
man. Jozwicki uses five different 
metals, copper, brass, steel, 
chrome, and bronze, and the hot 
torch to color and shape each work. 
"The torch allows for very vivid 
color, it resembles an enameling 
technique.'■ he said. 

When creating sculpture. 
Jozwicki first draws a picture or 
sketch. The outline comes next, in 
metal. For a tree, the trunk comes 
first, then the rest of the outline. 
Leaves and branches are created 
and assembled. "At that point. I 
look at it critically. There must be 
some life there. If not. I try to find 
just the right addition. ” he said. 
Some of his sculptures have more 
than 1.000 pieces. 

Although most of his work has 
a nature theme, trees, fish, or 
flowers, he has done Boston street 
scenes. Jozwicki's personal favor¬ 
ites are abstracts because he can let 
his imagination flow. 


Each sculpture is individually 
created and no two pieces are ex¬ 
actly the same. He also participates 
in many craft shows, traveling as far 
south as Washington, D.C. and as 
far west as Chicago to show his 
work. "I like my work to be no¬ 
ticed," said Jozwicki who has sent 
sculptures to France. Brazil. Argen¬ 
tina. and Columbia. Many of his 
sculptures hang in private homes, 
banks, and restaurants. Currently, 
he is working with a group of school 
children in Brookline to create a 
sculpture for outside the school. 

Sculpture prices range from 
$100 to $1,000. He will also do 
special orders, which take about six 
weeks to complete. He “guarantees 
happiness ” with these orders and 
will refund the deposit if the cus¬ 
tomer isn’t satisfied. In 17 years, he 
notes, that has only happened three 
times.

ANSWER TO TODAY’S PUZZLE 
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What’s Up at the Movies by Craig Tomashoff 


D.O.A. full of quick, slick suspense 



There's an old saying, usually 
applied to topics of historical 
significance, that goes somethi'.g 
like "Those who forget the past are 
doomed to repeat it.” 

Well, that saying doesn't apply 
just to history. These days it also 
applies to movies. The only dif¬ 
ference is. the movie version goes 
something like 'Those who 
remember the past are doomed to 
repeat it.” 

There seems to be a trend of late 
taking good old movies, recycling 
them '80s style and releasing them 
as new movies. For example, the re¬ 
cent Switching Channels tried to 
bring the classic His Girl Friday in¬ 
to the 'SOs—a misguided notion at 
best. And now. we have a new ver¬ 
sion of the film noir classic. D.O.A. 

Switching Channels was a real 


loser because instead of trying to 
improve on the first film, it simply 
rehashed the original's whole plot. 
On the other hand, the new version 
of D.O.A. is a success because it 
borrows the premise of the first film 
and turns it into something com¬ 
pletely new. 

The hook on the original ver¬ 
sion. which starred Edmund 
O'Brien, was that an innocent guy 
is fatally poisoned with a slow- 
acting substance and has to track 
down his killer before he drops 
dead, it's a great concept, and is the 
only part of the original that carries 
over into the new version, which 
stars Dennis Quaid. 

A lot of people will probably 
whine that the new D.O.A. is 
nov^here near as good as the old 
D.O.A. They will whine that it is just 
a flashy remake trying to make 
money off the earlier film's good 
name. They will whine that the 
remake is not a serious movie. 

The new D.O.A. may net be the 
most sophisticated movie ever 
made, but it is a movie that stands 
on its own as a terrific way to waste 
some time enjoyably at the 
cineplex. 

In the first film. O'Brien was a 
crabby accountant who didn't 
realize the importance of life until 
he didn't have much of it left. In this 
version. Quaid plays an English 
professor who at one time was a 


promising writer. However, once he 
got tenure at fiis college, his 
creative spirit died and he became 
a walking corpse—in more ways 
than one. 

This little twist in the story not 
only makes it more metaphorical, 
it also give the movie plenty of 
chances to make inside jokes about 
the world of academia. 

The film opens just like the first 
version, with a disheveled guy 
stumbling into a police station. 
Slowly, the camera pulls back and 
you see the bum is Quaid. He says 
he wants to report a murder and 
when a cop asks him who was kill¬ 
ed, he croaks, "I was." 

This opening is shot in a black- 
and-white that looks more like 
silver. As Quaid begins to tell his 
story, the movie flashes back to the 
past and the screen fills with color. 
At this point, you realize that you’re 
watching more than just a remake. 
This is a movie that is not only set 
in the ’80’s. it looks like the ’SO’s 
with all its flashy camera work. 

Quaid begins to unravel a story 
complicated by a bunch of schem¬ 
ing people anyone of whom looks 
like a murder suspect. There's Hal 
Petersham (Daniel Stern), a fellow 
English professor struggling to get 
his first novel published. There’s 
Quaid's soon-to-be-ex-wife (Jane 
Kaezmarek), w'ho is pushing him to 
sign the divorce papers. And there’s 


the smug young student. Nick Lang 
(Rob Knepper), who is nagging 
Quaid to read the novel he wrote as 
a class project. 

Of course, there are other 
suspicious people hanging around 
the fringes, like the freshman (Meg 
Ryan) who suddenly develops a 
crush on Quaid: the mysterious 
benefactor of Quaid's college 
(Charlotte Rampling, who is looking 
more like a female impersonator 
every day); and the benefactor’s 
psychotic daughter (Robin 
Johnson). Any one of these people 
would make a good murder suspect 
and in the course of one evening, 
Quaid ends up having a drink with 
just about all of them. Somewhere 
along the line, he ingests the poison 
that will kill him within 24 hours. 

As if this weren’t bad enough, 
student Nick Lang has to go com¬ 
mit suicide. This sets yet another 
plot in motion and offers Quaid his 
only clue when he begins tracking 
down his murderer. There’s really 
no point in getting into the details 
of 'vhat he learns as he does his in- 
ves igating. It all gets so com¬ 
plicated. scorecards should be 
issued with the popcorn so you can 
keep track of who’s who and what’s 
what. 

The beautiful part here is that 
the story, as with the first D.O.A., 
is basically irrelevant. What pro¬ 
vides all tension is the fact that 


Quaid has a lot to discover and no 
time in which to discover it. 

Sure there are problems. For 
one, it seems that nearly every five 
minutes, Quaid is making a narrow 
escape from ominuous danger. It’s 
action-for-action’s-sake and easy to 
criticize, since most of the adven¬ 
ture never seems very logical. But 
even though it’s artificial suspense, 
it’s done so quickly and slickly that 
you never have time to question 
anything. It’s simply there to be 
enjoyed. 

Credit the directors, who are the 
real stars of D.O.A. This movie 
marks the American feature film 
debut of Rocky Morton and An¬ 
nabel Jankel, the directional team 
that created the original Max 
Headroom film. They have created 
a movie that looks like no other. 

Using the fast editing of a music 
video, black-and-white scenes that 
fade to color (and vice-versa), odd 
camera angles and spinning 
cameras, they have created a flashy- 
looking movie that’s exciting even 
when nothing is happening. These 
two make even little things, like 
watching somebody drop a glass or 
put a key in a door, real pulse- 
pounders.

of direct sunlight with good air cir¬ 
culation. preferably a cellar. To dry 
basil, as well as other herbs always 
cut the stems, dry the leaves on 
stems, and store glass jars of herbs 
on counter tops. 

Mint: Spearmint is my favorite. 
However, the plant can invade your 
garden. When I first planted spear¬ 
mint, I had a large, blooming plant. 
The following summer, the plant 
decreased in size. To my surprise, 

I found that the plant grew into the 
grass on the inside of my cottage 
garden. So every time I cut the 
grass with a manual mower, I chop¬ 
ped up mint leaves and have a 
delightfully-refreshing fragrance of 
mint in the air while finishing the 
lawn. The roots of the mint didn’t 
ruin the grass roots. To dry mint, 
cut stalks just as soon as the pur¬ 
ple flower buds. Hang to dry. 

Oregano: To dry oreaano. n.t 


stems an inch from the ground in 
the fall just before the pretty pink 
flowers open. Hang to dry. 


Parsley: There are two kinds of 
parsley, the Italian flat-leaved and 
the French curly. I’ve grown both, 
but prefer the Italian for flavor and 
drying. To dry parsley, cut the 
stems in the fall and hang to dry. 

Tarragon: I use this anise¬ 
tasting herb frequently with 
chicken. To dry tarragon, cut the 
stalks a few inches from the ground 
in early fall. Hang to dry. 


FLOWERS TO DRY FROM 
YOUR GARDEN; Flowers, like 
herbs, can be air-dried. Strip the 
leaves off the stems, tie about half 
a dozen in a bunch and hang them 
upside down (up to 2 weeks or un¬ 
til dry.) Plants good for drying are 
ageratum. allium, artemisia, daisy, 
strawflower. dusty miller and 
yarrow. 


Outdoor living space 


It’s easier to prepare porch 
gardens sooner than a regular 
garden due to the use of containers 
that you can start indoors. (Just 
keep container’s soil moist and 
watch the temperature.) For an in¬ 
teresting view, choose plants with 
different growing habits, textures, 
heights and oT course, color. 

For full sun, you can use trail¬ 
ing plants such as geraniums, 
enhanced by sprawling petunias. 


bushy mounds of ageratum. 
marigold, alyssum with a 
background of tall geraniums, dus¬ 
ty miller salvia, and dianthus. 

For light shade, you can choose 
trailing fuschias, begonias, bushy 
impatiens, pansies and tall coleus 
and tuberous begonia (Just make 
sure concave side is uppermost.) 
Johnny jump-ups are also delightful 
in hanging plants if you grow them 
upright.

What to do 


Pests, Insects 
and Birds 

Whether you plant just flowers, 
vegetables, herbs or combinations 
in your garden, you must be 
cautious of pests hanging around. 
If you see a ladybug in your garden, 
say "hello”. She’ll eat your plant’s 
aphids. Birds also control insects. 
Whenever you see a lot of songbirds 
hanging around a garden, you’ll 
usually see few pests in that area. 
If you have an absolute infestation 
of pests and need to spray, I recom¬ 
mend only natural sprays such as 
soapy water. It will kill aphids, 
meallybugs, earwigs, grasshop¬ 
pers...but won’t harm your 
honeybees, ladybugs, birds, 
animals or humans. 

New plants 
for 1988 

When you’re looking out your 
window at your garden and notice 
that there are either some bare 
spots from squirrels or you’ve 
created some bare spots from 
perennial divisions (April is the 
month to divide perennials), you 
might want to add something new 
to your garden. Wayside Gardens is 
introducing Rosa ‘Crested 
Sweetheart’. This new hybrid bears 
clusters of fragrant rose-pink 
flowers. This plant is suitable as a 
shrub or climber. Park Seed is in¬ 
troducing Craspedia globosa, 
nicknamed Billy Buttons in its 
native Australia. This plant has one- 
inch. ball-shaped, yellow flower 
heads on wiry two-foot tall stems. 
To me, they resemble alliums or 
yellow golfballs on sticks.

The angle flags 
are specially cut to prevent tangling 
and wrapping around the pole. All 
flags are translucent, creating a 
stained glass affect when the light 
shines through it. Prices on line 
items range from $44 to $145. 
Poles, brackets, and other hardware 
are also available. 

Their designs include a poin- 
setta, snowy owl, autumn leaves, 
pineapple, bunny, lobster, sailboat, 
rose, rainbow, balloons, and sham¬ 
rock.

SHERRY DGBirS 


Since 1983, porcelain dolls 
have been the full-time passion of 
Sherry Dubin of Peabody. She 
began creating miniature porcelain 
dolls for doll houses in 1981. but 
wanted to turn her interests into a 
full-time job. She felt that making 
larger dolls was the way to go. 
"Many Mini Things ” is the name of 
her business. 

Dubin reproduces antique dolls 
and creates modern dolls who 
resemble real children. She expects 
to bring modern dolls to the New 
England Crafts Festival. 

"My real love is the old- 
fashioned doll. Although there are 
more doll makers today, they don't 
concentrate on the authenticity of 
the antique dolls. The painting can 
be sloppy. German and French 
dolls are painted differently, and. as 
an artist, you have to know the dif¬ 
ferences." said Dubin. "I take great 
pride in the way my dolls are 
painted, dressed in fine fabrics and 
lace, and presented. Painting the 
French dolls perfectly is my tough¬ 
est challenge. ” 

Some of the reproductions that 
Dubin makes include Hilda, a 
German doll manufactured by the 
Kestner Co.; the Cody Juneau, a 
French doll named for Wild Bill 
Cody who brought it back to the 
United States: Just Me, an 8" vinyl 
doll made in Germany; and The 
Bye-Lo Baby, sculpted by Grade 
Putnam and called The Million 
Dollar Baby because of its 
popularity. 


The dolls range from 7" to 27" 
high. Dubin designs the clothing, 
the sewing is done by others. 
Modern dolls are dressed as jog¬ 
gers, cowboys, baseball players, 
and party goers. Of the modern 
dolls, Dubin said, "They are less 
tedious to make. For one reason, 
the lashes are glued on, while the 
old-fashioned dolls must have 
painted lashes." 

Dubin doesn’t have any art 
background. Although she has 
taken workshops and read books on 
making porcelain dolls, patience 
and determination have guided her 
success. "I made up my mind that 
this is what I wanted to do. full-time, 
and went from there," she said. 

Prices range from $ 135 to $ 195. 
She makes approximately 100 dif¬ 
ferent dolls, including old-fashioned 
and modern styles in various sizes. 

Dubin also teaches morning 
and evening classes at her studio in 
Peabody. Although Dubin does 
some doll repair work, she expects 
to make bisque repair a regular ser¬ 
vice in the near future.

'I’he Winchester Hoard of Selecl- 
,nan and the Woburn I>oo|) Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee face mounting 
difficulties with plans to develop the 
Woburn Loop. 

A deal that would sell the strip of 
old railroad bed to developers 
Richard Russo, Charles Ferrari and 
the Winchester Professional Partner¬ 
ship (also known as Russell Hill 
Croup), fell apart la.st week when the 
Russell Hill Group backed out. 

The motives for the partnership’s 
withdrawal are not yet known, but 
town officials tried to welcome and 
even encourage the group back to the 
bargaining table. 

Selectmen Chairman Rolxjrt Dc*er- 
ing stresses that he has “left the door 
open to Russell Hill’’ should they opt 
to continue negotiations. Hut with or 
without the Russell Hill Group, the 
town will go ahead with the other 
development plans pending a review 
of convenants drawn up by the two re¬ 
maining parties. 

The Woburn Loop’s continuing 
saga has appeared in the local news 
for some time now. The property has 
been in limbo since the town bought 
it from the MHTA in 1984. Working out 
zoning problems, defining the rights 
of the abutting property owners and 
deciding what benefit these 
developments would create for the 
town have been negiotiated and re¬ 
negotiated, reviewed and re¬ 
reviewed.

Town Hall committee defends decision 
to limit parking lot to single entrance

The Town Hall parking lot will 
have a flexible entrance system to 
satisfy two po.ssible configurations, 
according to the Town Hall Huilding 
Committee. 

The main configuration w'ill 
feature a single two-way entrance 
from Washington Street, but removal 
of a bollard on the Mt. Vernon Street 
side will also allow access from there. 

Susan Keitts, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, told the selectmen Monday 
night that she had not expected to 


discuss the issue with the board. But 
a petition circulated at fall Town 
Meeting by committee member 
Harry Chefalo calling for a recon¬ 
sideration of the design prompted 
selectman Steve Powers to ask for a 
formal expanation of the committee’s 
decision to block the Mt. Vernon 
Street entrance. 

Powers contended that the town 
engineer, the safety officer, the fire 
chief and the head of the DPW had all 
recommended against closing off the 
entrance. He wanted to know why the 
committee had decided to do it 
anyw'ay. 


Keats responded that those same 
people had been consulted when the 
decision was made 18 months ago and 
had not objected. She said the fire 
chief and town engineer were con¬ 
cerned about access to the area, not 
the means of access. The safety of¬ 
ficer, she said, had given no specific 
judgement. The DPW head was con¬ 
cerned with the surface of the lot, not 
its configuration. 

She noted that informal studies 
had shown that children cut through 
the back of the Town Hall to get to and 
from the library, and that having a 


through road from Washington to Mt. 
Vernon would create a safety hazard 
for them. 

When the p>etition w'as received, 
she said, the committee thought of 
reconsidering, but decided to stick 
with the original plan. 

Although a number of the select¬ 
men signed the petition, most 
withdrew their support upon further 
examination. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
that the entrance on Mt. Vernon 
Street would have “no visibility’’ 
around cars parked on eithei- side. 


Whip throws 
in the towel 
after 14 years

Winchc*ster residents won t see the 
familiar name of Slate Rep. Sherman 
“Whip’’ Saltmarsh on next fall’s

After nearly 14 years of service, 
Saltmarsh announced last week that 
he will not seek reelection as 
representative of Winchester and 
Stoneham.

()ver the years. .Saltmarsh said he 
has put the Legislature first, because 
he said he felt responsible to the peo 
pie who elected him. 

Saltmarsh said he held off his an¬ 
nouncement until after the redistric 
ting issue was settled. He is the only 
member of tiie committee who also 
served on it 10 years ago. 

Since Rep. Angelo Marotta is not 
seeking reelection in Medford. 
Saltmarsh .said his announcement 
would have left the area too wide 
opim As a result, he was concerned 
about what would hap{)en to his 
district 

“I wanted to maintain the integri 
ty of the ;J4th Middlesex District." he 
said. 

As for his bu.sine.s.s. .Saltmarsh said 
“somebody’s got to go out and pound 
the pavement I have just not reallv 
given the time to it I in the last few 
years I. People like to .see you. to havf* 
some contact." 

Over the years, Saltmarsh. who 
has a 99 percent roll call attendancf 
record, has been instrumental in ob 
taining funds for Winchester.

Todd Cronan runs 
for representative

Native .son Todd Cronan of 9 F'ran- 
cis Circuit wants to be Winchester’s 
next state representative. 

Cronan threw' his hat in the ring at 
almost the same moment the current 
office-holder. Rep. Sherman “Whip" 
Saltmarsh, announced his decision 
not to seek re-election. However, the 
timing w'as a coincidence. Cronan 
made the decision to run several 
months ago. delaying the announce¬ 
ment until after towm elections. 

With popular incumbent 
Saltmarsh out of the race, Cronan is 
in the position of being the first out of 
the gate in the 34th Middlesex 
Representative District contest. The 
election is this coming November. 

At a cookies and punch ceremony 
last Sunday in the home of Annina 
McCully on Wildwood Street, Cronan 
stood on a chair before about 75 well- 
wishers and laid out his vision of the 
office and campaign plans to gel 
theie. 

He said he wants “to be a positive 
voice at the state level," representing 
Winchester’s needs on Beacon Hill. 

He described the job of state 
representative as having three parts: 
advocate for the town, liaison and 
community resource. 


In the fii-st role, he pledged to work 
for increased state aid for Win 
Chester. State aid should allow level 
funding without triggering Proposi¬ 
tion 2' 2 , he said. 

/\s a liaison, he said he would keep 
the selectmen informed as debates af¬ 
fecting the town Like shape on Beacon 
Hill. As a community resource, he 
said he would work on legislation that 
lielps the senior population as well as 
the schools. 

“I will work very hard to ser\'e you 
well,” he promised. 

He told the assemblage that he 
starts the campaign with a “sound 
financial and organizational base.’’ 
He has already raised a war chest of 
“more than $10,000,” according to his 
campaign treasurer. Larry 
D’Onofrio, but “several times that 
amount ” will be needed before the 
election, D’Onofrio added. 

The 29-year-old Cronan works as 
a trial attorney at Ropes & Gray, a 
Boston law fiiTii.

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Loam is hauled away

The fact that the town manager 
has the right by town charter to 
dispose of the organic matter building 
up behind the cemetery as he sees fit 
doesn’t please Franklin Stevenson at 
all, 

Stevenson, who says his Nelson 
Street residence is near enough to the 
years-old piles of decaying leaves to 
smell them in the heat of summer, 
came before the lx)ard of selectmen 
Monday night to complain that the 
town is giving away material that is 
worth a lot of money, 

Linder an arrangement made by 
the department of public works 
(DFW) about a month ago, a contrac¬ 
tor is sifting the material and truck¬ 
ing it away for sale. In return, a 
certain amount of the sifted material 
is being left in the cemetery for the 
town’s use. 

Stevenson told the board he had 
followed the trucks and discovered 


that the material, which he called 
loam, is being spread on playing 
fields in Maynard. "It’s all right in 
Maynard, but Winchester will have to 
go out and buy theirs,’’ he said. 

He had also .sent a sample of the 
material to the University of 
Massachusetts Soil and Plant Tissue 
I..ab in Waltham for analysis and 
showed the board results indicating 
that the material is high in nutrients. 

Stevenson asserted that the 
material is being trucked away il¬ 
legally, citing a zoning bylaw that 
prohibits "removal from the 
premises of sod, loam or soil, and 
removal of all other earth procucts’’ 
except by special permit granted by 
the l)oard of appeals. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer, asked by the board to explain 
the town’s actions, said that the town 
had obtained that same analysis from 
the Waltham lab and that the 
technical definition of loam is one 
part humus, one part sand and one 
part clay. The material at the 
cemetery, he said, is mostly humus. 


and would need processing the town 
cannot perform to transform it into 
usable loam. 

He also said that the zoning law 
referred to the removal of topsoil, not 
manufactured material. 

Maurer’s main concern with the 
material is that it contains a lot of 
glass. 

To illustrate his point, he showed 
a sample taken at random from one 
of the piles and pulled a large, jagg¬ 
ed piece of glass from it. 

He also pulled out a plastic bag full 
of glass fragments that had been 
gathered from playing fields where 
the material, already sifted, had been 
spread. He cited passages from a let¬ 
ter from Lynch School parents who 
said that two children had been cut by 
glass while playing soccer in two 
days’ time. 

"What happens in Maynard is 
Maynard’s problem," he said, ruling 
out the use of the material for 
anything other than "soil amend¬ 
ment" in non-playing-field areas.

Students hear of Latin woes

A former secondary school 
teacher who traveled in Central 
America last summer shed some light 
on the confusing situation there for a 
group of Winchester High School' 
students last Friday. 

Donna Neff traveled through Hon¬ 
duras, El Salvador and Nicaragua for 
12 days last summer. Neff shared her 
experiences with students through an 
extensive slide show, arranged by the 
enrichment program of the Parent 
Faculty Association. 

“I’m here to help you try to put all 
the pieces of the puzzle together. You 
won’t leave here with all the answers, 
but you will leave with questions, and 
hopefully you will know what ques¬ 
tions to ask," Neff told the social 
studies classes that heard her speak. 

According to Neff, the purpose of 
the trip was to examine the political, 
economic and social situations in Hon¬ 
duras, El Salvador and Nicaragua. 

The problems in the area, Neff 


said, are not a result of communism 
vs. capitalism, but the lack of land 
reform. 

"Wars have devastated the 
region,” said Neff. "Because of war, 
there is no economic development. 
Therefore, there is no economic 
justice and that leads to war. The 
whole process must be reversed," she 
told the audience. 

“You cannot solve economic pro¬ 
blems militarily. We must begin to 
understand that the roots of the pro¬ 
blems are not political. They are pro¬ 
blems of economics, hunger, poverty, 
illness, disease and war," Neff said. 

According to Neff, the basic 
human needs of the people whom she 
contacted are not being met. They are 
desparate, she said. "When basic 
human needs of people are met, then 
there will be peace," she said. 

Neff’s slides and anecdotes at¬ 
tempted to draw the students into the 
reality of the region. 

"The tension was so great in El 
Salvador," said Neff. She related hor¬ 
ror stories of death squads who kill 30 


to 40 people per month, and refugee 
camps with "many children without 
arms or legs," she said. 

The students saw pictures of 
downtown Managua, once a busy ci¬ 
ty, now mostly "cowpatches and 
skeletal remains of buildings," said 
Neff. 

A surprisingly powerful 
characteristic of the Central 
American people whom Neff met was 
their lack of animosity towards the 
American people, she said. 

According to Neff, "they are able 
to separate North American people 
from their government” 

Although the presentation did not 
allow for question and answer time, 
one student, Michelle Mahoney felt 
the presentation was interesting. "I 
really didn’t know what was going on 
before this,” she said. 

According to Carlyjane Watson, a 
member of the social studies depart¬ 
ment, "it is a timely subject, and it 
is go(xl for the students to hear a 
slightly different point of view." 


Parking situation could worsen

Winchester’s downtown parking 
situation remains a concern for the 
town in maintaining an appealing 
commercial center. 

The BSC Group, employed by the 
town to examine downtown parking, 
recently released an updated study. 
The results will be presented by the 
BSC Group at an April 20 meeting to 
be held at 8 p.m. at the Jenks Senior 
Center. 

Due to revitalization in the 
downtown area and resultant demand 
for greater parking facilities, the 
study evaluates the current situation. 


and makes recommendations for the 
future. 

According to the report, a shortage 
of spaces does exist. However, the 
report points out that perceptions of 
the problem may be magnified due to 
greater demand in areas of intense 
commercial use. 

The report addresses the need for 
additional spaces and provides 
recommendations for better use of ex¬ 
isting areas. 

Stricter enforcement of current 
time limits in the downtown area and 
increased parking fines are also 
recommended. According to the 
report, approximately 20 percent of 
parkers in the one-hour limit areas 
are violators. 


Due to revitalization, parking 
demands have increased 30 percent, 
or 350 parking spaces, said the report. 

One possible alternative to park¬ 
ing downtown is a shuttle service. 
Also, the report recommends en¬ 
couraging greater use of commuter 
lots. 

In view of the anticipated increase 
in use of the commuter rail due to con¬ 
struction projects on Boston road¬ 
ways, a parking sticker program for 
commuters and residents should be 
considered, said the report. 

The group will review all recom¬ 
mendations and changes in the park¬ 
ing situation at the April 20 public 
meeting.

Substitute margarine for butler, non¬ 
dairy creamer for cream, low-fat 
yogurt for sour cream, and sherlx'l 
for ice cream.

Tell the brass 
to bring our 
boys back home 

Presidential candidates, hawks, doves and military experts of 
all stripes might be interested to know the average American’s 
opinion of our huge military expenditures. 

According to a rcH.‘ent national survey of voter attitudes about 
national security, once people understand the expensive policy of 
“forward defense. ” a clear majority disapprove of it. 

The survey, one of a series orchestrated by Americans Talk 
Security (ATS), a Winchester-based, non-profit project, showed 
that 70 to 78 percent of the population is not aware of how the 
military budget is spent. 

People may imagine that U.S. armed forces are defending our 
shores, but once they learn that the military is designed to take 
the battle to enemy territory, the majority supports military cuts. 

In an effort to neutralize the effect of political bias. ATS has 
made use of Democratic. Republican and non-affiliated pollsters 
in its survey series. The organizations take turns sampling the at¬ 
titudes of the American public. Questions are fine tun^ as results 
of early surveys are incorporated into subsequent ones. 
t The latest poll was conducted between Feb. 17 and 24 by the 
Daniel Yankelovich Group. Inc., one of the non-affiliated organiza- 
tCons. A thousand voters were surveyed, giving a 95 percent con¬ 
fidence level that results were accurate within 3.2 percent. Two 
prior polls have been completed, one in January by Market Opi- 
mon Research (MOR), pollster for the Republican Party, and one 
last October by Marttila & Kiley, a group that does political poll¬ 
ing exclusively for the Democrats. 

The Yankelovich group found that most people favored cuts in 
beyond-border protection. This desire to abdicate the role of world 
policeman stands in stark contrast wdth the survey’s discovery 
that, before learning what defense money buys, the majority back¬ 
ed military spending at current or increased levels. 

When military spending was broken down by function, the way 
the Pentagon categorizes its budget requests, most people (bet¬ 
ween 58 and 87 percent) were ready to support about the same or 
more spending in all areas except nuclear weapons. Respondents 
expressed a willingness to finance day-to-day operations, military 
pensions, armed forces pay and benefits, replacement parts and 
maintenance, conventional weapons, weapons research, the CIA 
::?md even U.S. bases abroad. 

But when military spending was broken dowm by intended use, 
-quite another picture emerged. ATS used estimates, generated by 
Ithe Brookline-based Institute for Defense and Disarmament 
^Studies and confirmed elsewhere, that of the budget about 20 per- 
!cent, or $55 billion, goes to the strategic nuclear budget, about 50 
^percent, or $1.50 billion, goes to the budget for defending Europe 
;with conventional forces, and about 30 percent, or $90 billion, goes 
;to the conventional defense of countries outside of Europe. 

' All those boys (and girls) on all those Stateside bases are ac- 
"tually equipped and trained for operations outside of North 
lAmerica. 

I Survey subjects were given these estimates and asked whether 
rthey approved of these spending levels. A clear majority favored 
;the cutting back of conventional defense for both Europe (55 per¬ 
-cent) and other countries (59 percent). 

■ Columnists representing a broad political spectrum have begun 
•to question in the opinion pages of the New York Times whether 
The U.S. should pay for as much of NATO’s costs as it does. 

; Jack Beatty, a senior editor of the Atlantic Monthly, called the 
^finding of ATS’s third survey “breathtaking. They stand the logic 
;of ‘collective security’ -- the main postulate of our foreign policy 
-since World War II - on its head.” 

- Pat Schroeder, Democratic congresswoman from Colorado and 
^ne of the leaders of the fight in Congress for more equitable 
-burden-sharing by our wealthy allies, blasted Europeans for ac- 
Icepting a ‘‘free ride” at U.S. expense. 

; And perhaps most surprisingly, William Safire, a leading con- 
-servative analyst, said, “ready or not, the 41st President will pull 
-[U.S. troops stationed overseas] out in the 199()’s. The presence 
-of a tripwire...is no longer in the U.S. national interest.” 

- Citizens are only beginning to realize that the “defense” budget 
•is not for the defense of North America at all, but to maintain an 
laggressive militry posture on foreign soil -- and they don’t like what 
Ithey are discovering. 

- The message to politicians is: if you are looking for ways to 
-enhance America’s economic and moral leadership in the world 
--- two areas of great concern to the public - try letting Europe and 
-the rest of the world carry a greater share of their own defense. 
’ It may be time for the U.S. military to quit standing, armed 
ito the teeth, on the Soviet Union’s doorstep. Formulating a 
Ireasonable strategy for what could truly be called national defense 
-would save some of the $240 billion now spent maintaining the for- 
^vard deployment of U.S. forces. 

That savings would put a big dent in the budget deficit.

Parents ask Saraco 
to stay in touch 
with school reality 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I was disappointed and puzzled by 
several points in Mike Saraco’s letter 
to the April 7 Winchester Star. 

I have been Lynch Elementary 
School’s representative to the Com¬ 
munity Schools Association this year. 
In addition, I have known Liz Wolfson, 
this year’s CSA president personally 
for many a year. Liz is an intelligent, 
competent and dedicated citizen- 
parent who has worked hard all year 
to further the stated objective of : 
“...to build and maintain an active in¬ 
terest in The Winchester Public 
Schools, to act as a liaison with the 
parents associations, the school 
department, and the school commit¬ 
tee, to further communication among 
school chapters and to work together 
for the benefit of all students.’’ 

The CSA forum of March 24 to 
which Mr. Saraco refers did indeed, 
in my opinion, further all the above 
objectives by giving concerned 
parents yet another opportunity to 
hear discussion of and ask questions 
pertinent to the town’s projected 
budget deficit and how it may impact 
the schools. 

A meeting which gave parents in¬ 
formation capable of helping them 
make a decision about which can¬ 
didates for selectmen might best be 
able to help the town and schools 
through the budget crisis can hardly 
be considered “blatantly political,’’ 
as Mr. Saraco suggests. The views of 
individual candidates running for the 
board of selectmen were not discuss¬ 
ed. No attempt was made to promote 
the interests of any of these can¬ 
didates. 


Of the better than 200 people who 
crowded into the meeting, it appeared 
at least 50 percent had their hands up 
wishing to be recognized at one time 
or another. Given the time con¬ 
straints, Liz Wolfson was probably 
able to recognize 25 or 30 of them. For 
Mr. Saraco to suggest Mrs. Wolfson 
“conveniently ignored’’ him seems 
unfair. 

Secondly, as Lynch parents and 
members of the Lynch community 
are well aware, the Lynch School has 
no kitchen, so “the school 
cafeteria...just downstairs’’ that Mr. 
Saraco refers to is quite a mystery. 
The Lynch School kitchen was gutt^ 
long ago and is currently an art room- 
-a somewhat dismal and very inade¬ 
quate art room, at that. 

Thirdly, as parents are well 
aware, the bus companies which Win¬ 
chester contracts with have a devil of 
a time hiring competent drivers in the 
current tight labor market to drive 
our children to and from school. If we 
purchase our own buses, does the 
superintendent of schools then spend 
valuable time hiring bus drivers and 
handling such problems, or will a new 
position be created-director of 
transportation? 

I have always admired Mr. Saraco 
as a public-spirited individual who 
has given generously of his time and 
talents to help his town. I certainly 
hope if he is going to comment broad¬ 
ly on the schools he will stay closely 
involved in their day-toKiay concerns.

/\s a VVinchester-lM)rn resident and 
former reference librarian for the 
Winchester Public Library, 1 have 
always had an interest in our town’s 
history. With occasional re-reading of 
our two fine Winchester history 
volumes, together with jxjrusal of 
various other smaller, older town 
historical booklets eollectcHl over the 
years, and my own family scrap¬ 
books, it seems that my fondest 
memories of Winchester had some¬ 
thing to do with historical celebra¬ 
tions. especially the parades. 

Saying that. I will admit that 1 
hope that the historical events to be 
held this summer will also include a 
“big parade.” 

Although our townspeople regu¬ 
larly are able to enjoy tlx* colorful En 
Ka parade each May and the more 
solemn Memorial Day parade, some¬ 
how. a parade which is celebrating an 
historical American event has a very 
special meaning. 

Looking back. I can only remem¬ 
ber three different years when we, as 
a town, all turned out for a parade. 
The first that comes to mind was ' 
when World War One ended on Nov. 
11. 1918. a day we henceforth called 
“Armistice Day” but now' call 
“Veteran’s Day.” .Sclxwts were let out 
on that wonderful day. church bells 
pealed continuously, residents 
gathered in the streets and a spon¬ 
taneous walking-parade formed, in¬ 
cluding school children, parents, 
teachers, businessmen, and just 
about everyone who could take time 
off to do so, joined the parade. 

.About my only memory of that is 
marching beside my mother, holding 
her hand and looking up at her glow¬ 
ing face. 1 could only have been 
wondering w'hat it was all about 
Ix'cause to a small child.. what could 
the word “war” mean’.' 

Because the town wanted to “wait 
until the boys came home.” the real, 
official Armistice Day was celebrate<l 
eight months later. On July 3.1919. a 
dinner was given for the returning 
.service men and on .July 4. the parade 
of parades was held. The celebration 
was indeed a jovous one for the whole 
town, except, sadly, the families and 
friends of the 18 boys who did not 
come home. 

Every store and place of business 
in the town was gaily decorated. 
Nothing like it ever happened before 
and 1 certainly do remember it and 
IheTireworks that night. There w'ere 
bands and more bands, those march¬ 
ing were town officials, rnemhers of 
various male and female organiza¬ 
tions, and school children, etcetera. 

I was in college when my second 
parade took place in 1930. This one 
was to celehi ate the “'I’ercentenary 
of the Ma.s.sachuselts Bay Colony” 
and was olwerved by many towns in 
the Boston area. 

It was a three day affair Oct. 12. 
13 and 14. with the programs includ¬ 
ing church services, a football game, 
a paiade of lighted canoes on the 
Aberjona Kiver. also band concerts 
l)v the river and of course a two-hour 
parade with floats, the usual bands, 
public officials, school children and 
even the Lord Mayor of Winchester, 
England, and his wife. 

Much to my family’s delight, my 
father, .Jonas A. Laraway. a former 
.selection, was a marshal in the 
parade. We cherish a picture of him 
in full formal dre.ss suit and tall silk 
hat. riding a beautiful horse, side-by- 
side with a mounted Indian, l epre.sen- 
ting. 1 presume, the .KHlth anniver¬ 
sary. As my family lived on Main 
.Street near .Symines Corner at the 
time, we were fortunately on the 
parade route. 

'I’he most recent parade in my 
memorv w'as 38 years ago in April, 
19.^)(). just a few months after my hus¬ 
band and 1 moved into our new house 
at the coriKM- of Church and School 
Streets so W(' were on a parade 
route again. “Centennial Week” was 
set from April 23-30 with many organ¬ 
izations taking part during the week. 
'I’lu* final day, April 30. w’as flu* 100th 
anniversary of the signing of the in- 
i'or|M)ralion of the 'rown of Winchester 
bv the “Cireat and (i(*neral Court of 
Massachusetts” in 1850. 

It was similar to other parades ex- 
l ept that it was proclaimed to be “the 
largest and longest parade in the 
town’s history.” VVith to hands, 3,200 
marchers anil 44 floats, it truly was 
an all town celebration with local 
adult and children groups and local 
musical talent. 

As Stone’s History ()f Winchester 
(volume 2) summed it up “70.(KM) 
spectators joined Winchester with 
pride in thi* past and confidence in the

The urge to remodel a kitchen i.s 
like the urge to skydive. Jumping 
from a plane seems at first like it will 
be such fun, when the thrill of flight 
overwhelms the fear of falling - until 
it’s too late, and blood runs cold with 
terror, and muscles spasm,. Like 
stepping from a plane in a parachute, 
remodeling a kitchen is a thing most 
folks do exactly once. 

In this house we are just now com¬ 
ing to the end of a long season of kit¬ 
chen remodeling. In a week we join 
the slack-jawed band of veteran 
remodelers who emerge with mar¬ 
riages in tatters, and whose anthem 
is ‘‘Never Again!" 

In our case the job was long over¬ 
due. We had a kitchen as the sort Cal 
Coolidge probably grew up in, con¬ 
sisting of many small rooms, none 
large enough to do more than turn 
around in. There was a food pantry, 
a butler’s pantry, a back entry and a 
tiny eating area pressed about on all 
sides by appliances. Like many turn- 
of-the-century kitchens, it had not a 
single cabinet or counter top. Open 
shelves served for storage, and the 
kitchen table was it for a work area. 

All that changed one day last fall 
when the demolition gang arrived. A 
dumpster hove into view and took up 
large and squatting residence in the 


yard. Before long the air was thick 
with objects flying in its direction: 
window frames and .shelving, ancient 
tiles and great tectonic plates of 
plaster. Because ours w-as a kitchen 
addition as well as a renovation, dig¬ 
ging commenced. A large yellow in¬ 
sect arrived looking like something 
out of the SciFi horror films of the 
50’s, and bit into the earth. Soon we 
had a hole; then a foundation. Then 
the delicate tracery of a wood 
skeleton arose, peaks and gables and 
slender uprights. It was like watching 
God build a person: first the bone and 
then the muscle; the pipes and con¬ 
duits of digestion and circulation; and 
finally the skin. 

We loved watching all this. And 
scarcely minded at first cooking in 
the dining room, which, bursting with 
canned goods and hotplates and thick¬ 
legged Victorian furniture really drxjs 
look, as my sister said on seeing it for 
the Hrst time, like an apartment in 
Leningrad. 

All the business that used to go for¬ 
ward in the kitchen goes forward 
there now. Spices line up along the 
mantel piece. In the hearth below 
nestles the cat box, which its owner 
discreetly makes use of by stepping 
in behind a fireplace fan. "Hah!" a 
guest hooted recently. “A cat like Sal¬ 
ly Rand!" 


We have in this makeshift kitchen 
a hotplate and an electric skillet, a 
microwave and a water cooler. The 
old refrigerator leans out from one 
wall and yawns now and then in 
ghastly fa.shion, as its door falls 
mysteriously open. 

We have a small orange basin 
garnered from a hospital visit that we 
use to stack dirty dishes in. We tote 
these to an upstairs bathroom, where 
we wash them in the bathroom sink, 
and send the gentler sorts of garbage 
into the toilet that doubles as 
Dispose-all. 

We have learned to bake a cake on 
a hotplate and roast a chicken in a 
skillet. In the microwave, we can cook 
almost any dish, and have, detonating 
a good many in the process. 

There have been glitches along the 
way of course,, but not many. A 
plumber muddled hot and cold in the 
cellar once and three floors away in 
the corner bathroom, to sit on the 
toilet was to feel a sauna of steamy 
warmth bathe the bottom, a jarring 
but not altogether unpleasant sen- 
.sation. 

The time passed. We used half the 
nation’s output of paper plates. 

And we learned some good 
lessons. Chief among them I guess 


are that given the challenge, you can 
adapt to almost anything, and that 
food is food, however prepared, and 
it tastes mighty good when you’n 
hungry. 

The new kitchen is a palace we 
almost hate to use and hence start to 
wreck, I hope it lasts us another 50 
years. ‘Cause one thing is sure as 
taxes: we ain’t never gonna build us " 
another one.

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Tennis fees lobbed higher

Those who like lo play tennis on 
iflW'n courts will have lo }>ay more for 
tlie privilege in fiscal 1989. 

The board of selectmen voted to 
set a new, higher fee schedule for 
Packer Court passes at their meeting 
Monday night and reviewed proposals 
for other fee hikes. 

The other fees will not be fixed un¬ 
til a hearing is held to allow public 
discussion of the matter. Selectman 
Thomas Schmitt said. 

The court fees will go from nothing 
to $100 for a family pass, $10 to $50 for 
an individual, $5 to $10 for a youth. $1 
to $5 for single-day adult, and remain 


$1 for a single-day youth. 

Under the old structure, all the 
money went to court-related costs. 
Under the new arrangement. 65 per¬ 
cent of the receipts will go to the 
general fund. 

Other hikes were proposed in a 
document prepared for the board by 
Town Manager \V. Chadwick Maurer. 

Maurer recommended that liquor 
license fees be raised from $200 to 
$1,000 for clubs. $500 to $2,500 for 
restaurants, and $1.000 to $2.0(K) for li¬ 
quor stores. The new rates are the 
maximum allowed by the state. 

Various fire inspection fees are en¬ 
visioned to go up by as much as 50 
percent. .Ambulance fees may rise 
from $65 lo $100 for transport to Win¬ 


chester Hospital and from $85 to $120 
for trans|xirt outside Winchester. 

DPW fit's will likely increase by 
4.5 percent and building department 
fees will risi' by formuhis too complex 
to enumerate here. 

Departmental reports, gun per¬ 
mits. dog licenses and fines, taxi 
licenses and bicycle registrations will 
all go up by unspecified amounts. 

Parking fines will probably be 
raised from $:i to $5, $5 to $10, $10 to 
$20 and $15 to $30 for the various 
categories of violation. 

Fees of the town clerk’s office, 
vital records, business records, mar¬ 
riage licenses and fish and game 
licenses will all rise if Article 15 
passes at spring Town Meeting. 


Housing trust fund established

Schmitt worked together on the draf¬ 
ting of a document that outlines the 
trust's operation and the board ac¬ 
cepted the instrument at Monday’s 
meeting. 

The only discussion concerned the 
inclusion of the housing authority 
among bodies to bo consulted before 
expenditures from the fund are 
authorized. The original wording 
specified review by the selectmen and 
housing partnership board only. 
Selectman Steve Powers asked that 
the authority be included. 

Schmitt pointed out that in the 
operation of the fund, the authority 
would normally be the body re¬ 
questing the money for use in its pro¬ 
grams. but Powers wanted its role in 


decision-making spelled out. 

The fund is expected to accept 
money from contributions, linkage 
payments and other sources and 
disburse it by a majority vote of the 
selectmen for “purchasing and leas¬ 
ing affordable housing... pro¬ 
viding...rental assistance for persons 
qualified... providing...mortgage pay¬ 
ment subsidies following guidelines 
for income and asset limitations... 
supplementing various state and 
federal housing programs....’’ 

As soon as the board established 
the fund, Sopper made a motion to 
place in the new trust up to $60,000 in 
accrued interest from the Fletcher 
Fund, a town trust fund for the poor.

The Finance Committee brought 
the axe down Monday night when 
they finalized the budget cuts they 
will* recommend to Town Meeting for 
Fiscal Year 1989. 

There will be a serious impact on 
tow-n services, said committee vice 
chairman Chester Haskell, but the 
cuts were made in an effort to keep 
the town’s free cash level at $875,000, 
he said. 

The Finance Committee has been 
reluctant to advocate depleting the 
town’s free cash fund.' 

“We have to look at the things like¬ 
ly to require us to draw on free cash. 
We don’t have much of a cushion, but 


Town Meeting will make that deci¬ 
sion. The $876,000 is the best we can 
do. but it is probably too low,” said 
Haskell. 

The committee has proposed to 
bleed $133,000 in additional cuts from 
the school committee budget, said 
Haskell. 

“There is just no fat to cut. We are 
given no choice with no revenue to 
solve the (deficit] problems,” he said. 

“We all left the session very 
depressed,” said Candace Margies, 
member of the committee. “We open¬ 
ed the budget and put it all out on the 
table. We reaffirmed that there are 
things we don’t want to cut,” she said. 

According to Margeles, “It’s a 
compromise, and that’s what the 
name of the game is. It’s something 
that nobody is happy with.”

When the Russell Hill Group 
w ithdrew its proposal, what aptx'ariHl 
to Ix' the Ix'ginning of a prosjx'rous 
business relationship between the 
town and the three develo|x*rs and a 
clear view of the projx'rty’s future 
once again grew clouded. 

v'Njxikesmen for the Russel Hill 
Group opted did not attend last Thui's- 
day’s meeting. They luive been in¬ 
vited to tonight s meeting, but 
whether they will apjx'ar at the ses¬ 
sion is in question. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
noted that a contingency plan is in 
order should the Russell Hill Group 
clux)se not to take part in the plan. If 
Ferrari and Russo remain serious 
buyers, the plan will go ahead, said 

Randall. 

The possibility of Ferrari and 
Russo purchasing the Russell Hill sec¬ 
tion of the property could provide a 
viable option for lx)th the town and the 
developers. 

“The longer Russell Hill slays 
away from the table, the more things 
will change." said Deering. 

Randall also commented that the 
warrant articles will remain the same 
without the participation of the 
Russell Hill Group. 

“You can't do business with px'o- 
ple who walk away from the table." 
said Randall. Yet he concedes. “The 
town doesn't have to concern itself 
with the change because it provides 
for Russell Hill's return."

more than $2 million for off-street 
parking, which ultimately resulted in 
refurbishing the Jenks Center and 
Waterfield parking lots. 

In addition, he worked to get 
Public Works Economic Develop¬ 
ment (PWED) funds for the town, 
which aided in the revitalizing the 
downtown area. 

“I think it was the most significant 
thing I was able to accomplish," said 
Saltmarsh. 

Saltmarsh said due to high in¬ 
comes in Winchester, “we don’t 
always receive the amount of money 
back that we should" from the state. 
As a result, Saltmarsh noted that "it 
is incumbent upon me to try to make 
up for this" by obtaining funds 
through such programs as PWED. 

According to Stephen Karol, chair¬ 
man of the transportation committee, 
Saltmarsh’s retirement from the 
Legislature is "not only a loss for his 
district, but a loss for the Com¬ 
monwealth." Karol cited Saltmarsh’s 
extensive work on the committee and 
for his district. 

"We often joke alx)ut it." said 
Karol. "He winds up getting more 
money on a per capita basis" than 
any other member of the committee. 

"He is generally understood to be 
the most knowledgeable memlxjr" of 
the transportation committee, said 
Karol. "He’s always working and 
representing his constituents. ” 

Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Executive Director Catherine 
Alexander agreed. 

"I think it’s a tremendous loss for 
Winchester. Regardless of where 


anybody stands (Militically, I think all 
of the residents of Winchester owe 
Whip Saltmarsh a tremendous 
amount of gratitude," she said. 

"He not only attends every event, 
l)ut he reoegnizes and acknowledges 
all the accomplishments of individual 
citizens of the town," she added. 

As for the remainder of his term, 
Saltrnai-sh plans to u.se it to the fullest. 

Over the upcoming months, 
Saltmarsh said he hopes to obtain ad¬ 
ditional PWED funding for Win¬ 
chester. In addition, he would "like to 
see the Wohurn Loop prol)lem solv¬ 
ed," as he was an instrumental part 
in obtaining the land in tlie ix^ginning. 

Saltmai*sh admits that he will miss 
his legislative life. However, "I won’t 
just drop out of site,” he promised. 

"I knew 1 wasn’t going to stay in 
the legislature forever," he said. 
“The most significant part of all this 
was that 1 was elected by the people 
of Winchester and .Stoneham to repre¬ 
sent them in the Legislature for 14 
years. 

"That’s certainly the greatest 
honor 1 can feel I have achieved,” 
.said ,Saltmai*sh.

INCREASE IN 
2-INCOME BUYERS 

An increasing number ol first-time home 
buyers have a two-wage earner family. A 
most recent survey found that 75% of repeat 
home buyers were two-income families, up 
from 50% lour years ago. However, among 
first-time buyers, a whopping 86% have two- 
income earners. This is up from 62% four 
years ago. Of the home buyers interviewed, 
three out of every tour families had two in¬ 
comes. As can be seen, there is a definite two- 
income trend in homebuying.

$30,000 more from the athletic budget, 
noted Mitsakos. 

Despite these recommendations, 
the School Committee will move for¬ 
ward to request that Town Meeting 
appropriate $12,665,.375 for schools 
and $310,750 for athletics 

‘They also recommended the 
school department’s capital equip¬ 
ment request be folded into the town’s 
capital replacement fund,” said Mit¬ 
sakos. He pointed out that the pro¬ 
blem with tne shift is that equipment 
items are part of the operating budget 
and should not be considered part of 
the capital budget. 

Member William Jervey added 
that “the definition of what lK?longs in 
I the capital budget! is a: it has to be 
something really big; and b: it has to 
have a long life cycle.” Most of the 
items in the equipment budget do not 
fall into either of those areas, he said. 

Mitsakos said that cuts were 
recommended in personal services, 
including salaries, as well as the 
athletic budget. However, he added 
that he was “offended by the whole 
process. The reward for trying to be 
a good manager is a hit in the head,” 
he said. 

Although Mitsakos said he has 
“been personally moved by the sup¬ 
port we’ve had by some members of 
the Finance Committee, he said his 
“comments are not meant to the 
group as a whole,” but rather the con¬ 
cept of cutting the school budget. 

While he has tried to “run a lean 
and clean and tight ship, you get no 
credit” for being financially efficient, 
he said. 

Proposed cuts in the out of town 
travel portion of the budget also 
troublea Mitsakos. "We’ve developed 
a national reputation” for excellence, 
he said. He noted that many out of 


town programs provide Winchester 
teachers with positive programming 
ideas. 

In addition, funding such pro 
grams “also says to our people, ‘We 
value you as professionals.’ ” he said. 
“We know our staff is our most impor¬ 
tant resource.” However, Mitsakos 
said he feels teachers will get a dif¬ 
ferent message if these funds are 
reduced. 

Committee members were 
frustrated by F’inance Committee 
move to target specific areas for cuts. 
Some members felt that an overall 
budget amount should be set, with 
decisions for allocation left up to the 
School Committee. 

“What they’re saying is ‘You don’t 
need these things,’ ” said Member 
Michael Hoynane. “They may not be 
in a position to decide that.” 

Roynane pointed out that accor¬ 
ding to Massachusetts law, while the 
town may determine the amount of a 
school budget, it is the school commit¬ 
tee who has the final word on how 
funds will be dispersed throughout the 
system. 

Member William Jervey noted 
that he felt the Finance Committee 
was not comfortable with any part of 
the budget, including the school 
portion. 

‘‘I think there is a sense of frustra¬ 
tion among some members of the 
Finance Committee that what 
Michael [ Roynane 1 says is true,” said 
Jervey in reference to the school com¬ 
mittee’s jurisdiction in deciding how 
funds will be dispersed and where 
they are most needed. 

“They’re between a rock and a 
hard place,” he said. 

Roynane pointed out that “So are 
we, and so will Town Meeting be.”

During its breakfast and lunch 
rush hour s, inc o%vanton Slrocl Deli 
at 72 Swanton St. plays host to all 
manner of Winchester residents and 
employet's. 

The ceiling of pressed tin and the 
wood piinelt^ walls enclose town 
workers, contractors, landscapers, 
laborers and priests. On Saturdays, a 
family crowd of all ages appears, 
many from llte neighborhood. In fact, 
one of the Deli’s co-owners, Lucy 


Maiullari, lives tlirce doors away. The 
other. Jim Moritz, acts as music 
director at St. Mary’s Cliureh in Win¬ 
chester. They purchased the Deli last 
year and t)egan service in May. 

“We probably serve at least 200 
people a day. ” says Moritz. “Some for 
a cup of coffee and most for a meal.” 

The menu includes the standard 
hot and cold subs, items from the grill 
as well as a daily special. A full-time 
staff of two, accompanied by three 
part-timers, keeps the stove clean and 
the customers satisfied. Maiullari's 
mother works every day and her 


fit-year-old grandmother most days. 

“There is a lot more work involv¬ 
ed than we thought. ” explains 
Maiullari. “Keeping everything clean 
takes a lot of time.” 

The Deli’s site, at the coiner of 
Swanton and Holland streets, has 
been the location for a pool hall, a 
pizzeria, and a variety of grocery 
stores, markets and restaurants. 
While growing up, Maiullari 
remembers the Edison and telephone 
company trucks that always lined the 
street outside. 

"It was a pretty busy place,” she 
says. 


And it remains so — with an even 
busier future in sight. 

Beginning on March 24, dinner will 
be served Thursday through Saturday 
evenings. The menu includes a varie¬ 
ty of Italian-Mediterranean dishes, in¬ 
cluding shrimp scampi, pasta 
primavera and tortellini in cream 
sauce.

Moritz describes the dinner opera¬

.Sell esteem decreases as they 
began to have to rely on other |X'ople. 
Shortne.ss of breath can squeeze their 
life into a narrower and narrower 
world. 

Kor the 20 million jH’ople who have 
some form of lung disease, tliere is 
help According to the American 
Thorax Society committee on 
I’nlmonary Hehahilitation Programs. 
“There is overwhelming evidence 
that a comprehensive respiratory 


improved ea|vd)ilily for carrying out 
his her d.iily activities.” 

After IR months of careful plann¬ 
ing and preparation. Winchester 
Hospital’s Hespiralory Services 
Department desigiuHl a pilot program 
to help patients with pulmonary 
di.sea.ses lead a better, more active, 
more independent life. The program, 
under Zaslow’s direction. Ix'gan with 
five clients whosnffred from chronic 
lung disease. Today the program 
celebrates its third anniversary. 

An oiilpalieni service of 
Hespiratory TTierapy. the program is 
designed to help people who suffer 
from pulmonary disease, both emo¬ 
tionally and physically. Enrollment in 
the program is by physician referral. 

The group meets three times a 
week for two-hour sessions during a 
lO-week |)eriod. “Each program is 
tailored to each individuals needs,” 
.said .Joseph Pappalardo, H.H.T. ad¬ 
ministrative director of the hospital’s 
1 \ es pi ra t ory Se r v i ees.

’rhen* are over 500,000 men and women 
come from hometowms just like yours. They’re 
sentingyou, and making you proud of your 


goals are set. Each participant has a 
separate one-on-one meeting with a 
physical therapist, respiratory 
therapist and a physician to collect 
pulmonary function date, chest x-ray 
and intake exercise test. 

“The primary goal Ls to establish 
that excrci.se is safe,” sidd Margaret 
(’opithorne, program coordinator of 
pulmonary rehabilitation. “Once it is 
established that exercise is safe, 
baseline exercise tolerance is 
monitored so an exercise program 
can lx? designed to meet their specific 
needs.” 

For example, a “walk test” deter¬ 
mines how far each patient can walk 
during six minutes. This exercise also 
establishes a baseline to measure pa¬ 
tient improvement. 

The Pulmonary Rehabilitation 
Program consists of four key 
elements: exercise, education, 
psychosocial support and collection of 
specialized services. 

Hospital physical therapists in¬ 
struct those in the program how to ex¬ 
ercise to build up body strength, 
improve flexibility, strengthen 
respiratory muscles, enhance 
physical endurance and build self- 
confidence. 

Each exercise program is careful¬ 
ly designed to fit each participant’s 
needs. Exercises include stretching, 
hand weights, biking and tread mill. 

The education component is 
designed to make each client an ex¬ 
pert in his or her own disease. 
Through a series of lectures, films 
and brochures each person learns 
special breathing techniques, 
anatomy and physiology of their 
disease, relaxation exercise, and 
energy-efficient living. They also 
learn how to synchronize their 


breathing cycle with exertion. 

The philosophy is that “knowledge 
banishes fear.” 

“Fear is more than just an emo¬ 
tion for patients with chronic lung 
di.sease,“ said Ur. Zaslow. “It has 
physiological consequences as well . " 
Muscle tension anxiety can make 
breathing more difficult. 

“The most important thing to do 
is relax,’’ said Betty Levine, a pfirtiei- 
pant of the program. “One day you 
can breath and one day you can’t, so 
you have to realize there are times 
you can’t do some things.” 

Education helps to eliminate these 
fears. Participants learn energy effi¬ 
cient techniques which help decrease 
oxygen consumption. 

Bathing with a long-handled brush 
instead of wash cloth or sitting down 
to shave instead of standing arc sim¬ 
ple techniques which use less oxygen. 
Simple interventions like these can 
save energy for other tasks. 

Home visits are available and 
planned to assess client living situa 
tions and to better council them on 
energy saving techniques. 

Program participants are in¬ 
structed on all aspects of their 
medication program oy a registered 
nurse in the hospital’s Education 
department. Nutrition counseling is 
provided by staff nutritionists. 

Special services including speech 
and occupational therapy are 
available depending on the need of the 
participant. 

One day each week during the pro¬ 
gram, participants gather for a sup¬ 
port group session with the hospital’s 
Social Service Department. This is a 
time to relax, talk and learn from 
each others skills in coping with their 
condition.

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Water woes worry Sopper 

Rusting pi))cs (lireatcn quality of town’s drinking watci'

Select man Francis Sopper is one 
man who is very concerned about 
Winchester’s water quality. 

According to ,Soppt'r. riLsting pipes 
in some areas of town are damaging 
the quality of water. 

■‘The major problem with the Win¬ 
chester water system is the fact that 
we have 28 miles of unlined cast iron 
pipe, which are loaded and encrusted 
with rust buildup. ( Thisl reduces the 
size of the pipe by half" in some 
areas, he said. The town has approx¬ 
imately lO.S miles of water mains 
overall. 

Sopper pointed out that rust 
buildup, called tuberculation, reduces 
volume, pre.ssure and fire protection, 
and can be a health hazard. 

In addition, noted Sopper. 

•There's a possibility of eiK’apsulated 
bacteria within the rust buildup. It’s 
a potential danger to health” 

One temporary solution for the 
problem is controlled flushing. Accor¬ 
ding to Kd Grant, water and sewer 
director, the greatest problem occurs 
on dead end streets where water docs 
not flow constantly. These pipes are 
flushed every six months. However, 
if the deixirtmcnt receives complaints 
from residents, they will perform 
more frequent flushing. 

Sopper said that a longer-lasting 
solution would involve cleaning and 
lining the cast iron pipes. This process 
involves scraping rust off the inside 
of the pipes and lining tlK?m with a 
thin cement layer, reducing the 
likelihood of tuburculation. 

At present. Sopper said the town 
is planning to install a pipeline along 


Main Stnn't, stretching from Symmes 
Gorner to Mount Vernon Street near 
town hall. Tliis would kxij) the system, 
and would facilitate the cleaning and 
flushing process in that area. 

However. Sopper said that money 
designated for that project would be 
better spent if it were applied to 
cleaning and lining pipes in the upper 
Main Street area. He noted that the 
prohlem in the Symmes Corner to 
Main Street area was solved with the 
installation of fire hydrants at the end 
of those streets. 

“There is not one penny for clean¬ 
ing and lining I in this year’s 
budget 1." said Sopper. 

With a recommended $247,000 to 
be appropriated for that pipeline in 
addition to $117,000 already in the 
fund. Sopper said that these funds 
could be put towards cleaning and 
lining. 

“To pul in one pipeline that really 
isn’t needed would be unwise and not 
fiscally responsible. ” Sopper said. 

Grant agreed that the older, cast 
iron pipes create a bigger problem 
with rust buildup. 

“The quality of w'ater is excellent. 
It’s the pipes," said Grant. He added 
that Winchester water is tested every 
week, and stands up to state and 
federal standards. 

He agreed that cleaning and lining 
pipes would increase quality and pro¬ 
vide “a better flow for fire protec¬ 
tion." 

While Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
said that cleaning and lining the pipes 
would be “a reasonable expense," he 
pointed out that at an estimated $45 
per foot, cleaning and lining all 28 
miles of pipe would cost approximate¬ 
ly $6.9 million. 


Sopper suggested that the town 
• float some sort of bond issue" to 
finance the project. “If we only do a 
couple of miles at once, it could lake 
10 to 20 years," he said 

While controlled fliLshing is tern 
porarily beneficial, Sopper said that 
the rust buildup is the most serious 
prohlem in the water system. 

During controlled flushing, 
hydrants are opened, allowing water 
to run through the pipt's. Grant said 
that this removes stray pjirticles of 
rust which may have broken off and 
are lying in the pipes. 

When the water runs through at a 
dead-end-street flushing, such as at 
Shepard Court, it is often a deep rust 
color. Residents are troubled by the 
orange-colored water, which stains 
laundry and is barely drinkable. 

“It’s really terrible. We can’t use 
it in our house. We can’t use it for 
anything," said Margherita Tede.sco 
of Shepard Court. "It’s rusty. I can’t 
buy water every day." 

With rapidly increasing water 
rates, Sopper also said that the town 
should become less dependent on the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA). 

At present, Winchester receives 
about half its water from the MWRA 
in the West High system, w'est of 
Cambridge Street, and in from Spot 
Pond into the town reservoirs. 

Sopper said running a pipeline 
directly to the North Reservoir from 
Spot Pond will increase the efficien¬ 
cy of Winchester’s reservoirs. He 
noted that funds have been ap¬ 
propriated for the pipe, but the town 
is waiting for approval by the 
Stoneham Conservation Commission. 

To fill the North Reservoir at the 


present time, it is necessary to 
overflow the Middle Re-seiToir. With 
the new pipeline, the North Re.servoir 
would l)e filled directly from Spot 
Pond while tlx* .South Reservoir would 
l)e filled with excess watershed from 
the Middle Re.servoir. 

This, said JSopper. “would save 
millions of gallons of water" for the 
tow n of Winchest^'r. In addition, Sop- 
|H'r speculates that it wcxild decrease 
Winchester’s MWRA water use by 25 
percent. At today’s prices, the sav¬ 
ings would lx* about $2.50.(MK), said 
Sopper. 

The MW'RA has offered to install 
anothei- pipeline along Forost Street. 
However. Sop|K*r said that the town 
will have to furnish a connector, 
which he estimates w'ill cost close to 
$:f(M).(MI0. 

“W'e should be doing everything to 
decrease our dependetK^y," he said. 

'I’he Forest Strc'et connection could 
eventually render Winclxjster’s reser¬ 
voirs inactive. With le.ss use, water 
quality could decline, .siiid Sopper. 

In addition, the town would l)e sub¬ 
ject to any cost increases enacted by 
the MWRA 'I’lie danger there lies in 
the fact that there arc no checks and 
balances on the MWRA. as it is an in- 
de|K*ndent agency. Sopper said. 

••'riie less we can become depen¬ 
dent on them, the better off we are," 
he said.

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MARATHON MANIA

T he air warms. Sunlight 
beckons. Feel pound 
pavement. Pulses quick¬ 
en. Each breath brings 
the glorious scents of 
thawed earth and early flowers. 

It s springtime again in New 
England, time to dust off those 
sneakers and return to the great 
outdoors. For many in the Boston 
area, the season is heralded not by 
the March equinox but by April's 
annual Boston Marathon, coming 
up this Monday. April 18. Though 
there are races before the 
marathon, the 26.2 mile Patriot's 
Day race is traditionally regarded as 
the running season opener, follow¬ 
ed by dozens of mini-marathons 
and fun runs. And although many 
people now run or exercise year- 
round. for some the marathon pro¬ 
vides the burst of inspiration and 
motivation to get moving again. 

••| lake the day off every year. I 
start sweating every year as the 
marathon begins.' quips recrea¬ 
tional runner Jack McNamara of 
Arlington. McNamara, 44. has 
many friends who run the race but 
he himself cannot, owing to a back 
problem. He says he started runn¬ 
ing 15 years ago. partly because of 
his bad back. "I figured it might 
help me." he says. He found that he 
loved running, but it didn't help his 
back. While McNamara was training 
for his first marathon in 1980, his 
back went out. Two disks were 
removed in a serious operation that 
followed, and McNamara is now re¬ 
stricted to half-marathons. 

But run those he does. "I try to 
run every day." for about three to 
four miles, he says, though he rests

whenever he has any pain. "I run a 
few races and try to stay in shape. 
It's enjoyable, as long as I know my 
limits. I usually run three to four 
races a year," including lOk's (6.2 
miles), seven-mile races and half¬ 
marathons. But every year he is 
among the crowds lining the 
marathon's course, watching his 
peers a bit wistfully. 

Runners agree that although 
there are now annual marathons in 
several major G.S. cities and towns 
all over the country, the Boston 
race retains a special, perhaps elite, 
patina. Maybe it's partly due to the 
long history of the race, the oldest 
in the G.S. and now in its 92nd year. 
It may also have to do with the strict 
qualifications and rules of the 
marathon, which are designed to 
limit the field of runners, according 
to a spokeswoman at the Boston 
Athletic Association (BAA). 

The BAA, which sponsors the 
marathon, says it needs to limit the 
field for safety reasons. The roads 
on the iraditional course are not 
wide enough for a field the size of 
the New York Marathon, for exam¬ 
ple. which is virtually unlimited and 
boasts about 20,000 official 
runners. 

By contrast, there will be near¬ 
ly 6,600 official runners out Mon¬ 
day. They are expected to be joined 
by another 4,000 "bandits." as the 
unregistered runners are termed, 
bringing the Boston field up over 
10,000. To be eligible for the 
Boston Marathon, you must have 
run another sanctioned, certified 
marathon in the last year. Men 
under 40 qualify by running it in 
three hours or less; women under 
40 qualify in three-and-a-half hours. 
Wheelchair athletes must race even 
faster to qualify. 

The BAA keeps fairly strictly to 
the rules, sometimes allowing 


another minute or two depending 
on the number of applicants. But no 
one runs their first marathon here: 
the group is generally more season¬ 
ed than those elsewhere and the 
pace faster. 

Because each marathon course 
is different, runners are reluctant to 
compare results of the Boston 
Marathon with the results of others. 
The Boston records that Monday's 
runners will try to beat are Rob 
DiCastella’s 1986 time of 2:07:51 
for men, and Joan Benoit's 1983 
women's record of 2:22:43. The 
Boston wheelchair record is cur¬ 
rently held by Andre Viger, who rac¬ 
ed to a 1:43:25 win in 1986. 
Winners and their speeds depend 
on the field of runners and Mon 
day's weather conditions. Some 
distinguished runners in the 1988 
field include Jeff Smith, Steve 
Jones. Rosa Mota and Patty 
Catalano. 

According to the BAA. "ban¬ 
dits" aren't sanctioned, but they 
aren't barred from running with the 
official racers as long as they don't 
block any other runners. Some peo¬ 
ple jump in for the entirety of the 
race, while others just run part of it 
for the excitement of running in the 
marathon and experiencing the 
course. Cjnless you're an experienc¬ 
ed, trained runner in very good con¬ 
dition, however, you should not 
expect to be able to jump in and run 
the marathon. 

Marathoners are athletes who 
train for a race for several months 
and are very aware of their bodies. 
There are probably thousands of 
runners who've been prevented 
from racing, some permanently, 
because of injuries sustained while 
training. Training is very serious 
business. 

Preserving general health is im¬ 
portant, of course. There has been 


a lot of focus on "carbohydrate 
loading" before a race, on the 
theory that carbohydrates, usually 
in the form of pasta or bread, are 
transformed quickly into pure 
energy. The "carbo-loading" party 
held the night before the Boston 
Marathon is considered part of the 
race ritual. In the weeks and months 
before a race, however, protein in¬ 
take is equally important to build 
the muscles. Drinking water before, 
during and after a run is also ex¬ 
tremely important. 

Marathoners don't train by run¬ 
ning 26 miles every day. They 
might run five to 10 miles daily, 
with more extended runs of 15 to 
20 miles once or twice a week. 
Many will actually ease off in the 
weeks before ar race to preserve 
strength. Pain-points to watch for 
all runners include the achilles ten¬ 
don, the instep of the foot, shins, 
calves and knees, all of which are 
subjected to a tremendous amount 
of pressure during a run. 

Running is one of the least ex¬ 
pensive sports. Clothing is as sim¬ 
ple as a t-shirt and shorts in warm 
weather, though many runners wear 
nylon uniforms because the syn¬ 
thetic is lighter than cotton. For op¬ 
timum safety, wear light colors and 
reflecting clothes in the evening. 

Runners' biggest investment 
aside from their time is in shoes, 
and they agree that proper shoes 
are crucial to a runners's health. 
Whether you lun marathons or jog 
two miles a day, fit and support can 
make a difference in more than just 
comfort, affecting stress on the 
knee and hip, as well as the foot. 
Running shoes should be well- 
padded to piotect the body from 
the shock of running on pavement, 
with thick, flexible soles. The best 
mold easily to your foot and pro-

vide support at the instep, heel and 
arch. They are made off lightweight 
nylon, which also lets the foot 
breathe. Wear your shoes only for 
running, and replace them when 
they begin to get worn on the 
bottom - by then you've probably 
pounded out all the padding. For 
serious runners, this means replac 
ing shoes as often as every six 
months. 

Warming up, stretching and 
cooling down should be regular 
components of every running 
workout, especially at the beginn 
ing of the season or in a training 
program. Investing the time to 
become more aware of how your 
body works can help you avoid in 
jury and build strength in the long 
run. 

Once you have the right shoes, 
clothes and attitude, and you've 
stretched and warmed up, get out 
there and get going! Remember 
that even marathoners work up 
from short jogs or runs-don't try to 
do too much your first time out. 
Build mileage slowly and seek the 
advice of a doctor in planning a 
fitness program if you are out of 
shape. Running is one of the best 
calorie-burners among aerobic ex¬ 
ercises, and it uses many of the 
body's large muscles. It's also a 
great way to enjoy the springtime 
abundance in the area right now. 
You can get a boost from watching 
the marathon on Monday, but you 
don't have to be a marathoner to ex 
perience the joy of running. 


Dogs make good running 
companions. 
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Wheelchairs for athletes 


Different racers need different 
kinds of equipment. Bob Hall fills 
the need for a special kind of racer- 
•he makes athletic wheelchairs. 

Hall, who has been making 
chairs in nearby Somerville for 10 
years now, says he began by mak¬ 
ing his own chair. “I am successful 
as an athlete. After I made my own 
chair, I lent it to people who were 
interested in trying it. They found 
it adaptable and like it, and soon I 
started making the chair for other 
people, ” he relates. 

Chairs designed for specific 
sports such as tennis, basketball, 
softball and racing are Hall’s 
specialty but he says he makes 
everyday wheelchairs as well. Each 
chair is custom fitted for its owner 
according to height, weight and 
body measurements. The sport 
chairs, in about five different 
designs, are created to be adap¬ 
table, maneuverable, fast and 
lightweight, according to Hall. Each 
takes from four to six weeks to 
make. 

Hall also leaches sitting posi¬ 
tions he has developed over the 
years, helping his clients learn to 
use the chairs to maximize their 
athletic potential. The chairs cost 
$1,500 to $2,100, and have been 
shipped to people all over the coun¬ 
try and around the world. Hall finds 
that the cost is a relatively small in¬ 
vestment that can bring great 
pleasure, independence and pride 
to the physically disabled. "They 
lend the opportunity for people to 
be athletic, to recreate, to be in¬ 
dependent physically. It goes a long 
way toward changing people's at¬ 
titudes... 

■’Were not second-class 
citizens. We can make changes, and 
demand better equipment." Hall 
says the big companies that mass 
produce wheelchairs are "slow to in¬ 
itiate changes■■ and upgrades in 
design. ‘‘It took independent 
makers to change the way chairs 
are made, ” Hall says. “They’re 
definitely affecting the way regular 
chairs are built." 

Hall says the demand for 
athletic chairs has grown slowly 
over the years. ’’People have more 
access to them now," he notes, ad¬ 
ding that he believes many are en¬ 
couraged by seeing more 
wheelchairs runners in big races 
like the Boston Marathon. He an¬ 
ticipates that about 50 of his chairs 
will be used by athletes in this year's 
marathon. 

Because it is such careful work. 
”it’s an 80-hour-a-week job, ” Hall 
says. ”1 think of it as an art. ” and so 
does New York City’s Museum of 
Modern Art. where two of Hall’s 
chairs will be on exhibit now 
through June, in a show 
spotlighting engineering of in¬ 
dependent living products.

Hall is clearly proud of this 
achievement. But he seems to know 
that the results of his design, 
engineering and teaching skills are 
most evident on ballfields, t>asket- 
ball and tennis courts, and in races 
like Monday’s marathon, a test of 
endurance, strength and will for all 
the-ethletes involved.

Race for children 

Although the Boston Marathon 
may be the nation’s oldest foot¬ 
race, another annual local race is 
celebrating an important anniver¬ 
sary this year. It’s the 40th year that 
the Shamrock Athletic Club of 
Watertown is sponsorirtg it’s three- 
mile run for children on Patriot’s 
Day. 


Children up to age 17 from all 
surrounding towns are encouraged 
to participate. The race is free and 
for fun; there are no qualifying 
times here. All kids have to do is 
show up at 9 a.m. Monday. April 18 
at the Watertown Police Station on 
Mt. Auburn Street (the finish line). 
There, they’ll be examined by doc¬ 
tors. issued numbers and shuttled 
by bus to the starting line at 
Waltham City hall on Moody 
Street. Afterward, about 20 trophies 
donated by Watertown organiza¬ 
tions will be awarded to the various 
winners in each age category. Then 
runners, their families and friends 
are invited to attend the annual 
post-race luncheon at the nearby 
Eagles Hall, featuring plenty of free 
hordogs and all the fixins. 

Shamrock Club member John 
Moxley Sr., who has been in¬ 
strumental in organizing the race 
for the past 40 years, says the race 
began with only 15 boys in 1948. 
The event later became a tradition 
and opened for girls, attracting over 
120 runners last year. Moxley notes 
that though adults have requested 
permission to enter, the club has 
resisted opening the race to them. 
"It was started for children. ” he 
says. “Adults have other races they 
can run in." 

And he’s correct. Should you or 
your children miss this local ’’run 
for fun, ” there are lots of other 
similar races planned in the area for 
both children and adults. Following 
are a few of the races scheduled for 
the next month. For more informa¬ 
tion. pick up a free copy of the New 
England Runner Event Guide at any 
sporting goods store.

The Threepenny 
Opera 

The Opera Company of Boston, 
under the artistic direction of Sarah 
Caldwell, continues their season 
with four performances of The 
Threepenny Opera, with music by 
Kurt Weill and a book by Bertolt 
Brecht, revised and adapted from 
John Gay’s historical Begger’s

With this collaboration, in 1928, 
Weill and Brecht created their most 
famous work and one of the most 
provocative stage musicals of the 
twentieth century. Brecht 
transformed The Threepenny 
Opera (Die Dreigroschenoper) into 
a bitter, scathing indictment of life 
and manners in twentieth-century 
Germany. Weill’s music was now 
completely in the style and ritual of 
the popular musical theater. It was 
filled with engaging airs, baliads, 
tunes, duets, trios. Each number 
was basic to the play, serving either 
as a character study or to point up 
some situation or provide a com 
mentary on what was happening.

Dominick and Eugene becomes swarmy 



Criticizing a movie like 
Dominick and Eugene is a tough 
thing to do. It makes people think 
you enjoy kicking puppies. 

Here is a movie intended as a 
thoughtful, sensitive portrayal of 
the struggles a man faces as he lives 
with his mentally handicapped 
brother. It’s a film that tries damn 
hard to be noble, to wear its 
bleeding heart on its sleeve. 
However, this is a movie so soaked 
in pathos, it makes a Hallmark card 
seem more sincere. 

The problem here isn’t one of 
intent. It’s one of execution. The set¬ 
up for the story is an intriguing one. 
Two brothers, the leftovers of a 
broken family, live in one of the 


dumpiest sections of Pittsburgh. 
Dominick (Tom Hulce, better 
known as Amadeus) is what is 
euphemistiv-ally referred to as a 
slow learner, handicapped ever 
since he received a blow to the head 
as a child. His fraternal twin, 
Eugene (Ray Liotta), is a struggling 
med student who has just been of¬ 
fered the chance to do his residen¬ 
cy at Stanford. 

Their mother is long since dead. 
Their father ran away iong ago. 
They grew up learning to rely on 
each other and these days, Eugene 
is relying on his handicapped 
brother’s salary as a garbage collec¬ 
tor to put him through medical 
school. And, even though he’s 
always taken care of his brother, he 
now has the chance to get away on 
his own by attending Stanford. 

This is an interesting twist on 
the usual weepy stories about the 
handicapped. Instead of creating 
puppet characters designed ex¬ 
clusively to surgically remove tears 
from your eyes. Dominick and 
Eugene seem like real people in a 
very realistic situation. The notion 
that a handicapped man supports 
his brother financially, while that 
brother in turn supports him emo¬ 
tionally is a very compelling 
subject. 


So what does Dominick and 
Eugene do with the subject once it 
clearly establishes these two 
characters? it turns the whole movie 
into some sort of smarmy movie of 
the week. The troubles begin when 
Eugene is given an obligatory love 
interest, just to complicate the plot. 
He starts seeing one of his fellow 
students, Jennifer Reston (Jamie 
Lee Curtis). When one of 
Dominick’s fellow garbagemen 
(Todd GrafO finds out about this, he 
tells Dominick that this means 
Eugene is about to leave him for 
good. 

This then sets in motion a com¬ 
pletely ridiculous subplot that’s 
good for a few tears but little else. 
Dominick feels rejected by Eugene. 
He sees his dog get hit by a car. He 
watches as a man beats and acci¬ 
dentally kills his son. And sudden¬ 
ly, poor little pathetic Dominick 
snaps and gets involved in a kidnap¬ 
ping. Which leads to his discovery 
of The Deep Dark Secret in his past. 
Which leads to the sugary-sweet 
happy ending. 

All of the realistic emotion 
disintegrates into a confused, 
pathetic morality piay about child 
abuse. Instead of following through 
with a sensitive story, “Dominick 


and Eugene" just takes the easy 
way out and goes for tear ducts. As 
one unbelievable situation leads to 
another, the film destroys any 
credibility it had built up for itself. 
For a movie that tries to sympathize 
with the plight of the handicapped, 
it does all it possibly can to trivialize 
that plight with an incomprehensi¬ 
ble and incredibly mushy final hour. 

The fault for this rests mainly 
with director Robert Young. He’s so 
carried away with big words like 
Meaning and Importance that he 
forgets he should first concentrate 
on the little words like logic and in¬ 
telligence. In his world, the 
message Is everything and method 
is nothing. For instance, the scene 
where Dominick’s dog is killed is 
shot in such a way that you know 
10 minutes before that the dog will 
die. And then, when that moment 
finally arrives. Young inexplicably 
cuts to a shot of a giant crucifix, 
with Dominick at its feet. 

The message in this little scene 
is apparently that poor ol’ Dominick 
just can’t get a break. However, the 
method Young uses apparently 
equate the dog with Christ. What 
does this mean? Who knows? And, 
more importantly, who cares? 

Liotta and Hulce do a fine job of 


creating the brothers. The scenes 
they have alone together, at least 
earlier in the movie, have a a nice 
sympathetic quality. Liotta always 
has this rage that hovers just behind 
his eyeballs, a brooding look that 
convinces you he loves his brother 
but also needs a break from him. 
And Hulce stutters and stumbles in 
a way that seems very real, 
although his performance eventual 
ly becomes almost a parody of the 
handicapped when the film turns 
ridiculous. 

If all that counted in a movie 
were intentions, “Dominick and 
Eugene" would be a laudable film. 
It does intend to examine some 
serious issues. However, what real 
ly counts in a movie is an ability to 
tell a convincing story. And, if the 
movie wants to be socially con¬ 
scious, that story should have some 
guts instead of resorting to smar 
miness. 

That makes Dominick and 
Eugene a lamentable film.

Nutritional myths 


Starchy foods are fattening! You 
can t eat potatoes, pasta or bread if 
you are on a diet. Athletes require 
large amounts of protein in order to 
build muscle. Muscles are made of 
protein, therefore if you want to 
build bigger and stronger muscles 
then you need to eat lots of protein. 
Vitamin pills will give you energy 
w hen you're feeling run dow-n. They 
help cure a cold, alleviate stress, 
improve your sex life and make you 
healthier and more athletic. These 
and many more beliefs are so in¬ 
grained in the pubi c's con¬ 
sciousness that they are widely ac¬ 
cepted as fact. Read on and you 
may discover that what you thought 
was fact is nothing more than nutri¬ 
tional fiction. 

Starchy foods 
are fattening 

Everyone knows that trying to 
lose weight means giving up bread, 
pasta, rice and potatoes. After all. 
thes foods are fattening. Well, 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. The only fattening thing 
about starchy foods is what you put 
on them. Butter, margerine. sour 
cream and creamy sauces are the 
calorie-laden culprits. Starchy foods 
such as bread, pasta, rice and 
potatoes contribute carbohydrates 
to the diet and carbohydrates pro¬ 
vide four calories per gram. Butter, 
margerine. sour cream and cream 
sauces contain mostly fat and fat 
provides nine calories per gram. 
For example, two cups of pasta with 
an alfredo sauce may provide a 
whopping 1.000 calories, most of 
which are fat calories. On the other 
hand two cups of pasta with a fresh 
tomato sauce has has only about 
400 calories. One tablespoon of 
butter has more calories than a slice 
of bread. So next time you are look¬ 
ing for a way to cut calories don’t 
pass on the bread, skip the butter 
instead. 

Athletes need huge 
amounts of protein 

It is a widely held misconcep¬ 
tion that athletes, especially those 
who lift weights, need to consume 
huge amounts of protein in order to 
build muscle and increase strength. 
This is just not true. You can’t force 
more protein into your muscles by 
eating more protein. In fact, the 
typical American diet already has 2

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to 3 times more protein than is 
necessary. The RDA (Recommend¬ 
ed Daily Allowance) for protein is 
0.8 grams per kilogram of 
bodyweight. That’s 56 grams of pro- 
tien for a 154 pound man. The 
average protein intake for this same 
man is on the order of 100 to 125 
grams of protein per day. Since pro¬ 
tein is a poor source of energy, ex¬ 
cess protein is converted into fat in 
the body. Therefore excess protein 
doesn’t make bigger muscles, it 
makes bigger and happier fat cells. 
What you do need in order to make 
bigger muscles is hard work and 
more complex carbohydrates to 
fuel your body during your 
workouts. 

There is some evidence which 
indicates that people who regular¬ 
ly engage in strenuous excercise, 
such as long distance running and 
cycling, do need more protein than 
their sedentary counterparts. The 
amount of protein required by these 
people is the amount contained in 
about 5 ounces of meat, chicken or 
fish for a 150 pound individual. 
Since most Americans eat far more 
protein than they need this addi¬ 
tional requirement is easily met and 
usually exceeded. 

Vitamin supplements 
— the fallacies 
and the facts 

Vitamin supplements have 
become a multibillion dollar in¬ 
dustry and along with this craze 
have come a number of misconcep¬ 
tions and fallacies. First of all, a 
growing number of people believe 
that taking vitamin supplements 
will improve a diet which contains 
a lot of fast foods and sweets. The 
truth is that most people who take 
vitamin supplements are more 
health conscious and have better 
diets than those who don’t use sup¬ 
plements. Also, the problem with 
fast foods and sweets is not a lack 
of vitamins and minerals but that 
fast foods and sweets contain too 
much fat and sodium and too many 
calories. All the vitamin pills in the

world will not offset poor eating 
habits. 

Another common reason for 
taking vitamin supplements is to 
make up for nutrients that are lost 
from foods during transport, pro¬ 
cessing and cooking. Although 
some nutrient loss is inevitable, the 
RDA’s are all set high enough above 
actual requirements so that the 
nutrients lost during preparation as 
well as individual variations in 
nutrient needs are satisfied. 

Vitamin and mineral sup¬ 
plements will make you a better 
athlete. The truth is that vitamin 
and mineral supplements won’t 
help you to run faster or jump 
higher than you can right now. Ex¬ 
ercise does require increased levels 
of some nutrients. The extra 
nutrient needs of and athlete are 
easily satisfied through their in¬ 
creased consumption of food. 

Natural vitamins are better for 
you than synthetic ones. The only 
difference between vitamins ’’deriv¬ 
ed from natural sources ” and their 
synthetic counterparts is price. 
"Natural ” vitamins usually cost 
more because it is more expensive 
to isolate ’‘natural’’ vitamins. 
Natural, organic or synthetic, each 
functions the same way in your 
body - you body cannot tell the dif¬ 
ference then. 

Vitamin C will cure the common 
cold. Ever since Dr. Linus Pauling 
first started recommending large 
doses of vitamin C to cure and pre¬ 
vent colds other scientists have 
tried fruitlessly to confirm his 
research. Unfortunately, even in the 
most controlled clinical studies 
there is no evidence to confirm that 
large doses of vitamin C will pre¬ 
vent or cure the common cold. 

There are some groups of peo¬ 
ple who would benefit from taking 
vitamin and mineral supplements. 
These include women who are preg¬ 
nant or breast feeting and have an 
increased need for nutrients such as 
folic acid, magnesium, zinc and 
iron. Women who have excessive 
menstrual bleeding have and in¬ 
creased need for iron. Individuals 
on extremely low calorie diets,

elderly people who do not prepare 
nourishing food on a daily basis and 
people whose nutrient needs have 
been altered by illness or injury. 

Fresh vegetables 
are better than 
frozen vegetables 

This is not necessarily true. 
Fresh vegetables used shortly after 
they are picked are certainly better 
than frozen vegetables. But leave 
those same veggies in your 
refrigerator for a week or more and 
the nutrient content will diminish 
significantly. On the other hand, 
frozen vegetables are "flash” frozen 
within hours of harvesting. This 
helps preserve their nutrient con¬ 
tent. Preparation at home has more 
of an effect on the nutrient content 
of vegetables than does whether a 
particular vegetable is fresh or 
frozen. Cutting vegetables into 
small pieces and then boiling them 
until they are soft removes signifi¬ 
cant amounts of vitamins and 
minerals. Steaming vegetables will 
help to prevent this loss of 
nutrients. 

Hopefully I’ve convinced you 
that carbohydrates are not fatten¬ 
ing, fats are. That eating more pro¬ 
tein will not force more protein in¬ 
to your muscles. And that good 
nutrition cannot be found in a 
vitamin pill. What you should know 
and believe is that a good diet is 
essential for good health. Eating a 
variety of fresh fruits and 
vegetables, whole grain breads and 
cereals, lowfat protein foods such 
as chicken and fish will ensure that 
you meet your daily nutritional 
needs. Pills, powders and secret 
elixirs generally make someone 
else wealthier, they don't make you 
healthier.

components found in catfish slime 
and reconstitute them for commer¬ 
cial use. 

Criddle says catfish slime con¬ 
tains about 60 different proteins 
that act as fundamental healing 
agents on the skin of humans and 
animals. 

But right now 90 percent of the 
battle is breaking down the com¬ 
pounds in order to study them. 


Can smoking make your 
teeth fall out? 

A staining of those pearly 
whites is not the only adverse effect 
cigarettes pose to a smoker’s teeth. 
Loss of bone density in the tooth 
sockets of the jaw is another more 
serious problem that’s just now be 
ing identified as a frequent conse 
quence of smoking. 

When the bone density in the 
socket becomes less, it can actual 
ly make the teeth loose and more 
likely to fall out. 

As part of a large dental study 
that began in 1968, researchers at 
the Veterans Administration Outpa 
tient Clinic in Boston looked at pro¬ 
gression of gum disease and bone 
loss in smokers and nonsmokers. 

Periodic check-ups examined 
such things as plaque, calculus, 
gingivitis and something called 
"pocket depth." Jaw bone 
deterioration around the sockets 
was also regularly noted. 

Plague Is the soft sticky stuff 
you feel on your teeth in the morn¬ 
ing. Calculus, also known as tarter, 
is hardened plaque and requires a 
visit to the dentist for complete 
removal. 

Gingivitis is an inflammation of 
the gums that makes them bleed 
more easily than normal. Pocket 
depth is a measurement of the con¬ 
cave space between the gum and 
tooth where bacteria and food can 
collect. 

While there was little difference 
between the two groups in the 
presence of gingivitis, smokers had 
slightly greater pocket depth and 
more tarter, but less plaque than 
non-smokers. Suprisingly, none of 
these factors were found to be a 
reliable indicator of future dental 
problems. 

As I said earlier, the story was 
different when it came to bone loss. 
Cigarette smokers were found to 
have significantly greater bone loss 
around the tooth sockets than non- 
smokers and to have a greater 
chance of future dental disease. 

One of the dentists who con¬ 
ducted the study speculated that 
the bone loss produced by smoking 
might involve the whole body 
system and not just the mouth 
region. That, however, remains to 
be proved and will no doubt be the 
subject of further research. 

Past "Family Health" programs 
have mentioned other reasons for 
stopping smoking - such as lung 
cancer and heart attack. Now you 
can add dental disease to the list. 
It’s just one more piece of evidence 
that smoking is a very unhealthy 
habit.

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Perenick 
may seek 
rep’s seat

Republican State Con mittee 
member Peg Perenick may Ihj step¬ 
ping into a brighter limelight follow¬ 
ing a whirlwind week of unexpected 
changes and decision making. 

After working long hours and lob 
bying hard for the committee’s vice 
chairmanship, she said, “1 was sure 
I had the vote.” But at the state com¬ 
mittee meeting the evening of April 
13, the eve of committee elections. 
Perenick withdrew her name from 
the slate. 

Why the sudden change of heart? 
Because the Sunday before, Perenick 
learned that State Rep. Sherman 
“Whip” Saltmarsh had announced 
that he would not seek re-election as 
representative of Winchester and 
Stoneham. This news, combined with 
Perenick’s political history as a 
strong Republican leader caused a 
chain reaction among local party 
members. 

“My phone was ringing off the 
hook,” said Perenick at the April 14 
Republican Town Committee 
meeting. “It seems a lot of people 
have asked me to run for that seat. I 
felt that if I did consider that seriously 
and I became vice chairman of the 
state committee, that I could not give 
to the state committee and the vice 
chairmanship what I think that job 
should have,” said Perenick. 

That statement should not to be 
confused with an announcement of 
her candidacy; it merely reflects her 
“testing the waters. ” But should she 
choose to take the plunge, Perenick 
will become the only Republican 
woman running for an open seat. 

“I want to see what kind of support 
I’m going to get from the people in the 
district,” said Perenick. 

Signatures and financial backing 
from her supporters will play a ma¬ 
jor role in Perenick’s decision to 
undertake the campaign. “It’s 150 
signatures, (state officials] say 300 
(signatures), I want 3,000 if we can do 
it,” declared Perenick. 

Perenick admitted tliat she felt the 
seat may be in jeopardy and voiced 
her concern at last week’s meeting. 
“I knew I could not do the duties of 
the vice chairman, which I leel I’d 
make a damn good one, and run for 
this seat. This is important. Do you 
know we may lose this seat?” ques¬ 
tioned Perenick. 

Now, with signature-gathering 
underway, Perenick’s possible can¬ 
didacy is in the hands of her sup¬ 
porters. 

“I want to run because I want to 
be of service to the people,” Perenick 
said.

Warrant Article 20 met with a 
eat deal of dissent from audience 
embers at a public forum Tuesday 
ght. 

The Board of Selectmen and Town 
anager W. Chadwick Maurer 
lanimously agreed to support the 
•tide, which proposes that Town 
eeting members vote to cancel the 
•ovisions of the Civil Service Act. 
he Act applies to the selection pro- 
iss for the position of chief of police. 

The Civil Service Act, im- 
lemented in 1913, mandates that the 
hief be chosen by the Town Manager 
•om the three highest scoring can¬ 


didates on an extensive written exam. 

The Board of Selectmen and 
Maurer unanimously decided to place 
this article on the warrant to 
“broaden the criteria for the selection 
process of this position. The can¬ 
didate’s ability to manage and per¬ 
form under stress should be taken into 
consideration, in addition to the exam 
base,” said Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt in defense of the article. 

According to Police Lt. Kenneth 
Albertelli, the Act w'as established to 
prevent Town interference in the 
chief of police selection process. 

As Lt. Joseph Perritano pointed 
out, if the different criteria for selec¬ 
ting the chief of police were im- 
plemeted, it would give the Board of 


Selectmen more pow'er to fire the 
chief of police. 

“Why change a thing? Has there 
l)een any problem in the past 75 years 
that calls for this change?” Perritano 
asked the Selectman. 

“This is not a well thought-out ar¬ 
ticle,” said Mary Pronski of Precinct 
2. “If the Board of Selectmen have the 
power to vote for the police chief to 
lose his job, this affects the town’s 
check and balance system. 

“This mav also create unneeded 
morale problems within the depart¬ 
ment. I suggest we postpone this ar¬ 
ticle until we have a better reason for 
it’s implementation,” said Pronski.

Haggle over 
liquor license 
heats up a bit

Sparks continued to fly as 
neighbors protested the possible gran¬ 
ting of a liquor license to Jeanne’s, an 
oriental restaurant located at 910 
Main St. 

The Board of Selectmen held a se¬ 
cond preliminary hearings Monday 
night as Jeanne Tahnk and Helene 
Paquin presented further information 
on their respective establishments.

However, residents Joan 
McDonough and Peggy .Schleicher 
were on hand to voice their protest to 
the board granting the license to 
Tahnk. 


“You’re asking Precinct 8 to ac¬ 
cept an awful lot,” Schleicher told the 
board. “I think a liquor license is 
pushing that too far.” 

Schleicher said that she felt what 
she interpreted as parking violations, 
as well a building which “is an em- 
barassment to the neighborhood” 
were justification for not granting the 
license to Tahnk. In addition, 
although Tahnk s property is in a 
commercial zone, .Schleicher said she 
is concerned about a liquor license in 
an establishment which abutts a 
residential district. 

Tahnk presented the board with 
architectural designs of her propos¬ 
ed renovations which include expan¬ 
sion as well as additional parking. She 
maintains that although her 
restaurant is not located in the 
downtown area, she draws many peo¬ 
ple from out of town into Winchester.

The Board of Selectmen conducted 
a public hearing on the Woburn Loop 
Monday night. 

However, Town Meeting member 
for Precinct 8. Peggy Schleicher was 
less than happy about the turnout of 
neighbors. She said she felt lack of 
advertising on the part of the board 
was unfair. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer pointed out that notification 
through local newspapers is not re¬ 
quired by law, and that the meeting 
was posted in Tow'n Hall as is legally 
required.

“It disturbs me that people in our 
neighborhood did not have proper 
notification,” she said.

As a Tow'n Meeting member, 
Schleicher said that she was concern¬ 
ed about the progress on the W’oburn 
Loop and the impact it w'ill have on 
piirking and traffic as w'ell as increas¬ 
ing w’ater problems in that area. 

Schleicher cited increasing con¬ 
gestion on North Main Street, and 
said she thinks the town “has an 
obligation before allowing future 
development” to examine and assess 
the impact of it.

April 11-15, 198H 

The House and Senate. “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on 4 roll calls and local 
senators’ votes on 5 roll calls from the 
week of April 11-15. 

Health CaretH 5210)- House ap¬ 
proved 77-75, Senate approved 18-15, 
the House-Senate conference commit¬ 
tee version of the controversial health 
care bill. The measure requires 
businesses with six or more 
employees to offer health plans to 
their employees by 1992 or pay into a 
state fund to provide such coverage. 
The 105 page bill also establishes a 
four year financing and cost control 
plan for Massachusetts hospitals. 

Supporters said this is a landmark 


bill that will help 600,000 uninsured 
people and guarantee quality health 
care for all. 

Opponents said the bill is well- 
intentioned but will severley hurt 
thousands of businesses throughout 
the state. Some said the bill is being 
rushed through the legislature to help 
Governor Dukakis’ presidential 
campaign. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh did not vote. 

Senator Richard Kraus voted yes. 

Suspend Rulesdl 5210)- Senate 
26-7, suspended rules to allow im¬ 
mediate consideration of the health 
care bill. 

Supporters said the bill has been 
debated for months and ai^ued there 
was no need to delay action.

1 was thinking of Saltmarsh's ef- 
ford in revitalizing and beautifying 
the center as I walked from the Town 
Hall down Mt. Vernon Street recent¬ 
ly. The new signs above storefronts 
and offices on the north side of the 
street are attractive and tastefully 
done. 

But have you noticed the 
“Remax’’ sign on the side of the of¬ 
fice building at 10 Converse Place? 
That sign is definitely not in keeping 
with the style and appeal of other new 
signs downtown. Who allowed the 
huge red and blue letters with the 
garish balloon? 

Not only is the sign an eyesore, but 
the placement of the sign on that unat¬ 
tractive building makes the whoe ef¬ 
fect even worse. I know every 
busing should be allowed to promote 
its existence, but let’s keep the con¬ 
sistency of appeal in mind when we 
^grant sign permits. 


Opponents said senators have not 
had time to read this new version and 
charged the bill is on a fast track to 
enhance Dukakis’ image. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

AIDS and Marriagc(S 4:i2)- Senate 
17-17, rejected a bill requiring that 
couples be offered, but not required 
to take, an AIDS test prior to mar¬ 
riage. The bill provides that if a per¬ 
son tests positive, he or she must be 
advised of the dangers of passing on 
the infection to the other party or any 
children they may conceive. Later, 
the Senate 19-14, reconsidered its re¬ 
jections of the bill and kept the bill 
alive. 

Suporters said the bill simply pro¬ 
vides for voluntary testing to help 
stop the spread of AIDS. 

Opponents said the tests are not 
foolproof and often show false 
positives or negatives. They claimed 
this is the first step towards man¬ 
datory AIDS testing. 

Kraus voted no on both roll calls. 

AIDS and VD(S 434)- Senate 23-12, 
rejected a bill classifying AIDS as a 
venereal disease. 

Supporters said this could help get 
a h8»i.dle on AIDS by requiring 


backtracing which is already done 
with other venereal diseases. 

Opponents, claiming the bill will 
di.scourage voluntary testing, said 
backtracing involving AIDS is dif¬ 
ferent because there is no cure for 
AIDS. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Kraus voted no. 

Barrett voted no. 

Rules and Health Caredl 5210)- 
House favored 9.5-48, but failed to gain 
the two-thirds vote necessary to sus¬ 
pend rules to allow immediate con¬ 
sideration of the health care bill. 
Later, the House 100-48, approved 
another rule suspension which then 
allowed the House to consider the bill 
immediately. 

Supporters of the motions said the 
bill has been debated for months and 
argued there was no reason to delay 
action. 

Opponents said members have not 
had time to read the bill and claimed 
it was being rushed through the 
legislature to help Governor Dukakis 
in New York. 

Both roll calls are listed. A Yea 
vote is for the rule suspension. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no on both roll 
calls. 


Chamber discusses 
group advertising

Chamber of Commerce represen¬ 
tatives met last week to discuss pro¬ 
motional packaging for Winchester 
busineses. 

The group, made up of local 
business people, consider^ potential 
plans to advertise participating mer¬ 
chants as a group. 

According to sub-committee for a 
promotional package member Tom 
Petrolia, in the past, advertising has 
been “pretty much done on an in¬ 
dividual basis.’’ However, he added, 
there is a greater move toward pro¬ 
moting Winchester as a whole, which 
he said merchants feel would give 
them more clout. 

Petrolia cited local advertising as 


well as a Boston Magazine spread 
which he said provided a greater im¬ 
pact. The sub-committee was set up 
based on the group’s perception of the 
overall effectiveness of group adver¬ 
tising. 

In an effort to establish unity 
among advertisers, the group has 
contracted the work of Winchester 
resident and designer Lily Yamamoto 
to devise a logo. Yamamoto has 
created a single logo and a panel of 
three scenes which capture the flavor 
of downtown Winchester, incor¬ 
porating brick sidewalks, ducks and 
the old-time lampposts into the 
design. 

Through group advertising, the 
Chamber sub-committee hopes to at¬ 
tract not only Winchester shoppers 
but those from surrounding towns. 


Selectmen 
recommend 
two articles

The Board of Selectmen voiced 
unanimous opposition to two warrant 
articles which will be voted on by the 
spring Town Meeting. 

Article 26, which seeks amend¬ 
ment by referendum to the Home 
Rule Charter, and Article 29, which 
seeks to dissolve the Winchester 
Housing Partnership Board, did not 
receive recommendation for approval 
by the board. 

Member Thomas Schmitt said he 
opposed the Article 26 because it 
would be dangerous to allow a situa¬ 
tion where a few votes could overturn 
a decision made by informed Town 
Meeting members. The Home 
Charter Rule requires a 20 percent 
voter turnout to overturn action taken 
by Town Meeting. 

In addition, said Schmitt, “If an 
issue were important enough (to war¬ 
rant an overturn], people should 
come out to vote.’’ 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
pointed out the 20 percent minimum 
required to overturn a decision which 
is provided by the Home Rule Charter 
is a standard provision. 

“This referendum can only be an 
undoing of favorable action,’’ he said. 

Board members also voiced op¬ 
position to Article 29, sponsored by 
Robert Dewald in an attempt to 
dissolve the Housing Partnership 
Board. 

According to member Judith Mug- 
gia, the Housing Partnership Board 
“is our link to state programs.’’ 

By declaring Winchester a housing 
partnership community, the town is 
eligible for low cost construction loans 
from the state to provide affordable 
housing, said Muggia. 

Selectmen Stephen Powers voiced 
lone opposition to Article 20, which 
would place police chiefs on the same 
level as other department heads, re¬ 
quiring annual renewal of appoint¬ 
ments. The present police chief would 
be exempt. 

Powers questioned the message 
this would send to police lieut(!nants. 

However, Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer said he does “not 
believe this should send a negative 
message to any of the six lieutenants 
if they are doing the job.” 

Schmitt pointed out the proposal 
“gives the town more flexibility.’’ 

“1 don’t think this could be con¬ 
strued to turn the police department 
into some sort of militia,” said 
Schmitt.

Elder service corpswoman 
coordinates valued programs

Winchester’s Council on Aging, a 
public agency, has one Elder Service 
corpswoman, Helen Hodgdon, who 
has been performing very important 
tasks through home visiting, giving 
compionship, nutrition assistance, en¬ 
couragement. and support to the 
isolated senior population in town. 

She motivates many seniors to 
participate in the regularly schedul¬ 
ed luncheon programs, where they 
can enjoy friendly people in the social 
atmosphere of the Jenks Senior 
Center. As a volunteer in the Elder 
Service Corps, she is carrying out the 
basic philosophy of the Massachusetts 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs, 
which is “Elders Helping Elders 
Toward Independence.” 

There will never be enough paid 
professionals to provide all the 
necessary services for the frail 
elderly. 

There are nearly 5,000 Winchester 
residents, age 60 and over. Along with 
the private sector, the Winchester 
Seniors Association, Inc., the Council 
on Aging generates and plans for 
more than 100 programs of a social, 
health, educational and recreational 


nature as impilemented through 30 ac¬ 
tive senior committees. 

Helen Hodgdon has an excellent 
background for handling the repson- 
sibilities involved in the volunteer 
work that she is doing with clients 
who n eed security. Ste is a college 
graduate and was food coordinator at 
the Women's Educational Industrial 
Union in Boston for 18 years. 

She was director of food services 
at Shady Hill School in Cambridge for 
four years. When the Boston Musuem 
of Science was opened, she became 
director of food services and special 
services, holding that position for 13 
years. 

In addition, she was a volunteer in 
the South End House, a Boston 
Chinese YMCA. She helped to raise 
funds for the Boston Visiting Nurse 
Association. Rosie’s Place claimed 
her attention and she carried on pro¬ 
jects benefitting that very important 
human service center, all of which 
makes her qualified to work with 
elders. 

The Elder Seniors Corps reaches 
into community action programs, 
Home Care Corporations, tne Nursing 
Home Ombudsman program, church 
organizations and Councils on Aging. 
The volunteers represent the front¬ 


line workers who provide sympathy 
to the lonely. They escort the frail 
elderly to doctors, do errands and 
make use of the programs and ser¬ 
vices offered by the Jenks Senior 
Center and regional agencies. 

Helen attends the semi-annual 
training sessions for elder advocates 
spnosored by the EOEA. She receives 
a small stipend for 20 hours per week 
from the Massachusetts Department 
of Elder Affairs, who provide regular 
in-service meetings for volunteers 
and host agencies. She works under 
the supervision of Barbara Ciampa, 
LISCW, administrator for the Coun¬ 
cil on Aging and works closely with 
the part-time professional staff of 
social workers and SAC nurse of the 
CO A. 

She will attend a regional meeting 
and workshop within the next few 
days. The services she offers are in¬ 
valuable, contacts are strictly con¬ 
fidential, and the essence of the entire 
program is based on keynote of

Glimpses of ancient 
cultures 

Eva Medzorian, a folk singer and 
a member of the Yoga class at the 
Jenks Senior Center, recently 
presented a videotape following the 
Eating Together lunch program at 
the center. 

It portrayed glimpses of the open¬ 
ing of schools in Moscow after the 
summer vacation, emphasizing the 
similiarities and differences in the 
mores of comparison with the United 
States.

She gave interesting information 
about Armenian history, tracing it to 
the Middle Bronze Age.

One of the main causes of the suf¬ 
fering in Armenia through the years 
has been its strategic position, which 
attracted the attention of great con¬ 
querors who passed through the coun¬ 
try in the course of centuries, always 
leaving a trail of ruins. 

On March 14, Mikhail Gorbachev 
pledged to redress grievances that ex¬ 
ist today between Karabagh and 
Azerbaijan S.S.R. 

Wherever Eva Medjorian travel¬ 
ed, peace was uppermost in the minds 
of the people. When asked what 
message should be carried back to the 
United States, the answer was, “Tell 
them we want peace for your children 
and our children.” There appeared to 
be much curiosity about Americans 
and apparent affection for the coun¬ 
try in which 500,000 people of Arme¬ 
nian extraction are living.

Stages III and IV decrease by as 
much as .50 percent as p(*opIe age. The 
total sleep may not change by more 
than an hour, but the timing and 
quality of sleep are altered. Resear¬ 
chers feci that changes in the nervous 
system as people grow older affect 
the sleep/wakefulne.ss cycle. 

Other cau.ses of sleep di.sturbance 
are physical illne.ss. emotional stre.ss, 
and drugs u.scd for chronic illness. 
The first thing that many people do 
when they can’t sleep is to take sleep¬ 
ing pills. Research says that these are 
good for only about a week and ac¬ 
tually cau.se more problems. 

Recommendations were to avoid 
getting too much sleep. If a nap is 
needed, it should he scheduled earlier 
in the day. Decrease food intake and 
caffeine at iKHltime. Have some light, 
bland snack instead. Avoid strenuous 
exercise just before bedtime. 
Decrease fluids prior to bedtime. 
Maintain comfortable Iwdroom con¬ 
ditions of temperature, lighting, and 
noise reduction. Go to bed only when 
sleepy and get up at the same time 
each morning. 

Good habits help strengthen the 
sleep cycle. If unable to slcvp, get out 
of bed and do something boring hut 
remain inactive. Omit alcohol, learn 
relaxation techniques. Remember 
that some sleep changes are in¬ 
evitable. 

If none of these recommendations 
change the patterns of .sleep, consult 
a physician.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


The seniors vs. the kids 

There has been some tossing about of contentious sentiments 
regarding the older folks and the young in a recent spate of let¬ 
ters printed in these pages. 

Clarence Borggaard. whose first name I’m likely to misspell 
trying to get his last one right, has complained mightily of late 
about the low percentage of receipts the seniors get compared with 
things like the taxes they pay and the respect they deserve for be¬ 
ing around so long. 

There has been some dispute about whether his assumptions 
regarding the numbers are right, and a resident 10 years shy of 
being a senior himself has publicly poked fun at Mr. Borggaard. 

Now, he does have an easygoing nature that begs to be poked 
fun at, but he is making a serious point. 

> It all started with his guest column in these pages March 10. 
He made the case that, proportionately, each senior get less than 
'a half a percent of the town funds allocated to each schcwl child. 

Now, his numbers may be off a bit here and there, but such an 
overwhelming discrepancy could be wrong by an order of 
magnitude and his case would still have some merit. 

But let us look a little more closely at the crossfire. Primarily 
it consists of disquisitions by the seniors’ advocate himself, sup¬ 
plemented by applause from other seniors, and barbs put out by 
Carl Schwartzman, whose name is no easier to spell than Borg- 
gaard’s. Peter Arnott wrote a brief letter suggesting that seniors 
should not deprive today’s schoolchildren of the benefits they 
themselves once received. 

Schwartzman plays a little rougher. He not only thumbs his nose 
at the seniors’ supposed plight, but jumps up and down in doing 
so (note the poem carried elsewhere in these pages). 

Perhaps it is time to air these issues fully. 

In favor of Borggaard’s position, the seniors do pay a lot of 
taxes, represent a large population segment and receive only a 
tiny percentage of the budget for their progi’ams. It seems extreme 
that there is not any money allocated for transportation of the 
home-bound. One service that would be of enormous help to the 
seniors is a reliable, public means of getting around. 

On the other side, the seniors do have a number of state and 
federal programs that subsidize various aspects of their lives, and 
most have pensions, savings and reduced needs. 

The argument goes: invest in the kids and they will take care 
of their own old age. 

Then there is the real-estate angle. Good schools bring good 
values to private owners. 

But like many partisan disputes, both sides ignore the larger 
realities in an effort to promote their own interests. 

Steve Powers highlighted the issue during his campaign. He 
pandered to the senior vote by pledging not to exceed Proposition 

spending limits. The idea was that people on fixed incomes 
would not want to pay higher taxes. The vote turned out and he 
is in office. 

The pie is therefore of a small and finite size. Everyone is go¬ 
ing without some pet projects in order to meet the budget. What 
Powers, the seniors and all the anti-override crowd refused to 
acknowlege is that there is probably $10 million of infrastructure 
projects that should be undertaken over the next 10 years in order 
to keep the town running into the misty future. Should we have a 
seniors’ van before replacing the aging water distribution system? 

While various associations are patting themselves on the back 
for discovering the $50,000 “tires and chains’’ accounts squirrel¬ 
ed away in the municipal books, major necessary projects are go¬ 
ing unfunded. 

Yes, the town will meet its ’89 budget without an exemption or 
override, but people are just kidding themselves if they think this 
is any way to run a municipality. One begins to think people would 
rather be seen sitting on the can than buy a latch for the outhouse 
door. 

The seniors can’t have it both ways. If they want the services, 
they have to vote the taxes. 

Taking a still larger view, the family has progressively 
disintegrated during the last 50 years of American life. 
Automobiles have allowed youngsters to take work in distant cites, 
and most seniors live out their last years alone or in the company 
of other seniors. 

In the old days, grandma watched the kids in the sun on the 
front porch, and the middle generation provided food and brought 
things to their elders, obviating the need for a van. 

Seniors fear being relegated to the retirement home, no mat¬ 
ter how luxurious. And today they must fight for whatever they 
can get from a society that no longer values experience and 
wisdom, a society that throws away things and people like Mac¬ 
Donald’s cartons on the side of the road. 

Ask the Reagan Administration, where do all the people go? 
Wherever the free enterprise system lets them, that’s where. What 
if they have no further economic value? Too bad, elect the 
Democrats, maybe they care. 

So the contest between youth and age is not just a local pro¬ 
blem. The lack of family structure engendered by today’s values 
permeates all of America. 

The town can do something about its own position, however. 
It can take its public obligations seriously and vote the money 
necessary to pay for them. 

Enough dickering over Town Hall bricks. There is a whole 
library project that needs to be done. And school programs, both 
capital and educational. And roadwork, and water projects, and 
on and on. And these are just the things we need. 

When we talk about the things we like, for example a van for 
the seniors, then we really have to raise the tax rate.

Train tracks 
are dangerous 
shortcut 

TO TItE EDITOK: 

The April 14 Winchester Star with 
the front page picture entitled “Short¬ 
cut” should be reworded to “Danger¬ 
ous Shortcut.” The picture shows two 
teenagers walking on the steel on the 
railroad tracks with a caption that 
says “taking the route home, which, 
if not the shortest, is certainly the 
most fun.” 

Sure, this picture looks innocent 
enough, but it’s actually an invitation 
to disaster (as one of kids walking on 
Route 93). This photo tends to encour¬ 
age imitation by other youths. 

Each year hundreds of boys and 
girls are hurt, seriously injured or 
even killed by playing around rail¬ 
road cars and tracks. 

A train cannot swerve around an 
object or person in its path; neither 
can it stop in time to keep from hitting 
anything or anyone on the tracks. 

The fact that trespassing on rail¬ 
road property is illegal is nothing 
compared to the sad statistics. In 
1986, 519 trespassers were killed on 
railroad prop>erty and 706 were in¬ 
jured. The injuries included 244 
amputations or fractures. The major¬ 
ity of deaths and serious injuries 
occurred when trespassers were try¬ 
ing to jump onto moving freight trains 
or simply misjudged the speed of an 
approaching train and failed to get off 
the tracks in time to avoid being 
struck.

Kids need to know they’re special

The National Resource Seminar 
For Youth Workers tours the country 
each year, providing tips and 
resource materials to church groups 
working with teens. 

On this chill April Friday, Rev. 
Duffy Robbins stands to meet a group 
of 400 ministers, youth leaders and the 
footsoldiers like me who assist them 
in their work with adolescents. 

We start with a few games design¬ 
ed as warm-up exercises. The direc¬ 
tions for one has us find a partner and 
take hands, then try to stomp on his 
toes while he is trying to stomp on 
ours. Another, called Church Board 
Meeting, has us gather in groups of 
five, choose one for the Senior Pastor 
and one for the Youth Minister. Then 
all others are to begin pointing and 
shouting at the latter. When the 
Pastor yells “Vote! ” we’re to turn to 
the same hapless soul and yell, 
“You’re Fired!’’ Finally, in the 
Church Van Event, four people form 
a van by carrying a fifth for 20 feet; 
then make a loud noise, and “break 
down’’ by falling to the floor. 

At the end of those exercises, we 
sing songs, among them the Creation 
Doo Wah Diddy and a piece about 
Moses set the tune of "Louie Louie’’:

(“I said - a Pharoah Pharoah, ooh 
baby, let my people go! Huh! Yeah 
yeah yeah yeah...’’) 

Primed thus, we get down to the 
lectures. 

Today’s teens, according to Rev. 
Robbins, are a crisis generation, who 
don’t so much as seek trouble as drift 
into it. “Kids don’t get together at 
three o’clock on Friday and say, 
‘Hey,let’s transgress the laws of God 
tonight.’ ’’ If they are easy prey for 
harmful behaviors, it’s not because 
they don’t care, he says, but because 
they don’t know what to care about. 
They experience a sense of lostness, 
as well as a sense of isolation. “So¬ 
meone did a study,’’ Robbins 
amplifies, “on how many times per 
hour people touch one another in 
various cultures. In Puerto Rico, two 
people talking touch an average of 180 
times an hour, ’ ’ (he executes a rapid 
illustrative pantomime). “In 
America the number is two. (“At a 
Southern Baptist Convention,’’ he 
adds, “it’s Negative Ten.’’) 

But he is serious here. The kids 
feel alone, and are unsure about what 
matters because the culture does not 
tell them. Historically too, he says, 
teens are not valued. “Ask someone 
to work with a youth group, he’ll say, 
‘Can’t I get acne or something in-

stead!’’’ 

The youth leaders in the room 
laugh ruefully at this. They love 
teens, or they wouldn’t be in this 
game in the first place; but they know 
all about the roller coaster ride you 
take when you sign on for a trip with 
them. 

“Work is not what I do to live,’’ co- 
leader Chap Clark quotes one sage as 
having .said: “it’s what I live to do.” 
Kids feel lost and groundless because 
they don’t see their “work” as signifi¬ 
cant. He suggests that the place to 
begin with them is with love — God’s 
love for us as it is expressed in our 
love for each other. He says youth 
workers need to begin by making 
each kid know that he is special and 
irreplaceable, and that he has a work 
he should be about in seeking to do 
God’s will in the world. 

He closes with a story of some 
ghetto teens in Denver and the gifted 
woman who ministers to them. They 
are runaways, prostitutes, kids 
caught in the snare of substance 
abuse. Their leader connects them 
with teens from a small rural setting. 
The city kids have never seen a cow; 
the country kids have never seen a 
slum. At first there is distrust and 
hostility. Eventually, friendship. He 
speaks of the big country boy on the

street for the first time at midnight in 
Denver; he is out of his depth, and 
suddenly scared to death. Sensing 
this, his new friend, a tiny girl, and, 
at 14 a former prostitute, comes ana? 
takes his hand in hers. “It’s OK,” sh^^ 
tells him. “I’m here.” [ 

That pledge is the essence of youth • 
ministry, our speaker implies; it is,-J 
at least, the place where it begins. 400 - 
people who know what it is to have j 
toes stepped on and vans break down < 
record this story in their notebooks. J

Volunteers 
provide the 
vital link 

As Winchester Hospital observes 
National Volunteer Week, this week, 
it pays special tribute to the more 
than 700 volunteers who contributed 
45,000 hours during the past year in 
service to the hospital. 

"We are fortunate to have such an 
outstanding complement of adults 
and teenagen. They come from all of 
our communities to help our staff pro¬ 
vide an extraordinary level of patient 
care,” said Marie Johnson, director 
of volunteer service at the hospital. 

Johnson explained that volunteer 
service has helped to build and to 
maintain the level of care for which 
Winchester has been known since its 
founding in 1911 by a group of visiting 
nurses. 

"Throughout the hospital’s exis¬ 
tence, it has always been served by 
the Winton Gub, whose efforts began 
by providing all the hospital linens 
and have progressed to the point 
where the members, now major fund¬ 
raisers, donate thousands of dollars 
for the purchase of patient care equip¬ 
ment or the establishment of a patient 
program or service. 

"The FYiends, the h^ital’s volun¬ 
teer service organization, was 


founded in 1950 by individuals who 
had been giving their time over the 
years to help patients and staff alike. 
Today, as in the past, the Friends ful¬ 
fill assignments such as serving as 
messengers, transporting patients, 
serving midmoming refreshments to 
patients or light meals in the hospi¬ 
tal’s Coffee Shop, or helping with 
patient registration and visitor infor¬ 
mation. 

Volunteering, once considered a 
woman’s preserve, is anything but 
that at Winchester Hospital. Over the 
years, men have increasingly joined 
the ranks, finding a satisfying outlet 
for their energies. 

Their main work is in the Radiol¬ 
ogy Department, where they trans¬ 
port patients for x-ray procedures. 
Gradually, they have moved into 
other areas as well: central supply, 
the mailroom, laboratory, pharmacy, 
and evening patient care. 

Several male volunteers were 
asked recently what brought them to 
Winchester Hospital and what they 
derive from being a volunteer. 

William Connell, Edward Lilley 
and Charles Canaris, all of Win¬ 
chester, needed to fill some lonely 
hours after their wives died. Connell, 
who works in the mailroom three 
days a week, said, "This has given me 
gr^t satisfaction and a purpose in 
life.’’ 

Lilley works three mornings a 
week as a messenger, finding it a con-

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League summarizes Town Meeting articles 


Before Town Meeting the Win- 
cliester Ix'ague of Women Voters pre 
pares a guide to the articles on the 
warrant. 

Article One. This is a general pro¬ 
cedural article to hear reiwrts from 
the Town officers and the Finance 
Committee. 

Articles IVo and Thi-ee. These 
articles must be passed each year to 
give the Town Treasurer authority to 
lx)rrow money in anticipation of reve¬ 
nue and to contract compensating 
balance agreements with banks. 

Article Four. This article presents 
the Town’s budget which was initially 
prepared by the Town Manager and 
then revised downward by the 
Finance Committee to $28,717,450. 
This budget does not include the 
$2,326,700 sought in article five. 
Because this budget reflects cuts re¬ 
quired by the Proposition 2*2 cap. it 
is expected to engender intense 
debate at Town Meeting. 

Article F'ive. This appropriation 
article asks for $2,326,706 for the 
W'ater and Sewer Division, a rate in¬ 
crease to recapture all the costs of 
this service, and a rate restructuring 
to encourage conservation. 


Article Six. This article si'eks 
approval of wage scales for Town 
employees, revisions in the Personnel 
Policy Guide and ratification of col¬ 
lective bargaining agreements. 

Article Seven. The town is given 
authority to spend Chapter 90 state 
highway funds by this article. 

Article Eight. The Boiird of Asses¬ 
sors is seeking approximately 
$300,000 to hire consultants to do a 
thorough reappraisal of all property 
in town and an additional sum to 
acquire a computer system. 

Article Nine. The Playfield Study 
Committee Reports recommended 
that the High School tennis courts, 
parking lot and Skillings Field be 
reconstructured to correct the sinking 
problem. This article calls for an 
appropriation to do this work. 

Article Ten. Approximately 
$300,000 is being sought to improve 
traffic conditions at Ambrose School 
because of safety concerns. 

Article Eleven. Approximately 
$,300,000 is being sought to improve tlie 
playground at Lincoln School. 

Article Tw-elve. It is likely that this 
article, seeking an appropriation for 
water meters, will be withdrawn. 


Article 'I'liirteen. The Library 
wishes to accept $1,000 in the memory 
of Lucille C. McC’hesney to Ix’ held 
and managed as a trust. 

Article Fourteen. 'I’he Library 
seeks approximately $196,000 for the 
preparation of plans and specifica¬ 
tions for repair and renovation. This 
money is being sought at this time 
because the Library Improvements 
Act has made $:15 million available for 
renovations to communities which 
have plans and specifications ready. 

Article Fourteen. This article 
seeks the first increase in fees for ser¬ 
vices provided by the Town Clerk, 
since 1981. e.g. going from $5 to $10 for 
correcting errors in a birth record. 
The increased fees are recommended 
by the Clerk’s Association which is 
seeking to ket'p fees uniform acro,ss 
the Commonwealth. 

Article Sixteen. Article 16 de¬ 
creases the necessary frontage on a 
cul-de-sac from 200 feel to 100 feet in 
the KA (multiple family residential) 
district. 

Article Seventeen. Article 17 re¬ 
zones portions of the Woburn Loop 
from general residence and limited 
light industrial to multiple family 


residential. 

Article Eighteen. This article per¬ 
mits the sale of a portion of the 
Woburn l>oop north of Swanton Street. 

Article Nineteen. This article 
raises the question whether Win¬ 
chester should adopt a state law 
which provides a funding mechanism 
to meet the unfunded pension liability 
for public employee retirement sys¬ 
tems. The plan provides a 40-year fun¬ 
ding schedule to amortize the debt 
with local systems using 5 percent of 
any increase in state revenues as a 
funding source. 

Article Twenty. This article re¬ 
moves the police chief position from 
the civil service system so that the 
police chiefs, like other department 
heads, would be appointed by the 
Town Manager and have a renewable 
employement contract. This change 
would not be effective during the 
tenure of the current police chief. 

Article Twenty-one. This article 
provides an opportunity to overturn 
a decision of the Board of Selectmen 
to install an additional connection 
between the MWRA and town water 
systems at Forest Street. 

Article Twenty-two. This article.

drafted by John Connery, planning 
consultant, and offered by the Plan¬ 
ning Board, provides a detailed inclu¬ 
sionary zoning by-law to promote 
affordable housing in Winchester. The 
plan also decreases density as of right 
so that even development taking 
advantage of the inclusionary zoning 
will be less dense than what is cur¬ 
rently allowed. 

Article Twenty-three. This article 
amends the definition of lot area so 
that at least 80% of the lot area con¬ 
sidered for zoning compliance must 
be dry land. 

Article Twenty-four. The Planning 
Board’s proposal for an Incentive 
Zoning Trust Fund might be with¬ 
drawn since the Board of Selectmen 
established an affordable housing 
fund. 

Article Twenty-five. The North¬ 
east Metropolitan Regional Voca¬ 
tional School District Committee is 
seeking approval for a ten-year bond 
for $4,680,(X)0 to replace the roof and 
install handicapped access at that 
high school. If any one of the 12 par¬ 
ticipating towns opposes the Iwnd 
issue, it may not proceed. Given the 
anticipated two-thirds reimburse¬ 
ment from the School Building 
Assistance Committee it is projected 
that the bond will cost Winchester less 
than $5,000 per year starting in fiscal 
1990. 

Article Twenty-six. This article 
amends the Town Charter so that 


Town Meeting action might be re¬ 
versed by a referendum regardless of 
the numter of voters participating. At 
present 20 percent of the registered 
voters must vote in the referendum. 

Article Twenty-seven. This article 
seeks approval for special legislation 
to provide the pension benefits to the 
widow of police officer Richard J. 
Anselmo that she would have re¬ 
ceived had Officer Anselmo’s applica¬ 
tion for a disability pension been 
approved prior to his death. 

Article Twenty-eight. This article 
calls for Town action to rectify the 
inadequate water pressure in the area 
of Russell Road, Sheridan Circle and 
North Main Street. 

Article Twenty-nine. This article 
seeks to dissolve the Winchester 
Housing Partnership Board. The 
Housing Partnership was created at 
the November 1987 Town Meeting to 
promote affordable housing in Win¬ 
chester. 

Article Thirty. This is a procedural 
article which establishes, abolishes 
and appropriates money for com¬ 
mittees. 

Article Thirty-one. This proce¬ 
dural article permits Town Meeting 
to reopen any articles already voted 
on if necessary to make the town 
budget conform to Proposition V/^. 

Article Thirty-two. This article 
sets the amount of money to take 
from “Free Cash” to reduce the tax 
levy.

of additional office space, according 
to Murray. 

•• The town, however, is asking 
$330,000 for the land, Murray says. 

' Murray, who is negotiating for the 
partnership, express^ his frustration 
ht the impasse: “Negotiating with 
five people (the selectmen) is like try¬ 
ing to design a zebra. You get black 
pyjamas, white pyjamas, donkeys, 
mules and all kinds of things.” 

At the heart of the partnership’s 
distaste for the deal is the feeling that 
Ihfe town is acting like "Jesse 
James.” According to Murray, 
$100,000 of the land’s price tag is for 
linkage payments (payments by a 
developer that go into the housing 
trust fund, usually made in considera¬ 
tion for zoning variances granted by 
the town). 

■ Murray said that since the project 


involves no special zoning changes 
and the partnership is ready to pay 
for its part of the improvements to 
Hill Street, linkage payments should 
be much smaller. He compared the 
$100,000 in linkage that the Green Co. 
is paying for its huge condo develop¬ 
ment and asserted that a proportional 
amount for the partnership is about 
$ 8 , 000 . 

“We’ll be happy to give ’em 
$10,000,” he quipped. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
asked to comment on these asser¬ 
tions, said that negotiations are being 
carried out in executive sessions, 
which are not open to the public, and 
that he is not at lil)erty to discuss the 
veracity of Murray’s statements. 

Meanwhile, Murray says he is 
ready to negotiate further. “I’ll meet 
’em at midnight, if that’s what it 
takes,” he said.

Paquin, who has proposed an 
upscale Continental restaurant with 
her business partner and chef Cesare 
Solari, informed the board of the 
latest developments in her project. 

After the last meeting with the 
board Feb. 23, Paquin said she ap¬ 
proached department heads to 
discuss problems encountered at the 
former site of the Dover Grille on 12 
Thompson St. 

A main concern for Paquin is lack 
of a loading zone. While the customer 
entrance is located on Thompson 
Street, the loading area is on Main 
Street. 

After talking to police and 
previous owners, she said that she 
“found out how bad it really was.” 


Chairman Robert Deering noted 
that if a loading zone were provided, 
access to it would be guaranteed to all 
merchants in the area. 

Developer John Connery said that 
he thinks "there are some 
possibilities” for solving tbe problem, 
such as reinstating a loading zcjne 
which was removed for parking 
spaces. 

Another option, he said, would be 
removing one parking space in the 
area 

“I think it could actually improve 
the flow” of traffic on Thompson 
Street, said Connery. 

The final hearing will be held May 
3. According to Randall, applicants 
must provide the board with a final 
footprint of the building inside and 
out, financial statements and a sign¬ 
ed lease for the final hearing.

Earthwatch cares for the earth 


I magiiu* working on an ar- 
liaeological dig in an exotic 
locale like Polynesia or 
Beli/e! Too (ar afield for 
\out taste? Ho\a about 
teai fling dolphins language in 
Ha\^ali or studying Rocky Mountain 
wildflo'xers in Colorado? 

Wfiile these themes may read 
like upcoming episodes of National 
Geographic they are. in fact, a few 
of the exptditions sponsored by 
f artfiwatch a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion based n. Watertown. Working 
side b\ side on the field site with 
scientists, ordinary people get the 
chance to live out their scientific 
fantasies. 

The only catch is that citizen 
volunteers pay a share of the ex¬ 
pedition expenses and their own 
transportation to and from the ex- 
[ledition site. Even though the 
average expedition share costs 
about $1,200. more than 16.000 
people throughout the (Jnited 
States have already participated. 
However, ait Earthwatch costs are 
tax-deductible. 

Founded in 1971, Earthwatch is 
a company of scholars and citizens 
working together. The goal of the 
organization is to increase public 
understanding of science and to ex¬ 
pand knowledge of earth and its in¬ 
habitants. Since its founding, 
Earthwatch has mobilized 950 pro¬ 
jects in 75 countries. By allowing 
private citizens to participate in its 
expeditions, Earthwatch has raised 
more than $8.3 million for funding 
and equipment. 

According to Mary Blue 
Magruder. the director of Public Af¬ 
fairs, the most popular expeditions 
focus on archaeology. This year’s 
projects are based in France, 
Switzerland, Israel, Jordan, Wales, 
Peru, Bermuda, Belize, Scotland, 
and Polynesia, among others. 


Within the United States, citizens 
can work on digs in New Hamp¬ 
shire, Missouri, Montana, Arizona, 
Maryland, and Florida. 

Other popular expeditions focus 
on kangaroos, bears, dolphins, 
dinosaurs, and mammoths: and 
"people-oriented projects," such as 
the nutritional studies in 
Cameroon, Africa. Magruder add¬ 
ed, "Both the botany project in Cen¬ 
tral Brazil and the shark projects in 
the Bahamas and Grand Cayman 
Island are increasing in popularity." 

What is it really like to work on 
an Earthwatch expedition? To learn 
the answer. What’s Up contacted 
three volunteers, including Arl¬ 
ington resident Gary Goshgarian 
who has participated in nine expedi¬ 
tions from New Guinea to Spain. 

The mammoth 
graveyard 


Andrea Lindenmayer, an Arl¬ 
ington resident and opthalmic 
technician by profession, has been 
on one expedition — unearthing, 
labeling, and preserving the bones 
of Ice Age Columbian mammoths 
who lived more than 26,000 years 
ago. This expedition was interesting 
for her because "it involved con¬ 
siderable detail, somthihg I’m used 
to in my professional work and out¬ 
side interests. I’m also interested in 
archaeology, even though I never 
aspired to work in that field.” She 
first learned of Earthwatch at a par¬ 
ty in 1980. One of the guests was 
a field representative. 

The expedition ran from July 18 
to Aug. 2 of last year in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota. There were 
12 staff and 12 volunteers, ranging 
in age from 13 to 78. Both staff and 


volunteers camped out in tents on 
a picnic ground, two persons per 
tent. For Lindenmayer, it was her 
first camping experience. Meals and 
showers were taken at the local 
high school. All the food was home 
cooked. 

A typical day began around 
5:30 or 6 a.m. for Lindenmayer who 
would often go walking for 30 
minutes before her work started. 
After the drive to the high school 
for breakfast, the group would walk 
or drive to the site. "This expedition 
has a street address. It’s located on 
the edge of a housing project." she 
said. 

Working under the direction of 
Dr. Larry Agenbroad of Northern 
Arizona University, principal in¬ 
vestigator, the team would start 
around 8:30 a.m., take breaks for 
lunch at noon and popsickles in 
mid-afternoon, and finish around 
4:30 p.m. Said Lindenmayer, "We 
worked on two sites and each site 
had a "pit boss" who directed our 
work. First, we’d dig. Then, we’d sit 
on a piece of carpeting and careful¬ 
ly chisel with dental and exac- 
tdknives. Other people 
documented our finds." 

Lindenmayer initially worked 
on a rib bone, but discovered a 
tusk, toe bone, rib, and cervical ver¬ 
tebrae. She noted that "people 
became very possessive about their 
finds. We wanted to work on what 



Because the site is a tourist at¬ 
traction, the expedition members 
spent some of their time talking 
with the tour groups that came by. 
"People were very inquisitive about 
our work; they wanted to know what 
we had found," she said. 

The only negative factor on the 
expedition was the intense heat and 
humidity. The area was experienc¬ 
ing a heat wave and for five or six 
days, the team worked in 
temperatures over 100 degrees. 
Even though members worked in¬ 
side a building, it wasn’t air condi¬ 
tioned. 

Lindenmayer found working 
with scientists a positive experience 
for the most part. "There was a real 
sense of working together on the 
site," she said. “The scientists 
weren’t hung up on titles or 
degrees. There was no pretense; 
everyone was very laid back. We 
were encouraged to ask questions." 

The feeling of camaraderie 
didn’t always extend to off-hours ac¬ 
tivities. She noted that “a few of the 
staff never mingled with the 
volunteers. While everyone realiz¬ 
ed the need for some privacy, it 
seemed as though the same people 
went off by themselves. That at¬ 
titude bothered a few of us." 

Each expedition provides free 
time and Lindenmayer and her col¬ 
leagues went touring through the 
Black Hills on weekends. Evenings, 
the group would often play cards or 
go to The Gazebo, a fast food eatery 
with a miniature golf course and 
Dixieland music. They would get 
respite from the heat by swimming 
in a nearby cold water spring in the 
afternoons. 

Lindenmayer would like to go 
on another expedition at some 
point, especially to the Caribbean 
or Egypt. She has no complaint 
with the financial aspects of the ex¬ 


pedition. "It was a unique ex¬ 
perience for all of us," she said. 
"The money was well spent." 

She concluded, ’’The Ear¬ 
thwatch experience gave me hands- 
on work. I went alone and didn’t 
mind. For someone who wants a 
different type of vacation, an ex¬ 
pedition is a good choice. ” 

Leatherback 
turtles and 
black bears 




What’s (Jp interviewed Don 
Lyman of Wilmington just in time. 
He departed for Hawaii and his third 
Earthwatch expedition (Teaching 
Dolphins Language) on April 11. 

Lyman read about Earthwatch 
in a magazine in 1978 when he was 
a college freshman. A pharmacist 
who works at Winchester Hospital 
and Village Apothecary in Wilm¬ 
ington, Lyman has had a lifelong in¬ 
terest in nature and wildlife. He 
said, "Earthwatch gave me the 
chance to do things that were fun 
and exciting, the kind of ex¬ 
periences one normally sees on 
television. Because of my ex¬ 
perience, I may do graduate work

in a related field." 

His first expedition took him to 
Culebra, off the Puerto Rico island 
system, for two weeks in the spring 
of 1986. According to Lyman, 
leatherbacks haven’t been exten¬ 
sively studied. This expedition was 
under the direction of tony Tucker, 
a member of the (J.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

Unlike many expeditions, the 
leatherback turtle research was 
done at night. After making a base 
camp in the center of the beach, a 
two-person team would head to op¬ 
posite ends of the beach for a one- 
hour shift. Using flashlights and a 
pre-arranged signal system, a 
member would signal when a turtle 
was spotted. The partner would 
head back to camp and awaken the 
rest of the group. According to 
Lyman, the whole group would 
carefully work on the turtle, coun¬ 
ting the number of eggs in a nest, 
measuring the distance of the next 
from the water, etc. Afterward, the 
next would be camouflaged and 
protected from islanders who think 
the eggs have aphrodiastic pro¬ 
perties. 

Because the island is surround¬ 
ed by coral reefs, Lyman had the 
opportunity to snorkel in the clear 
water. Lyman called that "a real 


pleasure" since he works as a 
volunteer at the New England 
Aquarium. 

Last May, he joined another 
Earthwatch expedition that was stu¬ 
dying Black Bears in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of North Carolina for 
three weeks. The first research 
team in the area, the group spent 
the first two weeks clearing trails 
and setting traps. The terrain was 
fairly strenuous, and the research 
took place at a 5,000 ft. elevation. 
The work day usually lasted from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Because the group 
was in an isolated area, most even¬ 
ings were spent around the camp¬ 
fire. However, one night, the team 
drove to Ashville, N.C., about 30 
miles away. 

According to Lyman, a portion 
of the area was designated a bear 
sanctuary, and scientist Dr. Roger 
Powell of North Carolina State 
University (Raleigh) wanted to 
discover if the sanctuary system 
was working. Bears would be cap¬ 
tured, and collared with a radio 
device so that territories and 
populations could be established. 

During the expedition, the team 
only trapped one bear — a female, 
about five feet tall and weighing 
100 lbs. When the team found the 
bear, each member had a task to 


play. Lyman volunteered to dance 
in front of the bear to get its atten¬ 
tion so it could be tranquilized. "I 
was advised to stand 10 to 15 feet 
away as a safety measure. The bear 
wasn't too happy about being in a 
trap, even a painless one. Had she 
escaped, I was to run uphill. Sup¬ 
posedly, bears will run downhill. 
Fortunately, I never had to find out 
if that was true," he said. He added 
that "few bears get caught because 
they’re trap smart. They just eat the 
bait." 

Lyman had only positive things 
to say about his Earthwatch ex¬ 
perience, although he found sleep¬ 
ing in a tent in North Carolina more 
challenging than he imagined. He 
especially enjoyed meeting people 
from across the country. 

A friendly, outgoing person, 
Lyman has "an instinctive curiousi- 
ty" about nature, and the expedi¬ 
tions matched his interests 
perfectly. "Earthwatch gives people 
the opportunity to participate in 
trips that most people only dream 
about," he said. "I’m looking for¬ 
ward to working with four dolphins 
in a marine environment at the 
University of Hawaii. If someone has 
an interest in a particular scientific 
field, go for it!"

If joining an Earthwatch expedi¬ 
tion sound interesting, follow this 
procedure:

2. For more detailed informa¬ 
tion about an expedition, request an 
Expedition Briefing. Each Briefing 
runs between 20 and 70 pages and 
gives the project history, the 
original proposal, the expedition 
details.

What’s Up at the Movies by Craig Tomashoff 


18 Again is a fine, funny movie 



How about those guys in 
Hollywood, huh? One producer 
takes a lunch with another pro 
ducer. They come up with a con¬ 
cept for a movie. Say, for instance, 
a movie about a man and a boy who 
switch bodies for a while. Then they 
go back to the office after their 
lunch and tell two other people 
about this brilliant new idea. And 
those people tell two other people. 
Pretty soon, everybody in town is 
working on the same idea. 

This is the only way to explain 
the fact that Like Father, Like Son, 
Vice Versa and now 18 Again, all 


movies with the same theme, have 
all come out within a few months of 
each other (we won’t even get into 
Big, a film coming this summer 
starring Tom Hanks that again uses 
the same idea). By now, movie¬ 
goers around the world are pro¬ 
bably saying to themselves "Great! 
That’s what we want. One more 
movie about the same thing.’’ 

The surprising thing about this 
trend though, is that the movies us¬ 
ing this body switching plot are get¬ 
ting better and 18 again is a fine, 
funny movie that makes you forget 
that everybody in Hollywood seems 
to be using the same plot. And 
whereas the other movies focus on 
the kiddie half of the body¬ 
switching, 18 Again appeals to the 
adult end of the spectrum. 

That’s primarily because of the 
star, George Burns. This guy seems 
to have been honing his schtick 
since the days when fire was con¬ 
sidered a new invention, and wat¬ 
ching him tell jokes on a Bob Hope 
special can get pretty tiresome. In 
18 Again however. Burns has the 
perfect vehicle for his schtick and 
he’s never been funnier. He plays 


Jack Watson, a cigar-smoking, 
womanizing businessman who is 
convinced that all the younger peo¬ 
ple around him are wasting their 
youth. The object of most of his 
criticism is his grandson, David 
(Charlie Schlatter). David is an 
18-year-old college freshman who 
is a member of the same fraternity 
grandpa joined all those years ago. 
The only problem is, Jack thinks 
David is too shy to meet girls, too 
slow to make it on the track team 
and too distracted to pursue a 
business career. 

Then, as fate and the script 
would have it, the old man wishes 
he could be a younger man and 
quicker than you can say. Freaky 
Friday, he gets that wish. David and 
Jack are in a car accident when the 
switch takes place, leaving Jack’s 
body in a coma and David’s per¬ 
sonality out of the picture. What 
we’re left with is David’s body and 
the personality of an old vaudeville 
comedian. 

The plot complications here suf¬ 
fer from a severe case of sit-comia 
imitatia. Jack's mind helps David’s 
body become sensitive-yet-tough 


enough to win the Beautiful Blonde 
(Jennifer Runyon) at school. He 
helps David beat up the frat-boy 
bullies and win the big track meet. 
Meanwhile, thanks to his clever dis¬ 
guise as a teenager. Jack learns 
that his latest bimbo girlfriend 
(Anita Just Look At That Cleavage 
Morris) is only after his money. And 
he discovers that perhaps he has 
been to hard on David and David’s 
father (Tony Roberts) over the 
years. 

None of this is particularly in¬ 
novative. However, thanks to a fun¬ 
ny script and wonderfully hammy 
acting by Burns and Schlatter, you 
never really notice that you’ve seen 
this all before. The charm of 18 
Again is watching Schlatter walk 
around, cigar in hand, looking and 
sounding exactly like a young 
George Burns. This kid is fantastic, 
and hearing him pop off with Burn¬ 
like one-liners while in the company 
of his teen-age friends is what 
makes this movie funnier that the 
other body-switching ex¬ 
travaganzas. 

Occasionally, a Burns voice¬ 
over will crack a few jokes, just to 
remind you that he is really sup|x>s- 


ed to be the guy inside Schlatter’s 
body. Actually, the voice-over isn’t 
really necessary. The kid simply 
becomes Burns, which is perhaps 
the funniest gag of all. The fact that 
this young guy could get the 
ageless Burns persona down, from 
the way he waves the cigar to the 
way he drolly delivers a punchline, 
is hysterical. Even when the jokes 
are on the "take a turn for the 
nurse" levels there’s just something 
about watching Schlatter do them 
that pumps life into 18 again. 

The younger people who go to 
Like Father, Like Son and Vice Ver¬ 
sa probably won’t be able to enjoy 
this movie as much as they enjoyed 
the other recent films of this type. 
It takes someone older, someone 
with knowledge of George Burns’ 
persona to really appreciate this 
movie’s jokes. And that 
automatically, makes it the most 
entertaining film to come along in 
this Invasion of the Body Switchers 
movies.

A singular show on landscape 


The white and spacious open 
geometry of Brandeis University’s 
Rose Art Museum seems especial¬ 
ly well-suited to the paintings of 
Michelle Stuart. They. too. are big: 
each is 98 by 198 inches. Their 
shapes, horizontal rectangles twice 
as wide as they are high, are given 
the space to validate their expan¬ 
siveness as a statement of content. 

Stuart’s series of eight pain¬ 
tings. Silent Gardens: The Ameri¬ 
can Landscape, is on exhibit 
through May 1 at the Rose Museum. 
If the perpendicular junctures that 
characterize the museum’s interior 
— including its fountained pool on 
the lower level — are an ap¬ 
propriate setting for the shapes and 
grid construction of Stuart’s paint¬ 
ings. so then is early spring and all 
its stirring associations with nature 
an appropriate time to have these 
works make themselves known to 
us. 

Though they are abstract in the 
strictest sense of the term, it is im¬ 
possible to walk into the museum, 
where three paintings are visible on 
the entrance level, and not know 
these works are intimately, integral¬ 
ly involved with nature. 

On the one wall opposite the 
doors is the 1984 painting. In the 
Beginning . . . Yang-Ma. a dark, 
waxy space of night and the 
cosmos, with moments of light oc¬ 
casioned by fluid, silvery swirls and 
breakthroughs of metallic red 
under its surface. Like experiencing 
the Northern Lights, the Milky Way 
and vicarious flights through space 
all at once, we are struck with the 
vastness of what surrounds us and 
lies beyond ourselves. 

Likewise, the two paintings on 
the flanking walls are different, but 
equally affecting visual scenarios of 


the world that fuels our senses and, 
ultimately, our spirit. Reef, on our 
right, has the expected intricate cor¬ 
al branches throughout an en¬ 
caustic patina that turnes dark 
around the edges but puddles blue- 
green and silvery toward the center. 
Woodland Garden Seeds the 
Eastern Wind, on our left, is thick 
with the greens of wet growth. 
Stems and petals, leaves and pods, 
are embedded in the surface, at 
once fragile and enduring. 

All three paintings, like the five 
others downstairs, are constructed 
by the mounting on panels of 
modular 11 by 11 -inch doubled rag 
paper on muslin. Edge-to-edge, the 
paintings are nine modules high, 
from top to bottom, and 18 wide, 
from side-to-side; that makes a grid 
construction of 162 modules in all 
for each painting. Sometimes the 
edges of the individual modular 
units pull away from the surface, ad¬ 
ding to its disruption while at the 
same time bringing attention to the 
regularity and intersections of the 
grid. This constant interplay bet¬ 
ween the controlled and uncontroll¬ 
ed is another aspect of content in 
Stuart’s work. 

The first painting sited upon 
descending the open stairway to 
lower level galleries is Green . . . 
Tropical Lily Roots the Swamp Tur¬ 
tle: its dark mysteries are dense 
with organic matter — broken 
shells, leaves, stones — and dabs of 
paint that mimic the same shards 
and fragments. At this point it is dif¬ 
ficult not to notice how much the 
rectangular pool underneath the 
museum stairway is like a Stuart 
painting, except for its placement 
in the floor rather than on the wall. 
The bed of the similarly scaled and 
proportioned rectangle is lined with 


a myriad of oval rocks turned algae 
green-brown. Five fountains spew¬ 
ing water from its sides keep the 
pool’s surface in a state of flux, con¬ 
tributing to the same quiet uncer¬ 
tainty of dimensional space within 
its bounds that we have seen in the 
paintings. 

The ’silence" of Stuart’s work is 
nowhere more movingly felt than in 
the paintings on the walls parallel 
to the pool’s horizontal sides. Here, 
impenetrable, inscrutable white sur 
faces give special poignancy to 
moments of milky blue and bleach 
ed coral, or the event of a lone leaf 
on its journey across the grid. 

Curator Susan Stoops writes in 
her exhibition catalogue essay that 
Stuart conceived the series of eight 
paintings in relation to Buddhism’s 
Eightfold Paths to self-enlighten¬ 
ment. and to various theories of the 
origin of the universe: the receptive 
viewer can and does, indeed, exper¬ 
ience their physical form as a 
spiritual journey. In light of that 
contemplative, paced momentum, 
the artist’s mixed media installa 
tion. Ashes in Arcadia, in the 
Mildred S. Lee Gallery seems ex¬ 
cessive and contrived, its hump¬ 
back whale soundtrack oddly 
incongruent with the more present 
splash of water into the museum’s 
interior pool. 

The other incongruity in this 
quite singular exhibition is the im 
plied limitation of the landscape in 
its title to ’American. ” Stuart’s 
landscapes are too encompassing 
to be anything less than universal.

Gary Goshgarian, also of Arl¬ 
ington. is truly an Earthwatch ex¬ 
pedition veteran. Since he 
discovered Earthwatch in 1974, he 
has participated in nine projects 
with such exotic addresses as 
Papua, New Guinea: Bonaire: 
Grenada: and Tonga. Each project 
has involved diving. 

According to Goshgarian, his 
first expedition to Spain to examine 
Phoenician wrecks in 1975 was 
anything but typical. During their 
time in Spain, the group stumbled 
upon a black market for artifacts, 
and were attacked by modern 
pirates in the blue waters off Major¬ 
ca. His experiences on that trip were 
the basis for this novel Atlantis Fire 
that was published in 1980. 

Despite the unexpected danger, 
Goshgarian was hooked on the ex¬ 
peditions, especially when he 
discovered remains of other Roman 
and Phoenician wrecks under the 
existing wreck. He said, "I learned 
early on that a person can trun any 
diving vacation into a Jacques 
Cousteau fantasy through Ear¬ 
thwatch." In 1976, he headed to the 
River Plym in Plymouth, England 
where he learned marine 
methodology. 

The next two expeditions took 
him to the north coast of Jamaica 
(Discovery Bay) and Grenada. Both 
projects focused on coral studies, 
and he had "a great time in the 80 
degree Jamaican waters." 

Australia's Great Barrier Reef 
was the destination in 1980. For 
three weeks, he lived on a boat, 65 
miles offshore, studying how fast 
coral grows. He calls that trip "a 
spiritual experience." He said, 
"There was only the sound of flap¬ 
ping fish, no airplane noises, no 
signs of civilization. We saw the sun 
rise on one side of the horizon and 
set on the other.” he said. 

In 1982, he flew to Hawaii to 
study butterfly fish on the Kona 
coast. "The fish were very in¬ 
teresting and we came to know 
each fish by its markings. For two 
weeks, we followed one male and 
one female fish around to see how 
large their territory was. At one 


point, the scientists killed the 
female. (Jnattached males, it turns 
out, come to the equivalent of a 
‘Singles Bar’ to recouple with unat¬ 
tached females, ” he said. 

Bonaire, off the coast of 
Venezuela, was his destination in 
1983. The purpose of the expedi¬ 
tion was to discover new forms of 
marine life in the undersea caves 
and coral overhangings. "The 
visibility in the Bonaire waters is 
amazing, sometimes as much as 
150 feet,” he said. Goshgarian dove 
to depths of 160 feet. 

His last two trips took him to the 
Pacific Ocean: to Papua, New 
Guinea to study shrimp, and the 
island of Tonga, the only remaining 
Polynesian kingdom, to study baby 
giant clams. 

In New Guinea, the expedition 
members lived on an island. The 
purpose of the project was to look 
for a species of shrimp that burrows 
deeply into sand, creating an anthill 
appearance. Working in partnership 
with the gopi fish, the shrimp would 
allow the gopi to live at the entrance 
to a burrow, and the gopi would 
create currents to warn when an in¬ 
truder was near. Said Goshgarian, 
"We weren't able to catch a shrimp 
so we could learn how deep the bor¬ 
rows went. 

"However, I did learn about a 
correlation between this shrimp, 
which also lives on the atoll af 
Enewetok in the Bikini chain, and 
the radiation that shows up in the 
food chain in that area, causing a 
high rate of cancer in the residents. 
As the shrimp burrows, it releases 
the radiation which has long been 
buried." 

Goshgarian considers his Ear¬ 
thwatch expeditions "an investment 
in learning." A professor of English 
at Northeastern University with 

Based on his experiences, he 
has nothing but praise for the scien¬ 
tists/investigators who lead the ex¬ 
peditions. "Some are absolutely 
brilliant,■' he said. "What’s in¬ 
teresting is their ability to speak 
lucidly about so many things." 

Aside from his encounter with 
the pirates off Spain, Goshgarian 


physics training as an 
undergraduate, Goshgarian con¬ 
siders himself "a curious person 
with a rather boyish sense of adven¬ 
ture.” He admits that he can’t get 
his fill of the expeditions. Some 
day, he wants to return to the Great 
Barrier Reef in Australia and do 
field work in New Zealand as well, 
doesn’t feel that any of the expedi¬ 
tions are dangerous. “I’ve never 
seen anyone get hurt. Should there 
ever be an emergency, we’re always 
within reach of a decompression 
chamber or a helicopter. The in¬ 
vestigators explain everything so 
well that you’re comfortable with 
the environment." he said. "While 
the work can be demanding, it’s 
never overburdening."

Real estate competition heats up

People who own their own homes 
and those considering buying or sell¬ 
ing one may be interested to know 
what is happening to Winchester’s 
residential real estate prices. 

They are going up, which makes 
owners and sellers happy and buyers 
wince, but not as fast as they were 
during the red-hot market of 1986 and 
before. 

For the period from April 1987 to 
the present, homes in Winchester sold 
for an average of $310,641, according 
to data gathered by a local Realtor. 
This compares with an average of 


$300,448 for the same period a year 
earlier, an increase of 3.4 percent. 

The averages were calculated us¬ 
ing all residential properties sold in 
town during the specified periods. 
During the 1986 April to April span, 
166 properties changed hands. During 
the same stretch a year later, only 130 
homes were sold. 

While the growth rate is positive, 
gone are the halcyon days of 20 per¬ 
cent growth and more. 

Competition among real estate 
brokers has produced an increasing 
divergence between prices asked for 
homes and those eventually paid for 
them, according to one source. 


This phenomenon is known as 
“buying the listing.” When a broker 
buys a listing, he or she promises a 
higher price to the seller than other 
brokers in order to obtain the account. 
When the property does not sell, the 
price is dropped to a realistic level, 
sometimes 30 percent below the initial 
asked price, but the broker keeps the 
listing. 

Because the psychology of putting 
property on the market at as high a 
price as possible is overwhelming, the 
.seller’s better judgment is often 
sacrificed and the property “goes 
stale” waiting to be sold above what 
the market will bear. 


Today, with properties moving at 
an average of $310,641, the avergage 
listing price is $391,498 or 26 percent 
higher than the sell-price. 

Homes on the market are listed in 
a range from $199,000 for a nine-room 
colonial on a quarter of an acre,at 17 
Loring Ave. to $1.8 million'for a 
10-room extravaganza on an acre and 
a quarter at 38 Arlington St. There are 
81 homes for sale in Winchester at this 
time. 

During the past 2»<j years, homes 
have sold for as little as $117,000 and 
as much as $950,000. Sellers have been 
listing higher and selling lower pro¬ 
gressively since the market softened. 


Town warms 


up for money 
discussion

In what Moderator John Sullivan 
termed could be “the second 
Massachusetts Miracle,” Town 
Meeting members moved fairly 
quickly and painlessly through non- 
financial articles Monday night. 

Town Meeting by law is not 
authorized to discuss financial ar¬ 
ticles until May 1. As a result, 
members will have a break Thursday 
night before launching into the battle 
of the budget. 

While most non-financial articles 
met with few questions, garnering the 
most discussion, specifically by way 
of explanation, was Article 22. 

According to Planning Board 
Chairperson Ann McCall Taylor, this 
article was sponsored by the board to 
decrease density in all multi-family 


districts and provide additional affor¬ 
dable housing. 

McCall-Taylor said the board “has 
a history of negotiating for reduced 
densities.” The reasoning behind the 
article is to establish a set of rates 
that apply to all developers, rather 
than addressing each on a case-by¬ 
case basis, she added. 

.More affordable housing 

Greater density is allowed when a 
developer makes units available for 
affordable housing, said McCall- 
Taylor. She called the article “a step 
in the right direction,” but not one 
which would drive developers away. 

Under basic inclusionary zoning, 
a developer is allowed a certain den¬ 
sity of units. However, if more units 
are requested by the developer, a 
special permit is required. Through 
the provisions of this article, a certain 
percentage of those additional units

Officials explain 
choices they made

Town Meeting members worked 
through non-money related articles as 
sessions commenced Monday night. 

After unanimously accepting Ar¬ 
ticle one, which relates to approving 
all reports of town officers and the 
Finance Committee, board chairpeo- 
ple presented opening comments and 
reports of their respective boards. 

Board of Selectman Chairman 
Robert Deering cited ac¬ 
complishments made by the board 
over the last year. A program of af¬ 
fordable housing, the establishment 
of an affordable housing trust fund, 
and Woburn Loop negotiations were 
all moving in the right direction, he 
said. 

Winchester is what it is today “as 
a direct result of the character of the 
people,” he said. Deering urged Town 
Meeting members to join together in 
carefully considering articles, and to 
“put forth arguments, but not be 
argumentative.” 


Finance Committee Chairperson 
Lorna Tseckares outlined the process 
by which her committee approached 
budget hearings. After receiving 
reports from department heads, she 
said the committee attempted to set 
a level of available cash which it felt 
it could support. 

Although Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer had reduced the 
available cash fund by $585,000 in his 
proposed budget, Tseckares said the 
committee was uncomfortable with 
that figure. 

Cuts were made “not because we 
felt there was fat [in the budget], but 
because we feel it is fiscally impru¬ 
dent” to reduce available cash to that 
level, said Tseckares. 

Referring to some of the cuts 
made by the committee as “un¬ 
palatable,” Tseckares said “pro¬ 
spects do not seem bright” in the 
budget picture. If the town faces 
unanticipated expenses next year 
similar to those addressed at the Feb. 
29 Special Town Meeting, she ques-

Town lacks youth services

Winchester’s resources for young 
people are seriously inadequate, and 
for many, there is not suffeient sup¬ 
port to enable them to cope during the 
difficult years of adolescence, a 
report by the Task Force on the 
Social/Emotional Needs of High 
School Students suggests. 

The results from a study con¬ 
ducted by the task force at the high 
school reveal a need for a stronger 
youth support system. 

The study highlights four main 
areas of concern: depression and 
suicide, substance abuse, academic 
pressures and family i.ssues. 

According to the report, which w'as

The social studies area at Win¬ 
chester High School will be briefly 
transformed into an international 
forum May 3 at 9:30 a.m. 

High-ranking businessmen and

Parking stuedy shows 
town 352 spaces short

It’s no new news that parking is a 
problem in downtown Winchester. 

The BSC group, which conducted 
a $12,tH)0 study of parking in town, 
presented its findings to a small group 
at a public forum last Wednesday 
night. 

According to Adrienne MacNedl. 
.senior transportation engineer. Win¬ 
chester is 352 spaces short, based on 
demand versus (he number of spaces 
available. 

The group monitored parking on a 
weekday and a Saturday last May. 
The presentation was an updated 
report of a ItiHl study. 

'I'he study divides the downtown 
area into four sections, examines the 
problems within each, and maki's 
recommendations. 

The ideal solution, said MacNeill, 
would be a parking garage. She noti'd 
the liK'ation of the old Purity Supreme 
and its surrounding area a.s the best 
spot for the facility. However, since 


a garage is a more long-term solution, 
she pointed out that increased en¬ 
forcement would be the best short¬ 
term answer. 

“The first step is management of 
the existing supply,” said MacNeill. 
“The existing parking sixices could be 
managed through belter enforce¬ 
ment.” 

MacNeill outlined a number of 
rtrommendations from the report, in¬ 
cluding the development of a meter 
maid program, restriping of public 
lots to provide additonal spaces and 
placing directional signs throughout 
downtown to inform drivers of public 
parking lots. 

“With the meter maid program, 
people are going to be afraid to just 
park where tliey want to," she said. 
.She noted one meter maid could en¬ 
force parking regulations in the entire 
downtown area. 

Police L'. Kenneth Albertelli 
disagreed. He said that one meter 
maid would only be able to patrol the 
area appioximately twice a day.

The town of Winchester has plann¬ 
ed ahead for its retirees and now has 
the option to further its foresight by 
accepting the provisions of a bill 
designed to boost pension funding. 

The Pension Reform Bill of 1987 
and its financial impact on the town 
were discussed at a meeting at the 
Winchester High School auditorium 
last Tuesday night. 

Rep. Kevin Blanchette, chairman 
of the Committee on Public Service, 
explained his bill to a crowd of about 
50 Winchester residents concerned 
with their pension benefits. 

Although the bill was passed at the 
end of the 1987 legislative session, the 
town retains the right to reject the 
bill, adopt it partially or in its entire¬ 
ty. The bill’s purpose is to reform the 
benefit structure, the disability retire¬ 
ment provisions and the funding pro¬ 
grams that make up the public 
employee retirement systems. 

Rep. Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh 
voiced a hearty endorsement of the 
bill. Saltmarsh said the bill would set 
up a payment schedule to fund the un¬ 
funded liability of pensions. He call¬ 
ed the act “a critical piece of 
legislature to you as employees...and 
very far-reaching.” 

Saltmarsh stressed the im¬ 
mediacy of the funding problem, and 
(he lackadaisical “pay-as-you-go” 
system of pension financing, which 
over the last 40 yeare has left the state 
with massive pension debts. The act 
offei*s needs-based state assistance to 
local retirement systems that adopt 
approved funding plans, thus binding 
both state and community to a con¬ 
tractual 15-year agreement. 

Blanchette applauded the Win¬ 
chester Employees’ Labor League for 
its foresight in putting money aside 
for pension financing. Winchester, 
however, is one of only 21 com¬ 
munities in the Commonwealth that 
has provided for this financial drain. 

The unfunded pi'iision liability is 
the difference betwetui benefits earn¬ 
ed and assets put away. This dif¬ 
ference has caused what Blanchette 
(IMease see FEN.SION, page 22)

Winchester, MA 
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MDC seeks open land

The state may help Winchester 
protect some of the few remaining 
parcels of open land within its 
borders, if Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission (MDC) plans arc carried to 
fruition. 

The MIX.' held an open forum last 
Wednesday night at the Winchester 
High School auditorium. The topic of 
discussion was the 1987 Open Space 
Bond, which allocated $50 million to 
the MDC for the acquisition of new 
park land and facilities. 

Citizens were asked to suggest 
areas they felt warranted protection 
by the MDC for natural or historic 
reasons. 

Commissioner William Geary 
stressed that although $50 million 
seems like quite a sum, not all the 
areas named by the citizens could be 


purchased. Geary said the intention 
of the commission was to take all 
commenLs and suggestions under ad¬ 
visement and return to the citizenry 
within six months with definite plans 
for the acquisition process. 

The open forum prompted many 
citizens to take to the ptxlium and 
make their bids to save favorite 
areas. The parcels of land most pro¬ 
minently mentioned by the speakers 
at the forum were the Middlesex 
Fells, Blair Pond, Pinnacle Rock, and 
the Alewife Brook area. 

Resident Malcolm Masters voiced 
concern about policing problems in 
the Middlesex Fells east and south of 
Pinnacle Rock. Trespassers, he said, 
have come close to destroying the 
l)eauty of the area, and the possible 
construction of high-rises on the site 
would threaten the spectacular view. 
Acquisition by the MDC would protect 
the area from any further 


deterioration. 

Geary responded to Master’s plea 
with a plan to provide more on-site 
management of MD(' parks. “That is 
the key to ending the abu.se, return 
ing your usage...Providing better 
maintenance and on-site manage 
ment,” said Geary. 

One Melrose citizen dted the value 
of the Pinnacle Rock area Ixjcause of 
the earthquake fault zone located in 
that vicinity. 

State Sen. Salvatore Albano (D- 
Somerville) of the 2nd Middlesex 
District commented on tlie imi)or 
tance of what he heard at the forum. 
He stressed that he has and will con 
tinue to support conservation 
measures in the Legislature. Albano 
also noted that he “applauds the ef 
forLs” of the commission and hopes to 
see a set of long-term plans put into 
effect for the its acquisitions. 


Casey gears up for rep race

As Democrat Paul Casey heads for 
the campaign trail once again, he’s 
bringing John Polcari along as his 
campaign manager. 

Casey is seeking a seat in the 
Massachusetts House of Represen¬ 
tatives for the second time. The sole 
challenger against incumbent 
Republican Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh in the election two years 
ago, Casey put up a strong fight. 

Polcari has signed on with Casey 
because he believes the latter is more 
than ready for the race this time. 

“Paul has really polished up his 
issues. He’s much more refined,” he 
said. “He has developed as an in¬ 
dividual politically.” 

As Casey looks to hold the Win- 
chester/Stoneham seat, he said he 
sees the role of representative as 
facilitator between the community 
and the commonwealth. 

Casey said he is concerned with 
fiscal responsibility, and added he is 
“very familiar with the intricacies as 
well as nuances that comprise 
revenue.” 

At the forefront, said Casey, is the 
question of whether or not Proposition 
2>/2 should be overriden. If not, he 
said, it is important to decide “how 
we are going to stretch the dollar.” 

Casey advocates a stricter line- 
item budget for the state. 

“It doesn’t take a rocket scientist 
to say, 'Let’s increase revenue,’ ” 
said Casey. “The trick really comes 
to more bang for the buck.” 

As for other issues, Casey said he 


thinks there will be continued interest 
in the Woburn Loop and affordable 
housing. 

In running Casey’s campaign, 
Polcari plans to use grassroots 
tactics. 

“Grassroots is everything, and if 
you don’t get in touch with the people, 
(your campaign 1 is nothing,” said 
Polcari. 

Getting In touch with the people is 
just what Casey said he intends to do, 
with plans to launch a door-to-door 
campaign in May. 

“It is important to have a .sense of 
the community,” said Casey. Having 
lived in Winchester all his life, Casey 
said he feels he can gauge “the heart¬ 
beat of the community.” 

Polcari calls Casey “the only can¬ 
didate with political credibility,” due 
to his experience on the campaign 
trail. 

In the Isat election. Polcari was 
chairman of Saltmarsh’s campaign. 
Two years later, he has jumped back 
to the Democratic side. 

When asked his reasons for swit¬ 
ching sides, Polcari said he himself 
is a Democrat. Having worked on 
numerous campaigns both locally and 
nationally, including those of Gary 
Hart and Sen. Alan Cranston, he said 
he strongly supports the Democratic 
party. In addition, he said, “the odds 
are in favor of a Democrat winning 
the seat.” 

Because Saltmarsh was a personal 
friend, and “had done so much for the 
community,” Polcari decided to join 
the former’s campaign crew when he 
was approached by the represen¬ 


tative. 

Polcari has been Involved in 
politics for some time, and as a result, 
said he knows many of the players in 
volved. 

As campaign chairman, he noted 
he is trying to “get off a lot of different 
messages” about Casey, and he said 
he believes Casey will be Winchester 
and Stoneham’s next repre.sentative 
in the Statehouse. 

“Paul has got a tremendous 
amount of presence in Stoneham and 
a lot of presence in Winchester,” said 
Polcari. “I think I made the right 
choice” in deciding to join his cam¬ 
paign, he added. 

Polcari said given his political 
knowledge, the other candidates 
should beware of the Casey 
campaign. 

“I care a lot about the communi¬ 
ty and I don’t take this decision light¬ 
ly," he said. “I don’t think (the other 
candidates 1 should take my presence 
lightly.” 

Currently employed by American 
Express, Polcari spends some of his 
free time talking to young children 
about learning disabilities. Dislexic 
himself, Polcari said he feels children 
should reach out for help. 

As a special-needs advocate, 
Polcari speaks to school groups with 
a basic message. 

“I tell them they are special peo¬ 
ple, and that they have to deal with 
the realities of life. We all have to face 
challenges,” he said. 

“I like take on challenges. This 
[campaign] is just another challenge 
I want to take on.”

Adjustments to pressures 

Some people just know how to adapt when the circumstances 
warrant it. 

Take my buddy, CJreg. for example, ^’ears ago. when I first met 
him. he was an itinerant hum. hanging out, staying in shape and 
living off his girlfriend. 

His girlfriend was a designer of fancy clothes and made lots 
of dough, plenty for both of them. Hut in the quixotic logic of 
American feminism, she was not content to have him cook and 
clean and putter around among his pile of rusty treasures in the 
garage, a trove that contained enough bicycle parts to put half of 
rhina on two wheels if only any of them matclied. 

No. she resented his blissful trips to the dump to reclaim that 
which others deemed discardable. She told him, “You better get 
a job. buddy boy. and fast!" 

To the outside observer, these words might seem harsh and 
disturbing, but no one may be the judge of the mysterious dynamics 
of a given couple. 

Greg possessed, among other assests like the health of a lion 
and a vivid imagination, a Harvard degree. Such a fine education 
had taught him that only fools strap themselves into a five-piece 
suits and sit in climatrol environments to fiddle with meaningless 
pieces of paper concocted by other fools. 

However, under fire from his lady, he reluctantly joined the 
work force. 

first, because his employment l ecord was. how shall we say. 
“spotty." he took a job as a laborer, drilling holes in houses and 
blasting cellulose particles in there to retard heat loss. This job 
was not too bad. Cellulose is organic; it’s made out of wood. And 
he was helping the environment by reducing the need to burn fossil 
fuels. 

It was hard work. He got dirty and sweaty, especially in those 
suffocating attics in the middle of summer, but because of his 
lx)undless energy, he eventually became the crew foreman. He was 
still making less than half what his girlfriend did. 

.After a while he got out of the worst of it by becoming a 
salesman of home energy products, a booming business during the 
oil crisis of the ’70s. 

He complained about how stupid management was and it finally 
proved him right by destroying the business right underneath him 
even as he rode it on to victory. 

At that point he started selling pre-fabricated homes for another 
company that also went belly up. 

By now. Greg had proved he was a salesman and managed to 
move into a “clean ” business: selling mortgages. 

Back in the good old days, there was no need for mortgage 
salesmen. If you bought a home, you just went to a bank, filled 
out some forms and. if you were reasonably solvent, obtained a 
mortgage. But like the rest of the real estate business, as the bucks 
got bigger, the competition got fiercer and suddenly choosing a 
mortgage was like doing your taxes, and mortgage salesmen turn¬ 
ed up like accountants to steer clients through the morass for a fee. 

Those fees were pretty hefty, too. Once he had built his business 
up, Greg was making enough to bring on paroxysms of jealousy 
in most real estate brokers. 

“It’s like stealing." he said. With a phone call he could make 
$3,000. And when the fish were running, his bucket overflowed on¬ 
to the banks of the golden river. 

Never mind that his ex-girlfriend was making millions as a part¬ 
ner in a fashion empire with her new husband, Greg had caught 
the fever. 

He traded in his old junker with the Vermont plates for a Saab 
Turbo. He began to collect unreal quanities of new. high-tech equip¬ 
ment : cameras, skis, bicycles, video. He even had a device for the 
lazy contractor to take sonar room measurements. 

But his pride and joy were his communications devices. Greg 
had figured out that making the sale was entirely a matter of repon¬ 
ding quickly to the client’s summons, and if he made one additional 
sale a month as a result of his complex apparatus, the whole thing 
paid for itself. 

The main elements of his system were a portable telephone and 
a pager. The telephone sat in his car most of the time, but could 
be hooked up to a portable battery pack. 

The pager could be rung by his office, which could send an 
alphanumeric message like, “Call Peter Jones at 778-88«9,’’ or a 
client could page him directly with a numeric message like, 
“7788889." 

In addition, he had an answering machine at home and a com¬ 
plex phone system at the office, several secretaries and an answer¬ 
ing service. For a few hundred dollars a month, Greg was wired 
for sound. 

Like all good carnivores, Greg didn’t like to work too hard, but 
knew when to close in for the kill. He minimized his handling of 
informational calls, but preyed upon mortgage seekers who had 
already spoken to several salesmen and knew what they wanted. 
Thus, he could literally close a deal in a few minutes. 

The evolution of Greg led him to a strange combination of 
freedom and slavery. While his communications system allowed 
him access to everyone at the touch of a button, everyone also had 
access to him. He no longer had any excuse whatsoever for being 
unavailable. But his leash was long. 

Witness Greg on his bicycle as he pedals along in the sun while 
others labor under neon skies. His beeper beeps, he pulls over and 
reaches into a saddlebag for his portable phone. “Hello. Mr. Jones? 
Yes, 1 think we can get you a competitive rate..." “Hello, Sandy, 
what are 30-year variables going for..."

Water problems 
should be solved 
befoi'e building 

ro nil-: Kiirroit; 

We ask Town Meeting Members’ 
support of Article 28 lor the following 
reasons. 

1. In February, the Woburn Loop 
Advisory Committee held a hearing 
with residents of Precinct 8 to assess 
their opinions of the development 
plans put forth by the town for the 
Woburn Loop. 

At that meeting the residents of 
North Main Street .section of Precinct 
8 (particularly Russell Hoad, 
Sheridan Circle. Main Street, Hock 
Avenue, Shepard C’ourt) reported 
serious problems with water pressure 
and deteriorating w'ater quality. 

For many homes on Russell Hoad 
and Sheridan Circle, the water 
pressure readings are only 32 psi 
(barely adequate). 

Although the selectmen promised 
the residents, these problems would 
lx* addressed Ix'fore any new develojv 
ment took place on the Woburn Uxip, 
to date nothing has been done. 

It is critical that the town’s plans 
for future development of the Woburn 
Loop to stopped until the water 
pressure and quality problems in 
Precinct 8 are properly studied, and 
appropriate actions taken to correct 
them. 

'I'o add new development to this 
area of town, the Hii.ssodevelopment 
(24 housing unitsi, the Ferrari 
development (28 housing units) and 
the Itu.ssell Hill project (20.(X)().sq. ft. 
office bldg.» without solving the water 
problems first, is wrong. 


Precinct 8 has Ixrrne more than its 
fair share of development in the last 
few years. Now the time has come for 
the town to addre.ss the problems in 
this area of town before they get out 
of hand. 

2. Under Article 28. we are asking 
that the following steps be taken to 
correct the water pressure and quali¬ 
ty problems we described. 

a) For the town to provide .$7,ritM) 
for new' valves (ID) in order to 
separate our existing low pressure 
water system from the proposed new 
high pressure water system from 
Bear Hill. Stoneham. 

b) For the town to replace old 
water pipes in Russell Hoad. Cost; 
$I)8,(M)0. 

c) For the town to clean and line 
all unlined pipes in the Sand Banks 
section of North Fnd. Cost: $50().tM)D 
for l().:i()0 feet. 

The total cost would lx* $r)75,.'j(M). 

Funding is proposed from a Water 
Department Fnterpri.se Fund Bond 
Issue.

Let’s take a look at substance 
abuse in our own back yard 


Taxpayer group 
slams ‘back 
'door politics’ 

TO THK KDITOK: 

Members of the Winchester Tax¬ 
payers Association attended the 
public hearing on the warrant articles 
for Town Meeting Tuesday evening 
April 26. We are writing this letter to 
all citizens of Winchester to inform 
you that Articles 8,9,10 are an attempt 
to override Proposition with a 
$1,875,000 lx)nd outside of the tax levy 
and to express our concerns that this 
is the beginning of a disastrous finan¬ 
cial scenario for our town. 

First, we strongly object to the 
timing of the public hearing and to the 
fact that the town was not notified 
about this important issue. 1) The 
public hearing was held only one 
week before the start of Town 
Meeting during school vacation week 
when many townspeople are not 
available. This is certainly an unfair 
way to inform the public and is 
another example of poor planning on 
the part of the town manager. 2) The 
finance committee recommendation 
was not available at the public hear¬ 
ing. 3) No mention of a debt service 
override is made in the article as writ¬ 
ten or in the booklet mailed to the 
citizens of Winchester. This fact has 
lx?en hidden from the public. 

Secondly, this is a major change 
in policy for Winchester. In the past, 
the town has had only one bonded debt 
at a time and when that expired, 
another major capital project was 
iKJgun. Presently the town has a $6 
million bond for the Town Hall 
restoration with an additional 
$1,875,000 being requested by these ar¬ 
ticles. Also, the town manager wants 
the Town Meeting to appropriate the 
money for these projects nrst, than 
ask the selectmen to vote to put it in 
the ballot, then have a referendum 
question on a ballot for the citizens to 
vote on. This is the reverse of the nor¬ 
mal procedure. 


Is Winchester now using back door 
politics, passing the buck and respon¬ 
sibility away from the town 
manager? Is this the way we want our 
government run, constantly over¬ 
riding Prop Vk in a deceiving man¬ 
ner to the taxpayer? Will this require 
a special election before the town 
budget can be finalized for July 1? It 
is frightening to think that this could 
be the normal process for all future 
capital projects in Winchester. 

There are many concerns that 
must be addressed. A bonded debt 
costs the taxpayers much more in the 
long run than if the town paid for the 
work as it could afford it because of 
interest. It is like a mortgage. All pro¬ 
jects done in this manner will in¬ 
crease the tax rate. Also, how much 
debt is the town expected to handle? 
What is the limit Winchester can bor¬ 
row? Winchester should only borrow 
for projects that are absolutely 
necessary, otherwise we risk being 
over our debt limit very soon. 

We must distinguish between our 
wants and out needs. What is the 
urgency of doing the work described 
in these articles? Article 9, which 
seeks to appropriate $1.25 million for 
the reconstruction of Skillings Field, 
is only the start of an $11 million 
playfield proposal. That much money 
could be Ixitter spent in many other 
ways. 

Clearly, poor management has 
brought Winchester to this financial 
state. Why wasn’t the $6 million Town 
Hall restoration bond put to the 
voters? Where is the leadership we 
expect from the Selectmen and the 
town manager? We need a prioritiz¬ 
ed list of future projects to have a 
clear view of only what is essential to 
maintain the quality of life in Win¬ 
chester. We strongly urge all 
townspeople to contact their 
representative Town Meeting 
members now to tell them to vote 
against these articles before it’s too 
late.

Several months ago, the High 
School Parent Committee hosted a 
symposium entitled “Growing Up in 
Winchester’’ at the Junior High 
School. 

More than 100 concerned parents 
attended this forum, which featured 
a panel of experts familiar with pat¬ 
terns of behavior relating to our 
area’s youth. The primary objective 
of the program was to examine the 
“quality of life’’ of our “local 
adolescents.’’ For guidance in this 
endeavor, the panel relied heavily on 
the results of last year’s survey, 
which was conducted at the high 
school and recently published by its 
authors, Drs. Janet Seide and Harry 
Barkow. 

Substance abuse was one of the 
four major areas addressed in the 
survey. Among other findings, 
Barkow and Seide reported to their 
audience at McCall that 30 percent of 
the students questioned (770 rc*spond- 
ed to the survey) admitted to using 
“illegal drugs.’’ It is important to note 
that for purposes of the survey, ques¬ 
tions concerning alcohol abuse were 
considered separately from the 
category concerning “illegal drugs.” 

As a community, we should not on¬ 
ly be concerned with this statistic 
itself but also with the reaction to its 
publication. First, the statistic. Near¬ 
ly one out of three high school 
students who responded to the ques¬ 
tions relating to substance abuse said 
that they use illegal drugs. This ratio 
includes “frequent” and “infrequent” 
drug use. Is there any reason to 
believe that this number differs from 
the proportions in similar 
Massachusetts communities? Judg¬ 
ing from my current observations as 
a prosecutor in Middlesex County, 
probably not. Should we care then? 
Absolutely! 

The reasons we should care are 
three-fold. First, we should care 
because the one out of three figure 
represents a large number of high 
school students (somewhere around 
250) and seems to indicate the ex¬ 


istence of a significant drug problem 
in Winchester. Second, we should care 
because our high school kids should 
know better. 

For removed from those past 
decades of naive experminational and 
misdirected rebelliousness, today’s 
youth have been specifically educated 
as the consequences of drug abuse. 
Here in Winchester, where it is fair to 
assume that our youth are amongst 
the better informed elements of the 
overall student population, students 
have been consistently exposed to a 
national campaign against drugs 
(“Just Say No”). 

Additionally, for several years our 
local adolescents have had the added 
Ijenefit of an aggressive and broad- 
reaching drug and alcohol peer¬ 
teaching program, which is built in¬ 
to their high school curricullum. 

Also, within recent memory most 
juniors and seniors were confronted 
with the highly publicized cocaine 
deaths of athletes Len Bias and Don 
Hodgers, and they are likely today to 
preceive the over-due shift toward the 
deglamorization of narcotic abuse 
and accompanying anti-drug ac¬ 
tivism on the part of the entertain¬ 
ment industry. 

Third, we should care because of 
the multipicity of dangers connected 
with the high incidence of drug use in 
our community. Leaving aside the ob¬ 
vious costs of addiction, immediate 
examples of some of the risks involv¬ 
ed for local teenagers who use drugs 
can be seen in two of the area’s more 
popular illegal substances: mari¬ 
juana and cocaine. 

With marijuana, recent tests have 
shown a direct link between mari¬ 
juana use and lung cancer, while with 
cocaine the risks are even greater. 
Because of a regional cocaine glut on 
the local market dealers are 
“stepping-on” or “cutting” the drug 
at less frequent intervals. As a result, 
the levels of purity in available co¬ 
caine are so high that unsuspecting 
and inexperienced users are gambl¬ 
ing with their very lives in purchas¬ 
ing the substance. 

During the McCall symposium, 
the audience was invited to question 


members of the panel. Participation 
was lively and intelligent, and, as 
with the preceding discassion, focus¬ 
ed on the results of the survey. 

Amazingly, however, not one of 
these queLsions addressed the fin¬ 
dings concerning substance abuse. In¬ 
stead, the bulk of questions were 
directed toward the subject of paren¬ 
tal and peer pressures relating to col¬ 
lege admissions. Therefore, it is also 
important to focus upon our reaction 
to publication of the statistic. 

Why was there a lack of response 
to this disturbing statistic? Clearly, 
the parents attending the symposium 
were concerned, otherwise they 
would not have been there to begin 
with. My guesses as the reasons 
behind the inattention to this subject 
are, again, three-fold: first, there is 
the shared belief that “it can’t be my 
child” ; second, there is thepolyanna- 
ish hope that the problem will go 
away of its own accord; third, there 
is the stubborn misconception that 
drug use in Wnchester is simply 
“recreational.” 

The fallacy in the first proposition 
is easy to spot. If one out of three kids 
admit to using “illegal drugs,’’ 
chances are fair that one of these 
children is your own. If not, chances 
are even more likely that your child 
associates with someone who does use 
drugs. 

As to the second proposition, ex¬ 
perience elsewhere has shown that 
the problem will not go away on its 
own. Because of long periods of na¬ 
tional inattention and indulgence, 
American drug abuse has risen to 
crisis proportions. Today, such cities 
as Miami and Los Angeles are in vir¬ 
tual states of siege. 

While a prosecutor in Manhattan, 

I saw first-hand the crippling impact 
of a narcotic problem too long ig¬ 
nored. I would estimate from my ex¬ 
periences that at least 85 percent of 
all crimes committed in that city are 
drug related (a recent study puts the 
national figure at least 70 percent) 
and it is clear that the entire quality 
of life in New York is affected as con¬ 
sequence. 

As extreme as these examples 


may l^e, they demonstrate that once 
it takes root, the drug problem will 
not go away if ignored. If anything, 
our lack f response to the substance 
abuse statistic may encourage a 
similar proliferation in drug use here, 
especially given the relative af¬ 
fluence, freedom and mobility of our 
adolsecents. 

With regard to the third prooposi- 
tion, we mu.st understand that there 
is no such thing as “recreational” 
drug use. A drug such as cocaine 
draws no distinction between the 
casual or expeience user for either, 
the slightest misjudgemnt can mean 
instant death. 

Also, youthful appetites and delu 
sions of immortality are perfectly 
succeptible to the addictive properties 
of many of the drugs available on the 
local market, despite the slightest ex¬ 
posure. Above all, however, we must 
realize that any monies spent on nar¬ 
cotics, even by the most infrequent of 
users, represents a contribution to a 
sprawling industry that is based on 
exploitation, corruption, criminality 
and murder. 

What, then, can we do as a com¬ 
munity? As recognition of any pro¬ 
blem is a significant step along the 
road to resolution, we miLst admit that 
we do have a drug problem here in 
Winchester. This done, we cannot 
retreat into self-satisfied complacen¬ 
cy. Rather, we must band together 
and support tough and agressive anti¬ 
drug initiatives, such as increased 
penalties, construction of additional 
jails and treatment facilities, ear¬ 
marking larger sums for law enforce¬ 
ment, international sanctions, educa¬ 
tional funding, and social and peer 
pressure, to name a few. 

It is time for us to wake up and act 
responsibly because, like it or not. for 
some time now we’ve been at war, 
and, quite frankly, so far we’ve been 
losing.

Tennis players sit 
passively on sideline

Where are all the Winchester ten¬ 
nis players? Not one tennis player, or 
tennis fan for that matter, sent a let¬ 
ter to the Sta;- last week to react to the 
selectmen’s vote to increase fees for 
use of Packer Courts. 

The increased fee is substantial 
and deemed necessary not just for 
higher maintenance costs. The 
selecmen indicated that 65 percent of 
the increase would go to the town’s 
general fund. Is there total agreement 
with this decision, or have even the 
most enthusiastic tennis players ac¬ 
cepted this small measure of dealing 
with the town’s budget problems 
without a whimper? 

The town has always charged for 
a tennis pass, but the charge has been 
marginal. The marginal fee is 
necessary to cover maintenance of 
the courts, and is indicative of a fair 
user fee for an activity with access for 
all of the town’s citizens. Not 
everyone in town plays tennis — that 
is obvious — but enough people play 
to establish Winchester’s reputation 
a*s a great tennis town. There have 
always been eager players waiting to

pick up a game at Packer Courts. 
Players volunteer their time to 
organize tournaments and league 
play for any Winchester resident who 
has the interest and expertise. Our 
young people participate in town 
clinics, for which there has been a 
small charge, and tournaments. 

So now, why should the Board of 
Selectmen decide to add on to the cost 
of a tennis pass in Winchester? Is it 
because the tennis playing and in¬ 
terest level is so high that the fee is 
a “sure bet” as far as revenue is con¬ 
cerned? That is the precise reason not 
to increase the tennis fees. Why 
penalize a successful program with 
unnecessarily high user fees? The 
fees for the use of Packer Courts 
should be increased only if the 
maintenance cost for the courts has 
increased — not because the general 
fund is deficient. 

Outdoor tennis season is about to 
begin, and the idea of increasing the 
Packer Court fee is outrageous. Ten¬ 
nis players should wake up and in¬ 
dicate their responses to this issue. 
The selectmen cannot be allowed to 
“serve and volley” an increase while 
the players stand at the service line 
and watch the cross court pass.

Latin’s a great language; I’d 
recommend it to anyone. 

I first heard about Latin in hair- 
raising tales around the dinner table: 
my whole family had taken it since in¬ 
fancy, gone to a Latin SCHOOL, if you 
please, grades 7 through 12. My mom 
described six years of solid stress 
there, swore that over the door a 
Latin motto read They Shall Not 
Pass, told of the grim Headmaster 
who at the end of each assembly said, 
“Throw up the windows and pass 
out!” which she for one was about 
ready to do most of the time. 

Her sister felt another way ; be¬ 
came in fact a teacher of Latin; and 
so helped and encouraged me, at the 
tender age of 12, when I started to 
study it. 

The thing was, I like it; like the 
way you skimmed along to the end of 
the sentence to find the verb, then 
worked your way back through the 
skein of words, braiding out meaning 
one strand at a time; liked the tickle 
you felt in your head moments before 


it came clear, like the one you have 
seconds before sneezing (here it 
comes! here it comes!!). I was good 
at Latin, is the thing, and thought of 
it as something I could really DO, in 
the way one guy can do card tricks 
and another can whistle through his 
nose. 

So I told a young friend who’s tak¬ 
ing it this year and finding it hard: 
“Latin. Yessir, am I good in Latin. 
Help you ri^t out. Gimme the book. ’’ 

Now Latin books have not chang¬ 
ed much in 3(X) years. This one was 
published about 1850. I looked for 
signs of suffering in the margins: sure 
enough, here was the word “odious” 
pencilled onto the flyleaf. Here too 
were Romulus and Remus, those 
muscular and improbable babies, 
drinking milk from the she-wolf; here 
the same busts of guys with their 
noses rubbed off; of Roman ladies 
with blank and empty eyes. 

I glanced quickly through the 
grammar sections, brushing up on 
Ablatives and Genitives, on Vocatives 
and Locatives, all sounding now like 


various sorts of medical emergencies. 
I recalled how those crafty Romans 
made one word stand for many; how 
whole phrases were “understood,” as 
the teacher told us, so that “Non fui?” 
really meant “Did not arms yield to 
the toga when I was consul?” 

Then I was set to go. We began 
with Sentence One. “Ama finitum,” 
it said. 

“Well now,” I began, “at first you 
might think this is slang in a southern 
dialect, meaning ‘I’m-a finished.’ But 
‘amo,’ as we all know, means ‘love.’ 
‘Finitum’ means ‘end’ or, more spe¬ 
cifically, ‘bottom.’ So the sentence 
means, more or less, ‘I love your ass’ 
and so is slang after all.” 

My pupil looked dubious. “It says 
in the back here that finitus means 
‘neighbor,’ ” he said. “I think the 
phrase might mean ‘Love thy 
neighbor.’ ” 

But now there was no stopping me. 

I moved on, gaining in insight and 
confidence. I amazed even myself. 

“You’ve heard of ‘Sic Transit 
Gloria Mundi?’ That’s been said to 


mean ‘Gloria got sick on the bus Mon¬ 
day.’ Just look hard and tlie meaning.s 
will come.” I translated freely: 

“ ‘ Nota bene:' *no> so good,’ like 
when someone asks ow you feel. 
‘Ibid,’ ‘Loc cit’ and ‘Op cit’ all mean 
‘boy am I sick of writing this paper.’ 
‘Ante Bellum’ means ‘before your 
tummy,’ in other words the stuff you 
pass on the way there (your chest and 
all). ‘Ad Infinitum:’ “til forever.’ ‘Ad 
Nauseam:’ “til you throw up.’ ‘Ad 
Hoc:’ “til you want to spit on the 
floor.’ And ‘Habeas Corpus’ means 
‘Have you got a body!’ and is useful 
in clubs and singles situations.. ” 

My friend said he thought his 
mother was calling him. 

Cervantes wrote once tliat reading 
a work in translation is like looking at 
the wrong side of a piece of tapestry. 
Well maybe HIS translations were 
like that, but me, I have a feel for 
languages, and this one especially. 
You n^ help with any Latin, you 
just call me and ask. No Problemo. I 
love its little finitum.

Green and mountainous, dotted with 
bright tropical flowers. Vietnam is a 
scenic country. Wide sandy beaches 
with high surf stretch along the South 
China Sea. 

It's true there are No Man’s Uands 
once planted with “American Grass" 
This seed was sprayed from 
helicopters and grew to be alwut 3 
meters high. When dried out it was 
burned. In the ashes footprints of the 
Vietcong could lx* detected. 

These sites are still quite barren, 
but new growth is slowly coming in. 

Vietnam, closed to tourism for 30 
years, was again opened to American 
visitors in 1987. All one country now. 
witJi North and South united, trips are 
offered by such travel companies as 
Lindblad in Westport. Conn,, and 
Travcoa in Newport Beach. Cal. 
These can also be booked through any 
local agency. 

From the Mekong Delta in the 
south to the Chinese border in the 
north. Vietnam is about 1000 miles 
long. At the present time perhaps the 
main reason people visit from the 
States is curiosity. Most saw the war 
vividly portrayed on television, writ¬ 
ten about in newspapers, or were sta¬ 
tioned there themselves and wonder 
what conditions are like now. 

They want to know the attitudes of 
the citizens towards us. the present 
condition of the countryside, and hope 
to see some Amerasian children. 

Also many historical attractions 


are there. The old city of Hue contains 
the Citadel, an impt'rial city on the 
north side of the Perfume Hiver. Here 
the Kmperor would appear on impor¬ 
tant occasions. 

Hanoi has spacious houses built by 
the French, and wide tree-lined 
boulevards. It also features the tomb 
of Ho Chi Minh, who lies there on the 
top floor of his mausoleum to lx? view¬ 
ed in a glass covered cofin. 

Museums, palaces and pagodas 
prevailed in the larger cities. In the 
various war museums there were 
some rather gruesome displays titl¬ 
ed “Crimes committed by the 
Americans against the Vietnamese ” 

We had our private thoughts, but 
made no comments out loud. 

Our group of 12 Americans flew 
from Bangkok to Hanoi in the north, 
the present capital. From there we 
continued to Hue. Da Nang and Ho 
Chi Minh City (formerly Saigon). 

It was there that we saw our only 
Amerasians and they were in their 
late teens. Others, I suppose, are 
adults and have found their own way 
of life either here or in other coutries. 
Of course there must have been some 
in other cities that we did not see. 

This group of teenagers hung 
around one of the large tourist hotels. 
Although a doorman kept them away 
from the entrance, they would lurk 
around the corner of the*building and 
plead for money. One boy was quite 
black, the other boys and girls a mix¬ 
ture of white and Vietnamese. They 
appeared to have no homes but lived

Vietnam today is about the way 
the People’s Republic of China was 10 
years ago — welcoming tourists but 
not yet ready for them. 

We had local guides in each city 
and not all were really fluent in 
English. Although they tried to 
answer questions, they did not always 
understand them. 

And the buildings we visited, such 
as the various museums, were not 
necessarily open when scheduled. 

Hotels were merely adequate, but 
usually clean. From time to time elec¬ 
tricity and water might go off. We 
never knew exactly why, but waited 
patiently for it to return. We were not 
a complaining group but wanted to 
see Vietnam as it is today. 

Lamps in some hotel rooms pro¬ 
bably had not worked in months. 


Some could not be turned on at all, but 
would mysteriously light up in the 
middle of the night. 

In our hotel in Hue the restaurant 
where we ate 3 meals a day was on 
the top floor. Although there was no 
elevator, it did have a beautiful view 
of the winding Perfume River. 

Children were grouped 
everywhere. All the time I was in 
Vietnam I never saw a child with a 
toy, or playing at all. To me it seem¬ 
ed they could have had fun without 
toys and played games such as hide 
and seek or hopscotch. Stones can be 
used to build little structures. A stick 
will make designes in the dirt. 

But these children just stood and 
stared — at us, at each other, al 
bicycles passing them on the road. 
Since they go to school in two different 
shifts, there always are some al 


home. And they had learned to Ix'g for 
money, gum, candy or anything else 
we might have. 

Mothers picked lice from 
childrens’ hair in various public 
places, including the entrance dfxir to 
the Historical Museum in Ho Chi 
Minh City. 

But there are many positive |X)inLs 
about Vietnam and a visit there is 
well worthwhile for the adventurous 
traveler. 

All of our food, eaten with 
chopsticks, was plentiful and con¬ 
sisted of several main dishes, as well 
as rice and soup, even for breakfast. 
Peeled fresh tree-ripened fruit was 
served for dessert. Bananas were 
usually offered at all meals. 

There are souvenir shops with 
very inexpensive handcrafted ar¬ 
ticles. In a lacquerware factory, for 


instance, a fiv- inch vase inlaid witli 
mother-of-pearl could be purchase^ 
for $2. 

According to information on the 
last page of an American passport 
the importation of goods from Viet 
nam is prohibited except for thosb 
with a value of $100 or less. ; 

As I traveled through this postwa^ 
land, observing the improvements, il 
thought of the ancient prophec^ 
predicting that people some day may 
beat their swords into plowshares.: 

In F’ebruary of 1988 a new road ha^l 
been opened over parts of the former 
U.S. airbase. 

And near Hanoi it’s hard to see the 
holes that once were gaping bomb 
craters. They are being filled and 
gradually becoming piart of the green 
fertile rice paddies. 


Restored building to house two stores

lease. 

“This is an opportunity for me to 
put a whole now look on the store. 
We’ll have a whole new layout and 
color scheme. It is an opportunity to 
change our style and improve the way 
we service our customers,” said 
Malcolm.

The parents enjoyed an emotional 
musical presentation during Open 
House with the singing of old-time 
songs about the south and patriotic 
melodies. 

Donlon attends 
control theory 
seminar 

Recently. JoAnne Donlon. 
resource room teacher at Lincoln 
School, attended a seminar on control 
theory, presented by Dr. William 
Glasser. 

For one hour of the day-long 
seminar, along with Glasser. was a 
panel of six typical, yet diversified 
high school students who shared their 
school and personal life experiences 
with the audience. Although each had 
unique feelings, thoughts, successes 
and failures about many issues, they 
all agreed that school is hard for 
many students. Glasser and the 
students explained that although we 
know students have different abilities, 
the adult world demands that they all 
be taught the same general cur¬ 
riculum in the same amount of time 
with at least a “grade level” per¬ 
formance. 

Schools are tryng valiantly to 
reach this goal, but for too many- 


students’ pertormance scores in¬ 
dicate that something is wrong, 
something that spending more time 
on school work will not fix. 

“For many students. '■ Glasser 
stated, “school is an un.'^atisfying ex¬ 
perience because they never seem to 
measure up to others’ exjx'ctations of 
them. The.se students last* setf-estei‘m 
and to prevent a continuing loss they 
begin to choose behaviors that show 
school to be an unimixu tant place. 
They piiy more attention to each other 
than to the teacher and they don't 
work. 

“It is very difficult." Gla.sser said, 
“to teach in a cla.ssroom or school 
when students are choosing those 1 
don’t need school be¬ 
haviors.' ’’ 

Glasser stated that the antidote for 
this condition is for school staffs to in- 
crea.se the real opportunities that 
students have to succml at their lear¬ 
ning tasks and thereby build self¬ 
esteem. 

His control theory is the practical 
knowledge base that helps both stu¬ 
dent and teacher develop success. 
The control theory helps students talk 
about how they are acting, thinking 
and feeling. The theory makes the 
student focus in on present behaviors 
and to see that all behaviors are in 
ternally motivated, purposeful, flex 
ible and creative. From Glasser's 
theory the student understands why 
and how she Ixhaves and that he/she 
alone make those choices, (.'ontrol 
theory is designed to help the young 
people make g(K)d choices, be healthy, 
and have good self-esteem so that 
each may be in efffective control of 
their lives. 

Glasser is a world renowned 
psychiatrist, author, lecturer and 
educator. He is the author of. Reali 
ty Therapy. .Schools Without I'ailure. 
Control Theory, and Control Theory 
in the Classroom. 

Mrs. Donlon thought the seminar 
was a positive experience, reflecting 
and reinforcing the strategics and 
techniques utilized in the educational 
philopsophy of the Winchester school 
system which recognizes individual 
differences and abilities while 
developing, sound skills and strong 
self-esteem.

BOOK OF THE WEEK 


Barbara Wood’s new novel “Green 
City in the Sun’’ is a family saga set 
in turbulent 20th centur\' Kenya. The 
story opens in the present, with Dr 
Deborah Treverton’s return to her 
native Kenya. She gradually learns 
the truth about her ancestry and 
unearths three generations of family 
history. Through flashbacks we learn 
how Deborah’s family came to live in 
East Africa; about her Aunt Grace’s 
astablishment of a medical mission in 
Kenya 68 years earlier ; and aliout her 
grandfather’s sexual indiscretions. 

Deborah’s grandfather. Lord 
Valentine Treverton, and his sister 
Di'. Grace Treverton represent two 
very different aspects of the white 
British settler in East Africa. Lord 
Treverton is arrogantly ignorant of 
the ancient traditions of the natives 
who he employs lo larm his coffee 


plantation. Ultimately his lack of sen¬ 
sitivity brings tragedy to his family. 

Dr. Grace Treverton, a pioneering 
physician, attempts to give something 
back lo her adopted country by 
establishing a mission clinic with 
modern medical facilities. 

The events of the novel take place 
during Kenya’s fierce struggle for in¬ 
dependence and its determination to 
shake off the European influence. 
Wood interweaves these major events 
in Kenya’s history with domestic 
details and social nuances to create 
an epic tale of pride, passion and 
revenge.

Jenks Grandpals and pupils 
share brown-bag luncheon

The team teachers of the fifth and 
sixth grades at the Lynch Elementary 
School initiated an intergenerational 
Grandpals Project in 1986 to assist 
pupils in developing good letter¬ 
writing techniques as they shared 
ideas with the ciders of the town. 

Importantly, also, was the friend¬ 
ly relationships that developed bet¬ 
ween the 10- and 11-year-olds and the 
seniors during the exchanges of let¬ 
ters and face-to-face meetings at a 
luncheon and reception. 

When teachers asked children if 
they would enjoy continuing the pro¬ 
ject. there was a resounding answer 
of “Yes! ” Thus, the program is again 
in operation during the spring of 1988. 

Sixty elders, men and women, 
signed up to participate inthe in¬ 
tergenerational exchange, providing 
one senior per pupil. In late February, 
Lynch School fifth- and sixth-graders 
were each given the name of a Jenks 
senior for a Grandpal. A letter of in¬ 
troduction was sent by the pupil and 
in many instances, a snapshot was in¬ 
cluded. 

Seniors responded to the letters 
that contained the heartwarming en¬ 
thusiasms of childhood. The one I 
received was delightfully friendly. 
The child asked about my personal in¬ 


terests and hobbies and told me about 
.some of hers. She has traveled exten¬ 
sively, having been born in Ghana, 
lived in England for five years, and 
now is an enthusiastic Winchesterite. 
The world has become small today 
with no place more than a distance of 
some 24 hours of travel by plane. I en¬ 
joyed conversing with this lovely 
child at the “brown bag” luncheon at 
the Lynch School April 27. 

Two letters have been exchanged 
including a survey of opinions of 
seniors concerning their feelings 
about youth and old age. The lun¬ 
cheon provided small group discus¬ 
sions in which participants shared 
responses from the survey following 
the mealtime socializations. 

In early June, the short term pro¬ 
gram of about three months will ter¬ 
minate with a farewell reception at 
the Jenks Senior Center involving 
children and seniors who were 
Grandpals. 

Vicki Cavicchi, Michael Marino, 
Karen Clements and Missy Kaplan, 
the fifth- and sixth-grade teaching 
team, are to be congratulated on help¬ 
ing to improve the flow of written and 
verbal communication erf children by 
motivating them in a very meaningful 
manner. This experience in pur¬ 
poseful learning will be remembered 
for life by each participant, both 
young and old. 


Governor’s Conference 
on Aging 

The sixth annual Governor’s Con¬ 
ference on Aging in Massachusetts 
will take place on May 17 from 9 a.m.

The 
increase in the elderly population in 
Massachusetts means more people 
need care at home. New models of 
home care will be studied in the 
workshop. 

Some 2,000 members of the aging 
network will attend the conference 
celebrating accomplishments and ex¬ 
ploring the challenges that face the 
service providers. There are more 
than one million elders in the state, a 


dynamic force and resource whose 
wisdom and experience bring 
strength and excellence to the Com¬ 
monwealth, where a broad range of 
opportunities for elder residents in 
advocacy, education, health and 
fitness, intergenerational programs, 
community education, community 
projects, and man other services 
benefit the entire community. The 
state has one of the finest and most 
comprehensive elder service delivery 
systems in the nation. 

The conference will explore the 
problems of housing, long-term care, 
health care, worker availability, and 
other areas of concern. Economic, 
and social issues of women as they 
grow older will be discussed in terms 
of changing roles in the family and 
community. The open doors of senior 
centers and increased involvement of 
the communiites with the senior 
centers will be discussed.

formation atwut commercial com¬ 
petitors. 

In the spring of 1986, Gardner, the 
two Kays and a small group of 
Massachusetts businessmen embark¬ 
ed on a self-financed exploratory trip 
to Moscow and Leningrad. They met 
with members of the Soviet Peace 
Committee, economic planners, 
politicians, factory managers and 
workers. TTie group expressed an in¬ 
terest in setting up a long-term ex¬ 
change. 

In the fall of 1987, another group of 
businessmen went again, this time as 
official guests of the Soviet Peace 
Committee with all in-country ex¬ 
penses paid. 

Things had changed quite a bit in 
the intervening year. Perestroika, the 
new policy of economic restructuring, 
had begun to take hold. For the first 
time in Soviet history, factory 
managers faced the prospect of 
meeting the tx)ttom line, workers con¬ 
templated the possibility of being laid 
off for either performance or com¬ 
petitive reasons and economic plan¬ 
ners were all confused about which 
way things should go. 

In addition, the euphoria of 
Glasnost, the freshly-mint^ policy of 
openness, floated like heavy perfume 
in the air. People discussed the Stalin 
years freely in public and criticized 
the shortcomings of Soviet society to 
each other and in the press. Some re¬ 
mained wary of a possible backlash; 
others forged optimistically ahead. 

Now the Soviets are here as guests 
of Bridge.s for Peace. A select group 
of 12 managers and academics are in 
Massachusetts to visit factories and 
Universities and get some idea of how 


we really live. 

1'he Star has organized the forum 
at the high school to allow students a 
chance to see some of the movers and 
shakers of Soviet society up clo.se. 
Four Soviets and five Americans will 
compare financial and personnel 
issues before the young audience. 

Participants will be: Sergei 
Shibaev, .senior lecturer at the In¬ 
stitute of International Relations in 
Moscow and chief of the Scientific 
Center on Intersystem Kconomic 
Relations; Alexandr Chaus, general 
director of Polyaron, an electrical 
device company that employs 20,(KK) 
people; Felix Goryunov, an economic 
observer from “New Times” 
magazine, a Moscow-based monthly;

would be earmarked for affordable 
housing, .said McCall Taylor. 

There was some question as to 
whether greater densities are allow¬ 
ed on the east side than west side, but 
McCall Taylor pointed out each area 
is zoned differently, which accounts 
for the variation. 

Town Meeting passed the measure 
1.33-19 by a standing vote. 

Article 26, a citizen’s petition rais¬ 
ed by Michael Saraco, et al, would 
make it easier for voters to overturn 
Town Meeting decisions. It would 
eliminate the 20-percent turnout re¬ 
quirement for referendum votes in 
such cases. 

Saraco requested the article be 
postponed to time certain, since he 
was unable to provide Town Meeting 
members with printed material due 


to an event “costly to me and my 
car,’’ he said. 

However, Chairman of the 
(lovernment Regulations (’ommittee 
Noreen Arcari requested the article 
be postponed indefinitely. 

More lime needed 

Arcari said in order to properly 
address the matter, the committee 
needs more time to conduct public 
and proper hearings. She .said Saraco 
submitted the article in late 
February, which did not allow enough 
time for the committee to fully in¬ 
vestigate the matter. 

If the article is to be considered, 
she said, it “deserves your adequate 
time and study and our committee’s 
adequate time and study.’’ 

Saraco said due to circumstances 
beyond his control, he was unable to 
provide Town Meeting members with 
printed information and therefore

“I would not consider that a step 
up in enforcement,’’ he said. In addi¬ 
tion, he contended, increasing en¬ 
forcement is “not always a great 
thing.’’ If regulations were enforced 
too strictly, people might chose not to 
shop downtown lor fear of getting a 
ticket for slight violations, he said. 

MacNeill said while the goal of a 
meter maid would not be to scare 
shoppers from the dowmtown area, it 
is a job which the police departm'^nt 
should not have to handle. 

In addition, she called Shore Road 
an under-utilized parking area 
because “it’s not convenient to walk 
downtown.’’ 

However, the “hot spot’’ of the 
report was the northeast sector, 
which includes Thomp.son Street and 
Converse Place, noted MacNeill. 

“This was the area with the 
highest violations’’ due to high use in 
a highly commercial area, said 
MacNeill. 

Another problem with the Thomp¬ 
son Street area, said The Daisy Shop 
owner Dick Ouellette, is lack of a 
loading zone. 

“It’s very diL'icult in sub-zero 
weather to deliver ti opical plants,” he 
said, asking whom he should address 
on the question of a loading zone. “It’s 
really a horror show trying to make 
deliveries.’’ 

The answer, said MacNeill, may 
be a loading zone in a central location. 

The report indicated much of the 


parking problem can be attributed to 
downtown merchants and their 
employees. TTie increased parking de¬ 
mand has grown out of downtown 
revitalization as well as the increas¬ 
ing commuter traffic i^ "Winchester. 

“There are just too many workers 
downtown. There’s not enough spaces 
for the workers,” said Safety Officer 
Kevin Mawn. “We’re only pushing 
people from one place to another. It’s 
just a vicious circle. ” 

Chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
men Robert Deering suggested 
creating a merchants’ parking lot 

He also pointed out the Selectmen 
are discussing raising fines for park¬ 
ing violations. 

“That decision will be made short¬ 
ly,” he said. 

Chamber of Commerce Executive 
Director Catherine Alexander said 
“there is no doubt that there is a 
tremendous need for parking 
downtown. I think at this point we are 
very ready to try a new program. ’ ’ 

Alexander asked Planning Board 
Chairman Ann McCall-Taylor if the 
board will take a leadership role in 
parking issues. 

“I don’t see us taking a huge 
leadership role,” said McCall-Taylor. 
“In the end, it’s the selectmen who 
have the power to decide and en¬ 
force.” 

Deering said he “would hope [ the 
Planning Board] would review it and 
digest what’s in it and come up with 
a series of recommendations.” 


was unable to present his article Mon¬ 
day night. 

In reference to Arcari s proposal 
for indefinite postponement, he said, 
“In the forty years I’ve been a Town 
Meeting member it’s always been a 
courtesy to a member to postpone to 
time certain” an article which he/she 
has sponsored. 

Articles pass easily 

For the most part, however, ar¬ 
ticles warranted little discussion as 
Town Meeting quickly pas.sed or 
postponed, if requested by the spon¬ 
sor, each matter. 

Article 1, which accepts tow-n of¬ 
ficers and finance committee reports, 
as well as Articles 2, 3 and 7 pa.s.sed 
unanimously. 

Article 2 authorizes the town 
treasurer to borrow money and issue 
notes, while Article 3 allows the 
treasurer to enter into compensating 
balance agreements. Through Article 
7, the town is authorized to u.se state 
funds for road improvements and 
maintenance. 

Town Meeting accepted a finan¬ 
cial contribution by members of the 
family of the late Lucile C. 
McChesney for the library, per Arti¬ 
cle 13, with no discussion. 

Article 23, sponsored by the Plan¬ 
ning Board, seeks to add language to 
the zoning by-law', specifying that 80 
percent of a builldable lot area must 
not be land under w'ater or swamp 
land. The article pa,ssed with no 
dissent. 

Unanimous approval also met Ar¬ 
ticle 27, which grants ordinary 
disability benefits of retirement to the 
widow of the late Richard J. Anselmo, 
former member of the Winchester 
Police Department. 

Indefinite postponement 

Indefinite postponement was 
granted for Articles 12, 20, 21 24 and 
25. 

Maurer said indefinite postpone¬ 
ment was sought on Article 12, which 
provides funding for the installation 
of outside water meters on homes, 
because the state has not completed 
regulations for the release of funds. 
He noted approximately 50 percent of 
the funding is anticipated from the 
state for this project. 

Town Meeting member Sally Kin¬ 
caid asked if water meters were 
available for residents to purchase on 
an individual basis. Maurer said it is 
the town’s responsibility to provide 
and install water meters. He noted it 
is part of this year’s water depart¬ 
ment budget. 


Article 20 would place the police 
chief on the same level as other 
department heads by removing the 
{xxsition from the provision of the Civil 
.Service Act. Deering said it was be¬ 
ing held back “to gather more infor¬ 
mation and possibly come back in the 
fall Town Meeting (withl a more 
definitive proposal.” 

Deering noted Article 21 was 
postponed because the Forest Street 
connection to lie installed by the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) has already been 
approved by the Board of Selectmen, 
and does not require Town Meeting 
approval. 

Trust fund withdrawn 

Town Meeting approved without 
discussion postponement of Article 24, 
which sought to establish an Incentive 
Zoning Trust Fund. The Planning 
Board agreed last month to withdraw 
the article when the Board of Select¬ 
men established an Affordable Hous¬ 
ing Fund to address the same 
purpose. 

Article 25 was postponed since the 
tow'n of North Reading voted not to 
allott funds for the Northeast Voca¬ 
tional Regional School, an action 
which sends that school committee 
back to the drawing table with or 
without Winchester’s approval. 

A number of articles were 
ixistponed to a time certain, that time 
neing May 9 in all cases, to allow for 
further information to be gathered. 

Articles 16,17 and 18, which relate 
to the Woburn Loop, were held off 
{xjnding final agreements between the 
Selectmen and developers. 
Agreements have been reached with 
tw o of the three developers, and Deer¬ 
ing said covenants would be available 
for Tow'n Meeting members at the 
end of this week. 

Article 19, w hich relates to pension 
reform. Article 26, requesting a 
reduction in the percentage of voters 
required to reverse action of Town 
Meeting; and Article 29, proposing 
the dissolution of the Housing Part¬ 
nership Board, were also postponed 
to provide additional time for infor¬ 
mation to be gathered. 

Article 28, seeking a study of in¬ 
adequate water pressure in a section 
of Precinct 8 near the Woburn Loop, 
was postponed until after considera¬ 
tion of the Woburn Loop articles. 

Town Meeting continues Monday 
night at 7:30 p.m. in the Winchester 
High School Auditorium as members 
begin to tackle financial matters.

retirement system ” Vet with a little 
assistance from the state, each com¬ 
munity should l>e able to fund its own 
jHMisions. Blanchette said. 

The essence of the bill requires 
communities to set aside funds to sup¬ 
port their own pension programs. The 
incentive for this savings would be a 
Pension Assistance Grant, which ac¬ 
cording to Blanchette, would net the 
town of Winchester, approximatelv 
$4.1.000. 

Blanchette encouraged citizens of 
Winchester to look at the bill on a long 
term-basis. “It (the Pension Reform 
Bill) might cost a little bit more...but 
every community would experience 
savings.” said Blanchette. 


.Affected benefits include the 
$;10.(K)0. cap which was repeaU hI under 
the bill. Public employees hired after 
January of 1987 and making more 
than $:10.0(K) will now have to pay 2 
percent of their earnings over that 
amount into the pension |kh)I. 

A 75 percent of salar>- cap was also 
placed on employees hired after 1987 
in regards to total disability benefits 
for job-related disabilities. Related to 
this cap is a plan to establish a 
wellness program that enables the 
stale to lower the health risk factor of 
its employees 

Newly-hired public safely officers, 
including municipal police officers. 
Registry of Motor V'ehicle examiners, 
fire fighters, and Slate Police officers, 
are subsequently required to be non- 


smokers as of the hiring date of 
.lanuary 1988. AKso. an Olwsity Study 
authorizes the commissioner of public 
health to conduct studies of incidence 
of hypi'rtension and heart disease 
among persons who are obese, and 
re|X)rt his rtvommendations for possi¬ 
ble exclusion of such persons from 
j)ension provisions.

tioned where funds will be found if 
available cash is reduced by the Town 
Manager’s figure. 

Tseckares urged Town Meeting 
members to "do your homework in 
the next few weeks" so informed deci¬ 
sions are made. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Alice McCarter noted ac¬ 
complishments of the committee over 
the last year, including the elimina¬ 
tion of split grade classes, a greater 
bommitment to early childhood 
education and a reduced 
pupil/teacher ratio. 

While McCarter noted the commit¬ 
tee is "painfully aware" of the fiscal 
situation of the town, she urged Town 
^eeting members to maintain quali- 
^ education in Winchester. 


Citing the strength of the school 
system, McCarter asked for support 
of the system this year as well as in 
years to come. 

In his report, Maurer cited Town 
Meeting as the source of the 
municipal government’s authority to 
operate. He also pointed to Article 29, 
one which attempts to dissolve the 
Housing Partnership Board (HPB), 
as "possibly the most important ar¬ 
ticle.” 

Maurer said the ultimate forma¬ 
tion of the HPB was the "culmination 
of many years of effort" on what was 
seen by many as a "major problem." 

Citing the establishment of the 
board as "a very important pro¬ 
gram. . .in the tradition of the town of 
Winchester,” Maurer said dissolving 
the board would be a mistake. 


In reference to his budget. Maurer 
pointed out the proposal "is a way to 
meet the needs of the community 
within the limits of [Proposition] 
2',^.’’ The difference between his 
budget and that proposed by the 
Finance Committee is approximate¬ 
ly $400,000, he said. 

"Because of that difference, we 
don’t feel it is worth it to go forward 
and make those cuts to public ser¬ 
vices" recommended by the Finance 
Committee, said Maurer.

Steady in its resolve

The Winchester School Commit¬ 
tee’s oath, "student success is our 
success," is reflected in their propos¬ 
ed budget for fiscal year 1989, which 
according to Superintendant Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos, shows a desire for 
strong services to students. 

The committee demonstrated iLs 
commitment by voting to reallocate 
$110,508 from other areas of the school 
budget to support "personal services" 
or raw labor costs. 

According to Mitsakos, this year’s 


increases in the budget are caused by 
increases in a number of areas, in¬ 
cluding special education tuition and 
transportation costs ($40,000), salary 
adjustments for recently hired less- 
experienced staff members ($60,000), 
and a decrease in anticipated gate 
receipts. 

The committee acknowledged the 
position of the town manager and 
selectmen, and their prior coopera¬ 
tion, but will vie anyway for Town 
Meeting’s approval. "The needs ex¬ 
pressed in the budget are critical 
needs. Discussion will be approached 
in that manner," said Mitsakos.

B eautiful heiress Lilly 
Lakeland has invited 
of her most intimate 
friends to an elegant 
soiree at her country 
home. Lakeland Hall. After caviar 
and cocktails, as Lilly and her hand¬ 
some fiancee Brad Danworthe take 
their place on the dance floor. Lilly 
falls gracefully into Brad’s arms. A 
doctor is called immediately and 
his diagnosis is grim: Lilly has fallen 
into a permanent swoon. Someone 
has murdered her! But who? How? 
And why? 

Playing armchair detective con¬ 
tinues to be a popular pastime. 
While mystery stories continually 
attract new readers, the concept of 
a murder mystery dinner, evening, 
or weekend is turning into an im¬ 
portant business, and a new form of 
adult entertainment. 

For the amateur Sherlock 
Holmes or Miss Marple, the Boston 
area is ripe with opportunities to 
match w'its with and expose the 
would-be criminal. Do you have 


what it takes to weed out the red 
herrings? Try testing your skills at 
a few of the events listed below! 

Theatrical sleuthing 

"Shear Madness," the longest 
running, non-musical production in 
American theatrical history, has 
been playing downstairs at the 
Charles Theatre cabaret (Stage II), 
74 Warrenton St., Boston, since 
1980. Unlike most plays, the au¬ 
dience picks the murderer each 
time, and the ending is worked out 
accordingly. For the lucky actor or 
actress, the play provides steady 
work, and the opportunity to fully 
develop a character. 

The laugh-packed comedy 
follows an afternoon of hair cuts, 
close shaves, and relevant, Boston- 
based humor, leading up to the 
murder of pianist Miss Czerny in her 
apartment above the Shear 
Madness hairdressing salon. 

Once the murder has occurred. 
Detectives Mike Thomas and Mick

Rossetti come on the scene and ask 
he audience for help. The scene of 
;he crime is recreated with con¬ 
siderable help from the audience, 
and the audience picks the guilty 
party. Who will they choose: Will it 
be owner Tony Whitcomb, 
manicurist Barbara DeMarco, 
customer Eleanor Shubert, or the 
suspicious observer Edward 
Lawrence? The cast creates a dif¬ 
ferent ending, depending on the au¬ 
dience's preference. 

The show was developed by 
Bruce Jordan and Marilyn Abrams, 
both actors, who purchased the 
rights to a little-known mystery 
drama Scherenschnitt (Cutout) by 
Swiss playwright Paul Portner and 
turned it into "Shear Madness. 
With a limited budget, they open¬ 
ed in Boston on Jan. 29. 1980. The 
show's popularity has spread 
around the world, with companies 
in Chicago: Washington, D.C.: Mon¬ 
treal, Canada; and Barcelona, 
Spain Jordan and Abrams still lake 
a personal interest in the American 
companies. Besides designing and 
directing each new production, they 
initially act in it as well, and will 
escort patrons to their seats if the 
house manager doesn t show up! 

Performances are given Tues. 
through Fri. at 8 p.m.; Sat. at 6:30 
p.m. and 9:30 p.m.; and Sun. at 
3:00 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. Tickets are 
$17 and $20. Dinner packages and 
group discounts are available.

The setting for this show is a 
political fundraiser for 1988 
presidential candidate Granville 
Powell at the home of Jasper and 
Traci Kipperling. As the audience 
arrives at the Kipperling home, they 
are met at the door by the Butler, 
Jasper, or Traci and escorted to 
their table. During the first act, they 
meet the rest of the characters: 
Mick Spencer, the campaign 
manager; Billy Ray Peebles, the 
campaign finance director: Pearl 
Powell, the candidate’s mother and 
family matriarch: Granville Powell, 
senator and aspiring presidential 
candidate: and Hillary Powell, the 
senator’s wife. 

For the next two hours, interac¬ 
tion between audience and actor is 
high. The evening is divided into 
periods of action and eating. The 
four-course meal is served by the 
characters, and once the murder 
has been committed, the remaining 
characters will drop clues for a 
price. (MOTE: Upon arrival at the 
Mystery Cafe, each customer 
receives a Mystery Packet with 
bribe money, and clues. At the end 
of the evening, everyone has a 
chance to choose the murderer, and 
write down two motives for the 
crime. One of the correct guessers 
is named Super Sleuth and receives 
a prize.) 

The Mystery Cafe is produced 
by David Goldstein. He formulated 
the concept last Movember, then 


cast a local troupe of actors and ac¬ 
tresses. The current show. Death 
and Taxes, was written and directed 
by Phil Lebovits. Through the 
Mystery Cafe. Goldstein hopes to 
offer the public a "different form of 
entertainment.” According to 
Goldstein, the crime has six dif 
ferent solutions. 

Performances are given Thurs- 
through Saturday at 7:30 p.m., 
but patrons should arrive around 7 
p.m. A Sunday brunch show runs 
from 1 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. Tickets are 
$26 for dinner: $21 for brunch. A 
cash bar is open all evening, and 
when the show is over, guests can 
stay and dance.

Murder by 
profession 

Since 1984. entrepreneur Don¬ 
na Feldman of Weston has been 
writing murder mysteries for 
groups of 12 to 40 people under the 
title Foul Plays. Her concept is total 
audience participation and every 
part is equally important. "I like to 
create roles that are escapism for 
the people who participate. It’s a 
chance to fantasize, to get out of 
their usual character," she said. 


A mystery story reader since 
childhood, Feldman also does a lot 
of puzzles. The result, she said, are 
mysteries that are good because 
they’re confusing and challenging. 
She only creates one murder per 
evening. 

Depending on a group’s wishes, 
Feldman will either custom-write a 
murder mystery or suggest one of 
her seven existing mysteries, each 
set in a different era. The latter in¬ 
cludes scenarios in the 1890s, the 
1920s. World War II. the 1950s. and 
the 1980s. 

Although Feldman can accom¬ 
modate a group as large as 40 or 
50, the ideal size is 20 to 25. She 
charges $20 per person; custom- 
written roles are priced 


Feldman also creates one or two 
night murder mystery weekends. 
Once a group has made ar¬ 
rangements to stay in an inn or 
hotel, for instance, they contact 
Feldman to create the entertain¬ 
ment. Many people come in 
costume for the weekends, and she 
usually designs a trivia contest and 
a scavenger hunt so people can see 
the area. Feldman sends the com¬ 
pleted materials to the hostess. 
Each person gets a character sketch 
telling the year, who they are, and 
what they know. They are required 
to stay in character throughout the 
weekend.

The Alvin Ailey American 
Dance Theater returns to Boston’s 
Wang Center for the Performing 
Arts May 3 ■ 8. with Boston 
premieres of two works. The 
Magic of Katherine Dunham and 
Vespers . 

This season. The Magic of 
Katherine Dunham joins the reper¬ 
tory as a full-length program of 14 
dances inspired by the Black 
heritage in America and the Carib¬ 
bean. with choreography by the 
legendary Katherine Dunham. 


Performer, anthropologist, 
choreographer, director, producer, 
author, and educator Katherine 
Dunham inspired Alvin Ailey 40 
years ago with a production of 
Tropical Review in Los Angeles 
when Ailey was at GCLA. The pro¬ 
duction marked the first time Black 
dance forms from the Caribbean 
were presented on the professional 
stage. The founder of the Ballet 
Negre in Chicago and the Megro 
Dance Group in 1937. Katherine 
Dunham headed the Writers Project 
and subsequently was named 
Dance Director for the WPA 


Federal Theater Project in Chicago. 

To create her works. Katherine 
Dunham explored the cultures of 
the Caribbean and South America 
through their dance and religious 
rituals. The movements she observ¬ 
ed were unlike any that existed in 
American dance, and led to her 
creating a technique to train the 
body, known as the Dunham techni¬ 
que. Today. Katherine Dunham 
spends her time as a dance 
educator, dividing her time between 
the Habitation LeClerc in Haiti and 
East St. Louis where she formed a 
Performing Arts Training Center.

What’s Up at the Movies by Craig Tomashoff 


Bright Lights has style, but little substance 



It was only natural that Jay 
Mclnerney's novel. Bright Lights. 
Big City, would eventually end up 
on a movie screen. Not only 
because the book was very popular, 
but also Hollywood figured it could 
turn a good buck by making the 
film. 

The book is a slick, glitzy look 
at young America in the early ’80s. 
A sort of MTV novel, its story is told 
through words that are thrown at 
the page in hopes that they’ll stick, 
rather than through a thoughtful ex¬ 
amination of its drug-addled main 
character’s life. Using its unique. 


second-person narration. Bright 
Lights. Big City has lots of style but 
not much substance. The book is a 
quick read, and therefore, the 
perfect encapsulation of the Blank 
generation Mclnerney writes about. 

His characters are the sort who 
won’t read the book-they’ll wait for 
the movie. So. it was only a ques¬ 
tion of time before the film version 
of Bright Lights, Big City was made. 
The interesting thing about the 
movie, though, is that instead of be¬ 
ing just an empty imitation of an 
already vacuous novel, the movie is 
actually an improvement on the 
book. And that makes it virtually 
impossible to review the film 
without comparing it to its source. 

The movie, which is not perfect, 
improves on the book, thanks in 
large part to Michael J. Fox’s per¬ 
formance as the long-suffering 
hero. Through his performance, the 
movie actually has more of soul 
than the book. The movie’s 
storyline follows that of the book 
precisely but even so. Fox manages 
to be the emotional anchor that 
gives the tale a weight it didn't seem 
to have on the printed page. 

Fox plays Jamie Conway, a 
would-be writer who is stuck work¬ 


ing as a fact checker at a well- 
known New York magazine. (As 
anybody who reads the book 
knows, it’s supposed to be The New 
Yorker but for lawsuit-sake, it’s 
known as Gotham Magazine.) 

Once he hits the bright lights of 
the big city, it’s the same old-story. 
His life falls apart. 

His beautiful wife, Amanda 
(Phoebe Cates) becomes a model 
and leaves him. His sweetheart of a 
mother (Diane Wiest) dies of 
cancer. His dominatrix of a boss 
(Frances Sternhagen) is all set to 
fire him. And worst of all. he has 
stopped writing and started hitting 
the Manhattan club circuit with his 
slimeball buddy Tad Allagash 
(Keifer Sutherland). 

The idea behind all this is that 
Jamie is so busy trying to repress 
his grief over the loss of his mother, 
that he vents his frustration by 
mourning the loss of his shallow 
wife and by becoming a massive 
coke fiend. 

As his ITe nosedives deeper and 
deeper into the Manhattan pave¬ 
ment, Jamie becomes a rather 
pathetic soul. His money goes up 
his nose, his life goes in the toilet. 
And then, by chance, he meets 


Tad’s cousin, Vicky (Tracy Pollan). 
She's the pure, innocent maid all 
writers live to idealize. And. in her 
Jamie sees the chance to finally ex¬ 
cape his personal hell. 

The strange thing about this 
story is how ordinary it really is. It 
may have a fashionable ’80s flavor, 
but it’s still very ordinary. Here we 
have a young, impressionable guy 
who moves to the big city, has all 
his hopes and dreams dashed and 
eventually finds redemption by 
once again becoming young and 
impressionable. The only difference 
between Bright Lights and those in 
say. a Dickens novel, is that the 
Bright Lights characters do coke 
and listen to post-disco music. 

The only difference between the 
characters in Mclnerney’s novel and 
the characters in director James 
Bridges’ film is that the latter at 
least seem human. Maybe it’s just 
the fact that the movie attaches 
faces to the names, but it seems like 
there’s more at work in the film 
than in the novel. Even though the 
script follows the book to the letter 
(not surprising, since Mclnerney 
wrote it too). Bridges allows his ac¬ 
tors to tilt their eyes or mumble a 
line in a way that suggests volumes 


more about their characters than 
the book ever did. This all makes 
the film a more involving ex¬ 
perience than the book. 

Fox is great at these little man 
nerisms. Perhaps because of the 
boy-next-door image he has In 
herited thanks to his TV series. 
Family Ties, Fox has a vulnerabili 
ty that makes Jamie’s descent into 
hell something with which we can 
sympathize. The book’s main 
character, who was never given a 
name, was a one-dimensional coke¬ 
head who became more disgusting 
the more he sniveled. Fox’s Jamie, 
though, is a likeable regular guy 
who has just let life control him in¬ 
stead of controlling life himself. 

Whether he’s biting his upper lip 
in nervousness as his boss fires him 
or he’s anxiously brushing his hand 
through his hair as he encounters 
women in nightclubs. Fox has man¬ 
nerisms that connect. He seems real 
because he acts real. And, in the 
end, when he’s fallen as far as he 
can fall. Fox shows strength his 
counterpart in Mclnerney’s novel 
never showed. Whereas that 
character simply collapsed into a 
ball and started weeping. Fox de-

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What’s Healthy 


A teaspoon of sugar makes 
the hiccups go away 


What causes hiccups, and what can you do to get rid of them? 


Hiccups have been a nuisance 
for nearly everybody at one time or 
another. They can even be quite 
erubarrassinq in some situations. 

Most doctors believe hiccups 
are caused by irritation of the 
diaphragm or the phrenic nerve 
which controls the diaphragm. The 
phrenic nerve runs from the neck 
region of the spinal cord to the 
underside of the diaphragm. When 
this nerve is stimulated, it causes 
the diaphragm to contract spas¬ 
modically. This in turn causes the 
glottis, which covers the opening to 
the w indpipe. to also contract. The 
characteristic "hie" sound is then 
produced. 

Most people get hiccups after 
they have eaten too fast or too 
much. Sometimes eating food 
which disagrees with you and 
causes indigestion will lead to hic¬ 
cups. Each of these acts bloats the 
stomach. This bloating irritates the 
diaphragm. Babies get hiccups 
even more often than adults. This 
is because they swallow too much 
air while sucking. The air they suck 
in bloats their stomachs, also irri¬ 
tating the diaphragm. Burping an 
infant will often slop the hiccuping 
and make the baby feel more com¬ 
fortable. 

Burping an adult, however, is 
not quite so easy. Through the 


years, home remedies for hiccups 
have included eating sugar, mus¬ 
tard. vinegar, lemons, dry bread, 
crushed ice. . . you name it. Also in¬ 
cluded are the old cure of holding 
your breath for as long as possible 
and being frightened by a well- 
meaning friend. 

At least one of these remedies 
has some scientific backing. The 
New England Journal of Medicine 
recently reported a study where 19 
out of 20 chronic hiccupers were 
relieved by a teaspoonful of table 
sugar, taken dry. 

Of course, the best way to pre¬ 
vent hiccups is to pinpoint the 
cause. If you regularly get hiccups 
after eating spicy food, then avoid 
eating those foods. 

The home remedies I’ve men¬ 
tioned should work well for most 
people. However, there are some 
forms of persistent hiccups which 
require a doctor’s caie. If you have 
any questions about persistant hic¬ 
cups. ask your family physician.

Total fitness is a 
balance between 
health and 
physical fitness 


When you think of fitness, what 
images come to mind? Is your idea 
of fitness represented by the 
models you see in various fashion 
and glamour magazines? Perhaps 
you think of fitness as the muscular 
development associated with heavy 
weight training. 

Or. at the other end of the sepc- 
trum. the long lean look of a world- 
class marathoner is your image of 
the ultimate in fitness. There are 
some of you for whom fitness 
means the ability to play a few 
games of tennis, a round of golf or 
a game of basketball with friends. 

As you can see, physical fitness 
does not have a precise meaning, 
but rather a infinite spectrum of 
possibilities determined by in¬ 
dividual needs and lifestyles. Out of 
this has grown the concept of total 
fitness. 

Total fitness is a balance bet¬ 
ween the various components of 
health and physical fitness. These 
components include cardiovascular 
health accomplished through 
aerobic exercise, muscular strength 
and endurance, flexibility along 
with maintaining ideal bodyweight 
based on body composition and a 
healthy diet. The “balance" bet¬ 
ween these various components is 
determined by your lifestyle, your 
goals and your changing level of 
fitness. 

For the busy professional who 
plays tennis on the weekends, this 
balance may be achieved with three 
to four 30 minute aerobic sessions 
each week. Combine those aerobic 
sessions with a stretching routine 
and a series of muscular condition¬ 
ing exercises to help prevent injury 
and s/he has the basis of a balanc¬ 
ed fitness program. 

On the other hand, an individual 
who wishes to compete in a 
triathlon would need to develop a 
balance between three aerobic 
disciplines: running, cycling and 
swimming as well as overall 
muscular strength and endurance 
and flexibility. Depending on the 
length of the triathlon, this in¬ 
dividual may work out six to seven 
days per week for two to three 
hours each day. The end product 
for each of these athletes is a train¬ 
ing schedule which balances all the 
necessary components of a total 
fitness program and meets their in¬ 
dividual needs. 


Let's take a closer look at each 
of the components which comprise 
a total fitness program. 

The most important component 
of a total fitness program is some 
form of aerobic exercise. Aerobic 
exercise involves the continous use 
of large muscle groups for extend¬ 
ed periods of time. Activities or ex¬ 
ercises which are generally 
considered aerobic include runn¬ 
ing, cycling, swimming, walking, 
hiking rowing and aerobic dance. 

Aerobic exercise conditions the 
pulmonary and cardiovascular 
systems so that they can efficient¬ 
ly supply oxygen to the exercising 
muscles. It also develops the ox¬ 
ygen utilization system within the 
muscles of your body. Let me ex¬ 
plain. Each time your heart beats it 
sends oxygen-rich blood to your 
muscles. There is more oxygen in 
the blood than the exercising 
muscles can use. In response to 
your aerobic exercise program, the 
ogygen utilization system within 
the muscles is upgraded. The result 
is that your muscles are able to use 
more of the oxygen which is sup¬ 
plied each time your heart beats. 

In order to add variety to your 
exercise program you may want to 
include more than one form of 
aerobic exercise. You might choose 
a high-intensity form of aerobic ex¬ 
ercise. such as running or high- 
impact aerobics class two to three 
times per week. 

You can than supplement these 
high-impact exerciseswith aerobic 
activities which are less stressful on 
your tendons and ligaments. Low- 
impact forms of aerobic exercise in¬ 
clude cycling or swimming. 

The added benefit to this type 
of cross-training is the following: 
Because there is a greater chance 
of injury involved in high-impact ac¬ 
tivities, being proficient at a low- 
impact activity allows you to con¬ 
tinue your aerobic exercise pro¬ 
gram should you become injured. 
If you develop shinsplints from run¬ 
ning, swimming will allow your legs 
to heal while your cardiovascular 
system continues to improve. 

The next component of your 
total fitness program would be 
some form of strength/resistance 
training or body conditioning exer¬ 
cises. This portion of your exercise 
program can range from very sim¬ 
ple to very complex depending on 
your level of conditioning and your 
goals. 



A simple program done at 
home might include calesthenics 
such as push ups. chin ups and ab¬ 
dominal strengthening exercises. A 
more involved strength training 
program might require the use of 
machines, such as Nautilus and free 
weights. The goal of each program 
is to tone and strengthen each of 
the major muscle groups of your 
body. These include legs, chest, 
back - both upper and lower, 
shoulders, arms and abdomen. 

Finally, you should include 
some form of flexibility training in 
your exercise regime. Flexibility 
training is the most overlooked 
component of an exercise program. 
Flexibility exercises will help to 
reduce the chance of developing a 
muscular injury. 

Muscles which are tight restrict 
the range of motion of the joints 
which they cross. For example, if 
the muscles in the back of your legs 
are tight, bending over to touch 
your toes is almost impossible. By 
improving your flexibility you will 
allow your muscles and your body 
to move easier and more efficiently. 


Stretching exercises should be 
done slowly and to the point where 
you feel some tension in the 
muscles you are stretching. When 
you feel this tension you should 
hold the stretch in that position for 
20 to 30 seconds and then slowly 
release. Do not use jerky or bounc 
ing type motions when stretching. 
1 his type of stretching may actual 
ly cause the muscle to become 
shorter or result in a pulled or tom 
muscle. 

You now have the basic com 
ponents of a total fitness program. 
Your fitness program must include 
some form of aerobic exercise, 
muscular conditioning and 
strengthening, and flexibility 
training.

fiantly munches on a roll and stares 
at the Hudson River like he’s ready 
to try walking across it. 

The assumption in the book, 
just as it was in the other brat-pack 
literature like Less Than Zero, was 
that the audience would care for 
these pathetic characters simply 
because the author said they 
should, and that it didn’t matter that 
they were basically jerks who 
brought their troubles on 
themselves. Bridges apparently 
realized that in a movie, nobody will 
just take his word for it. The hero 
really has to be sympathetic if an 
audience is going lo sit through and 
enjoy the film. 

Bridges doesn’t forget the glitz 
of the novel. There are plenty of 
scenes in neon-lit nightclubs, with 
the Blank Generation dancing the 
night away. However, these 
moments seem to have a purpose 
in the film. 1 hey aren’t just there to 
look like out-takes from Lifestyles 
of the Rich and Famous. There’s 
something attractive about the 
wildness of the clubs, just as there 
is something repulsive about all 


these club creatures trying each 
others’ lines (both pick-up and co¬ 
caine). That contradiction is central 
to Jamie’s confusion. 

Bright Lights. Big City is not a 
great movie, just as the book was 
not a great novel. In both his book 
and his script. Mclnerney takes the 
easy way out by letting the Vicky 
character walk in as a bastion of 
purity and innocence. In the end, 
both are just the same old story told 
one more time. 

Still, at least the movie doesn’t 
cop out and become a limp Just 
Say No commercial as did the film 
version of Less Than Zero. And 
thanks to both a talented star and 
an understanding director, the 
movie gives a human soul to the 
selfish ghouls who haunt 
Mclnerney’s novel.

If the sight of tofu in a recipe’s 
list of ingredients or in the super¬ 
market's dairy section makes you 
automatically want to move on. 
stop for just one minute. This 
low fat. cheese like food, made from 
soybeans, is one of the best and 
most healthful protein sources. It's 
versatile, easy-to-use and econom¬ 
ical. So why are people uncomfort¬ 
able with tofu? Often the problem 
is just reluctance to try a new taste 
and texture. 

If that's your problem with tofu, 
just remember that no one expects 
you to eat tofu plain. As with many 
other mild-flavored foods, tofu is 
best when it's dressed up. And tofu 
provides an excellent replacement 
for eggs. meat, cheese and fat-rich 
dairy foods in a variety of your 
favorite recipes — from stroganoff 
to cheesecake. Tofu blends easily 
into many different cuisines, includ¬ 
ing fiery South American recipes, 
herbed Mediterranean classics or 


exotic Oriental dishes. 

Look for tofu in the refrigerated 
dairy section of your market — 
either vacuum-packed in plastic 
wrapping or water-packed in plastic 
tubs. It's frequently freshness-dated 
and is best used in 7 to 10 days. For 
the freshest product, select tofu that 
is an even eggshell white and has 
a smooth surface. Avoid tofu that 
has a slimy surface or sour aroma. 

Give tofu a fair chance. Try it in 
the recipe below, or simply cubed 
in a salad, soup or omelet, or in one 
of your own favorite recipes. You'll 
never know what you’re missing 
unless you try! 

Tofu and cheese both provide 
protein in this mildly spicy dish. 
While Cheddar is a high-fat cheese, 
combining it with lowfat tofu keeps 
the fat content of the dish from be¬ 
ing excessively high. For a spicier 
taste, increase the red pepper to '/a 
teaspoon: top with a bit of lowfat 
yogurt for added flavor. 


TOFU RANCHERO 

4 tsp. olive oil 
1 onion, chopped 
1 or 2 cloves of garlic, minced 
1 medium green pepper, cut 
into strips 
1 tsp. cumin 

V4 tsp. crushed red pepper

Spinach is vitamin 
packed 


Although fresh spinach is now 
available year-round, it’s most plen¬ 
tiful in the spring. So in the coming 
months you can expect to see the 
young, dark, tender spinach leaves 
that taste best and offer the most 
nutrition. The iron content of spin¬ 
ach made Popeye the Sailor Man 
■‘strong to the finish." but today 
nutritionists prize this leafy vege¬ 
table for its high levels of vitamins 
A and C. both linked to lower 
cancer rates. 

Spinach has been around for a 
long time, having a place in early 
Persian and Chinese cuisine. 
Renaissance Italy, however, brought 
spinach fully into Western culture 
with a variety of splendid "Floren¬ 
tine ” dishes. This versatile vege¬ 
table is delicious served raw in 
salads or prepared in soups, souf¬ 
fles, quiches, omelets, crepes, 
lasagna or casseroles. Steamed 
spinach makes a tasty vegetable 
dish seasoned with herbs such as 
basil, dill, oregano or tarragon. 

When selecting fresh spinach, 
look for crisp, dark green leaves, as 
spinach grows limp and yellow with 
age. If spinach is available only in 
plastic bags, make sure the bag 
springs back when pinched to 
assure crispness. Also check care¬ 
fully for any signs of slime or decay 
that indicate improper handling and 
refrigeration. Fresh spinach usually 
contains some sand or grit, so be 
sure to wash it thoroughly in cold 
water before using. 

The following recipe uses a 
cheese and spinach filling, rather 
than ground meat, to keep the fat 
content of this favorite dish low. 
The tomato sauce adds more great 
flavor. The combination of spinach 
and concentrated tomatoes means 
that this dish is packed with 
vitamins. 

SPINACH RICOTTA LASAGNA 

6 ounces lasagna noodles (un¬ 
cooked) 

1 29-ounce can tomato puree 
(about 3'/z cups) 


3 4 tsp. dried basil 
'/z tsp. garlic powder 
10 ounces fresh spinach, wash¬ 
ed and stemmed (or '/z 
10-ounce package frozen) 

1 Va cups part skim ricotta cheese 
7z cup grated Parmesan 
cheese (2 ounces) 

14 tsp. pepper 

Va tsp. nutmeg (optional) 

Cook the lasagna noodles 
according to package directions. In 
the meantime, in a small bowl, stir 
together the tomato puree, basil 
and garlic powder. 

If using fresh spinach, steam for 
2-3 minutes, until wilted and lender 
but still bright green. If using frozen 
spinach, cook as directed on pack 
age. Drain: squeeze by handfuls to 
remove water. Chop coarsely. 

Place the ricotta cheese, all but 
2 tablespoons of the Parmesan 
cheese, pepper and nutmeg in food 
processor or blender; puree until 
smooth. Add the cooked spinach 
and process until well blended. 
(This process may also be done by 
hand.) 

Assemble the ingredients in 13 
X 9 inch baking pan. Begin with 
thin layer of the tomato mixture, 
then a single layer of pasta. Spread 
half of spinach-ricotta mixture on 
top, then add % to 1 cup tomato 
mixture. Place down another layer 
of pasta, the remainder of the 
spinach-ricotta and more of the 
tomato mixture. Add a final layer of 
pasta, the remaining tomato mix¬ 
ture and the remaining 2 table¬ 
spoons of Parmesan cheese. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 30 min¬ 
utes. Let the lasagna stand for a few 
minutes after removing from the 
oven before slicing. 

This recipe makes 6 servings, 
each with 238 calories and 5 grams 
of fat.
